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Mayors  Message. 


[Delivered  before  the  City  Council,  April  2d,  1888.] 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  :  The  management  of  the  municipal  affairs 
of  this  city  has  been  placed  in  our  hands  for  the  year  to  come, 
and  upon  our  wisdom  and  good  judgment  in  the  discharge  of 
this  trust  will  largely  depend  the  welfare  of  the  community. 
Under  the  solemnity  of  an  oath  have  we  commenced  this  work, 
without  the  hope  of  fee  or  reward,  except  such  as  we  may 
receive  in  the  approval  of  our  own  consciences,  and  in  the 
hearty  commendation  of  our  fellow  citizens,  for  having  done 
the  best  we  could  under  the  circumstances,  and  with  the 
means  at  our  disposal. 

During  the  past  year  our  beautiful  city  has  been  highly 
favored.  Business  has  been  prosperous  in  all  its  depart- 
ments. No  failures  of  any  note  have  occurred,  while  prob- 
ably no  city  of  its  size  has  had  so  few  fires,  or  been  so  healthy 
and  free  from  epidemic  diseases. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  if  all  will  heartily  interest 
themselves  in  sustaining  with  good  counsel  and  money  our 
Board  of  Trade,  and  not  throw  "  cold  water"  on  every  prop- 
osition for  improvement,  before  the  end  of  the  year  we  shall 
see  well  established  a  "  market  day,"  whose  patrons  will  be 
transacting  a  successful  business  in  a  market  house  worthy  of 
the  name.  I  shall  be  pleased  heartily  to  co-operate  with 
you  in  putting  our  "city  market"  building  in  proper  repair 
for  the  use  for  which  it  was  erected.  Judging  from  our  ex- 
perience and  from  public  opinion  so  far  as  it.  is  expressed 
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during  the  past  year,  I  am  satisfied  that  it  is  the  wish  and 
expectation  of  most  of  our  business  men  that  we  put  the 
building  and  grounds  in  good  order  and  make  it  really  a 
city  market." 

FINANCES. 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  city  is  as  follows  :

Our  temporary  loans  are  less  than  usual  at  this  time  of 
the  year,  and  will  all  be  paid  when  the  taxes  are  collected. 

I  have,  in  my  estimate  of  January,  1888,  told  yon  that  a 
tax  of  95  cents  on  the  dollar  would  raise  money  enough  to 
pay  all  our  running  expenses  for  the  year  to  come,  including 
5  cents  on  the  dollar  for  the  sinking  fund. 

If,  however,  the  School  Commissioners  should  find  it 
necessary  to  build  a  new  school  house  on  Pine  street  this 
season,  it  will  be  necessary  slightly  to  increase  this  estimate. 

STEEETS,  SEWERS  AND  PARKS. 

The  Superintendent  of  Streets  reports  that  there  was 
quite  an  extra  expense  in  this  department  during  the  past 
year,  occasioned  by  the  necessity  for  purchasing  four  new 
carts,  an  express  wagon  and  a  road  machine. 

This  road  machine,  he  thinks  a  good  investment,  as  it 
assists  materially  in  turnpiking  new  streets,  levelling  down 
the  streets  where  sewers  have  been  laid,  and  clearing  the 
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snow  from  the  sides  of  the  street  after  heavy  storms.  Owing 
to  the  severe  snow  storms  during  the  past  winter,  it  was 
necessary  to  haul  the  surplus  snow  from  the  principal  busi- 
ness streets,  which  has  been  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  all. 

The  most  noticeable  permanent  improvements  on  our 
streets  during  the  year  past  have  been  on  Main  street  between 
Willard  and  Summit,  on  Pearl  between  Battery  Park  and 
Church  street,  and  on  Lake,  College  and  Maple  streets.  A 
good  macadamized  road  was  also  made  on  College  street 
between  Champlain  street  and  the  railroad.  As  you  all 
know,  there  is  quite  a  heavy  grade  on  College  street  at  the 
point  named,  and  the  street  has  washed  badly  in  former 
years,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  cover  with  three  feet  of 
stone  on  the  lower  part. 

A  fine  piece  of  road,  1600  feet  in  length,  was  built  on 
Lake  street,  from  College  street  north  on  to  "  Blodgett's 
Mill."  More  curbing,  flagging  and  paving  was  done  than 
ever  before  in  one  year,  a  great  part  at  the  expense  of  the 
property  owners. 

You  will  find  a  more  detailed  statement  of  all  the  streets 
worked  in  the  excellent  report  of  the  Street  Superintendent. 

But  the  thing  that  should  interest  you  most  in  this  de- 
partment, is  what  shall  be  done  in  the  year  to  come.  The 
Committee  on  Streets  should  take  this  into  consideration  at 
once,  and  lay  out  the  work,  designate  the  streets  to  be  ma- 
cadamized, and  thus  give  the  Superintendent  a  chance  to 
begin  his  permanent  work  early  in  the  spring.  The  idea 
should  be  to  use  most  of  the  street  money  for  permanent 
improvements,  and  as  little  as  possible  for  patching.  The 
sidewalks  should  be  flagged  every  step  of  the  way  from 
Church  street  to  College  Park  on  College  and  Main  streets. 
The  streets  should  be  graded  and  macadamized,  curbed  and 
flagged  around  the  city  market.  North  avenue  as  far  at  least, 
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as  Lake  View  cemetery  should  be  one  of  our  very  best  roads  to 
drive  upon,  and  the  permanent  improvement  on  South  Union 
street,  which  has  been  carried  to  Howard  street,  should  be 
continued  to  Park  avenue.  The  road  bed  of  all  highways 
leading  into  the  city  should  be  improved.  You  have  just 
adopted  sewer  grades  for  most  of  the  Third  Ward,  which 
ought  to  have  been  done  last  July,  and  $3000  more  should 
have  been  expended  on  sewers  in  that  locality,  but  there  is 
no  use  in  looking  back  and  saying  "  what  might  have  been," 
but  commence  the  wrork  on  sewers  early  and  see  to  it  that  the 
whole  appropriation  is  used  as  it  ought  to  be,  mostly  in  the 
Third  Ward. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  completed  seven- 
teen new  sewers,  all  in  accordance  with  the  city's  sewer  plan. 
This  will  give  you  some  idea  of  what  is  expected  of  you  this 
year. 

The  following  list  shows  these  sewers  in  regard  to  size, 
material  and  cost,  together  wTith  the  balance  paid  on  a  sewer 
in  King  street  that  was  completed  in  1886.  The  sewer  in 
Buell  street  was  commenced  in  1886  :

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I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  city  intend  to  own 
their  own  horses  and  carts,  a  suitable  piece  of  land  should  be 
purchased  and  a  barn  and  tool-shed  built  thereon.  Our 
present  method  is  inconvenient  and  expensive. 

SCHOOLS. 

From  the  full  and  comprehensive  report  of  the  superin- 
tendent, we  learn  that  our  public  schools  are  growing  better 
from  year  to  year.  More  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  school  rooms,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  secure 
the  best  of  teachers  possible.  We  should,  as  a  community, 
be  thankful  that  men  so  well  fitted  by  education  and  experi- 
ence, are  willing  to  devote  the  time  necessary  to  oversee  this 
very  important  part  of  our  duty  to  the  rising  generation  ;  for 
as  that  duty  is  well  or  ill  performed,  so  will  be  the  results  in 
the  years  to  come.  We  should  ever  be  ready  to  put  our 
hands  deep  in  our  pockets,  and  that  without  grumbling,  to 
furnish  the  most  perfect  and  comfortable  school  rooms,  and 
to  secure  teachers  qualified  in  every  particular  to  teach  our 
children  to  become  brave,  high  minded,  patriotic  men  and 
women,  much  better  qualified,  when  their  turn  comes  to  take 
our  places,  than  ever  we  were. 

It  is  clear  that  our  city  is  growing  by  the  crowded  con- 
dition of  our  schools,  the  increase  in  the  total  enrollment 
from  March  31st,  1886,  to  March  31st,  1887,  being  130. 

The  new  school  house  to  be  constructed  out  of  the  Bap- 
tist mission  house  may  possibly  accommodate  the  increase 
for  this  year,  but  you  will  be  called  upon  in  the  near  future 
to  furnish  more  school  room. 

The  superintendent  estimates  that  it  will  take  of  the 
money  raised  by  taxation  $26,413.06  for  his  department. 
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I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  able  report  of  Rev. 
L.  G.  Ware,  secretary,  and  especially  to  the  pressing  need  of 
having  the  10,000  volumes  that  have  been  added  since  the 
last  catalogue  was  printed,  put  into  proper  shape  to  be  avail- 
able to  the  reading  public.  For  this,  and  the  usual  expenses, 
it  is  estimated  $3,400.00  will  be  required. 

WATER  WORKS. 

There  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  collection  of  water  rates, 
the  amount  for  the  past  year  being  $30,941.53,  against  $19,- 
646.95  in  1877.  A  new  fuel  shed  has  been  constructed  at  a 
cost  of  $5,244.29. 

The  superintendent  reports  "the  timber  work  of  the  pier, 
at  the  pumping  station,  has  been  rebuilt  above  low  water,  filled 
with  stone,  planked  on  top,  and  now  instead  of  joining  the 
dock  front,  it  is  separated  from  it  by  a  space  of  four  feet.  The 
pump  wells  are  by  this  change  surrounded  by  water,  that  is 
so  agitated  by  the  waves,  that  the  accumulation  of  floating- 
matter  at  this  point  is  now  avoided,  and  a  much  more  credit- 
able appearance  is  presented."  And,  I  will  add,  if  the 
distance  of  the  pumping  well  from  the  pier  was  increased  to 
300  feet,  it  would  please  me  much  better. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  was  slightly  less  than  in 
1886.  This  is  doubtless  owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  meters,  the  increase  being  112  over  last  year. 

CITY  ENGINEER. 

The  city  engineer  makes  some  timely  suggestions  in 
regard  to  replacing  signs  bearing  street  names,  on  old  as  well 
as  new  streets ;  and  in  correcting  some  of  the  street  lines, 
where  property  owners  have  encroached  upon  the  streets 
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with  their  fences  and  buildings ;  and  how  some  of  the  sewers 
should  be  flushed  and  ventilated.  The  necessity  also  of 
establishing  street  monuments  should  not  be  overlooked. 

.   FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  chief  engineer  shows  our  fire  depart- 
ment to  be  in  a  commendable  working  order.  The  companies 
are  full  and  all  working  in  harmony.  As  a  volunteer  fire 
department  I  am  sure  it  is  as  good  as  any  in  the  world. 

The  Barnes  and  Star  Hose  companies  are  now  well 
housed,  and  you  should  at  once  erect  suitable  buildings  for 
the  Ethans,  Clipper  and  Howard  Hose  companies.  He  also 
reports  the  Ethans  should  have  a  new  cart,  and  the  Howard 
and  Clipper  companies'  carts  should  be  put  in  thorough 
repair,  and  500  feet  of  hose  purchased. 

POOR  DEPARTMENT. 

A  visit  to  the  city  poor  house  a  short  time  since  satisfied 
me  that  it  was  in  the  hands  of  a  good  manager ;  the  house 
was  clean  ;  the  inmfotes  well  cared  for  ;  the  stock  on  the  farm 
in  good  order,  and  the  unfortunates,  obliged  to  remain  there, 
as  happy  as  could  be  expected  under  the  circumstances. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  committee,  having  this  in 
charge,  to  make  some  needed  repairs  this  spring  on  the  house 
and  barn.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  acknowledges  his  in- 
debtedness to  the  kind  hearted  ladies  of  the  Howard  Relief 
for  their  hearty  co-operation  in  supplementing  his  work 
among  the  deserving  and  unfortunate  poor. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

In  looking  over  the  report  of  the  chief  of  police,  you 
will  notice  some  suggestions  which  I  think  you  should  take 
action  upon  at  once,  and  first,  the  force  on  active  duty  is  too 
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small  to  patrol  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  as  it-should  be  done,  . 
to  prevent  thefts  and  fires.  I  think  a  policeman  should  be 
in  uniform  when  on  duty,  and  the  complaint  has  been  made 
to  me  that  the  pay  was  so  small,  it  was  quite  a  burdensome 
tax  on  them  to  provide  themselves  with  suitable  uniforms, 
and  I  would  ask  that  you  place  at  least  $30  per  year  at  the 
disposal  of  the  chief  as  an  extra  allowance  for  uniforms  to 
each  policeman  on  the  active  list  who  serves  one  year.  The 
citizens  generally  expect  more  from  the  small  force  than  they 
have  a  right  to ;  and  upon  the  slightest  mistake  made  by 
one  of  them  the  whole  force  is  criticised.  I  am  sure  the  tax- 
payers will  not  object  to  pay  a  faithful  officer  enough  to  buy 
him  a  uniform. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

The  health  officer  reports  the  death  rate  for  the  past 
year  21.18,  which  is  not  large.  When  sewers  are  laid  in  our 
streets  and  the  plumbing  is  done  according  to  law,  we  may 
reasonably  hope  and  expect  the  death  rate  will  be  less.  If 
our  plumbing  ordinance  is  not  what  it  should  be,  the  health 
committee,  with  the  health  officer,  should  inform  us  at  an 
early  day,  the  proper  correction  should  be  made,  and  then  all 
citizens,  high  or  low,  who  violate  the  law,  should  be  prose- 
cuted, without  fear  or  favor,  that  they  may  understand  that 
we,  the  servants  of  the  people,  must  see  that  the  laws  are 
obeyed. 

THE  CITY  ATTORNEY 

reports  all  suits  in  which  the  city  is  interested  as  having  been 
settled  in  our  favor  or  progressing  favorably. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing,  I  ask  you  to  consider  well  the  qualifications 
of  all  officials  we  are  called  upon  this  day  to  elect,  that  we 
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may  all  work  in  harmony  for  the  best  interests  of  our  beau- 
tiful "  Queen  City,"  confident  that  our  united  acts  may  lead 
to  the  prosperity  and  redound  to  the  honor  of  all.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


Burlington,  Vt.,  Jan.  1st,  1889. 

To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library 
ask  leave  to  present  to  you  their  Fifteenth  Annual  Report. 

First  of  all,  in  place  and  honor,  come  your  thoughtful 
attention  to  the  interests  of  the  Library,  and  wise  estimate 
of  its  high  place  and  use  among  us.  We  desire  once  more  to 
speak  for  this  community,  repeating,  in  ours,  their  thanks 
for  the  care  you  take  of  what  has  become  indespensible  to 
them,  and  which  they  have  learned  to  rank  among  the  things 
that  are  foremost  to  the  credit  of  their  city.  Civic  duty, 
civic  pride,  and  civic  worth — all  three — can  be  consulted  in 
no  surer  or  more  useful  or  more  honorable  way.  It  is  a  fam- 
ous sign  of  the  times,  that  appreciation  of  this  increases. 
Everywhere  is  spreading  a  fervour,  more  than  interest,  for 
city  libraries.  By  and  by  it  will  be  a  chief  discredit  to  a 
place  that  it  has  no  free  library  for  its  city-fathers  to  care 
for  and  its  citizens  to  make  use  of.  And,  by  and  by,  this 
city  will  be  cited,  to  its  credit,  as  among  the  first  to  lead  off 
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in  the  foundation  of  libraries  absolutely  free,  where  all,  > 
without  exception,  are  not  allowed,  but  are  invited  to  come 
and  take  at  will. 

But  you  know  this,  gentlemen,  much  better  than  the 
Trustees  can  suggest  it  to  you.  The  appropriation  which 
you  have  set  aside  for  the  much-needed  catalogue  is  at  our 
call,  thanks  to  you,  and  the  work  is  in  hand.  It  will  be  a 
longish  job,  and  no  light  one  for  our  librarians.  But  when  it 
is  done,  the  public  will  find  one  more  cause  of  gratitude  for 
your  care  of  their  Library. 

The  Trustees  have  heard  the  proverb  anent  "  giving  a 
dog  a  bad  name,"  but  can  never  consent  to  have  it  applied 
to  the  Dog  Tax !  By  giving  us  this,  you  are  now  giving,  ev- 
ery year,  a  sum  for  the  purchase  of  books  half  as  large — 
(sometimes  more  than  this) — as  the  yearly  income  from  the 
general  fund.  We  welcome,  therefore,  canine  fertility,  and 
desire  you  should  encourage  dog-shows  or  any  devices  that 
may  increase  the  interest  had  in  this  noble  animal  who  is 
making  himself  thus  unexpectedly  profitable  to  the  intellect- 
ual distinction  of  this  place.  We  have  a  rule  against  dogs  in 
our  library-room.  But  when  one  slies  in  by  chance,  we  be- 
gin now  to  incline  to  treat  him  as  a  guest  than  as  an  intruder. 
This,  however,  we  shall  have  to  change  when  we  get  the  new 
handsome  library  rooms  we  are  waiting  for.  Then  we  shall 
have  to  ask  these  four-legged  friends  to  loiter  in  the  "  outer 
court." 

We  introduce  the  main  matter  of  our  report  with  a  jest, 
but  we  mean  it  very  seriously.  Every  year  now  adds  to  the 
seriousness  of  the  question  :  "  When  shall  we  have  our  new 
library  building  ?"  For  every  year  adds  to  the  urgency  of 
the  need.  It  has  got  to  come.  And  when  it  does  come,  on 
every  hand  the  public  will  be  asking  :  "  How  did  we  stand 
the  old  building  so  long  ? — with  its  dirt,  its  inconvenience, 
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its  freezing  cold,  its  slow  ruin  of  our  books,  its  everything 
discreditable  to  us,  and,  except  that  we  are  a  much-enduring 
public,  out  of  all  patience  to  put  up  with. 

The  Trustees  ask  your  full  interest  and  favoring  coun- 
sels in  this  thing,  to  add  weight  to  their  petition ;  which  they 
do  not  make  for  any  "  fad  "  of  theirs,  but  because  of  the  now 
quite  oppressive  sense  they  take  of  the  unsuitability  of  the 
present  storage  of  the  books.  Mere  storage  we  must  call  it, 
not  a  proper  library.  Were  there  not  other,  and  worse,  de- 
fects, the  fast  increasing  number  of  the  books  would  cry  out 
against  it ;  which  is  now  more  than  the  original  number  twice 
over.  You  have  doubtless  seen  the  new  building  for  the 
State  Library  in  Montpelier,  and  have  noticed  how  compact- 
ly the  "  stack-system  "  stows  the  books,  and  how  conven- 
iently it  arranges  them,  and  leaves  ample  space  for  increase 
through  many  years  to  come.  Our  new  building  would  be- 
stow our  collections  by  that  safe  and  handy  system ;  while  it 
need  not  copy  the  rather  bare  and  forlorn  arrangement  which 
is  made  for  reading  and  consultation  of  references. 

Our  last  report  tried  to  set  forth  the  unsafety  of  the 
present  building.  Were  it  to  catch  fire,  the  insurance  would 
not  begin  to  cover  the  loss.  The  Library  would  remain  a 
sad  remembrance,  for  many  more  years  than  it  has  now  been 
a  glad  possession.  Its  good  work  would  be  put  back  to  its 
beginning,  and  indeed  further  back.  For  the  "  plant "  of  the 
ten  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  books,  which  we  were  fortu- 
nate enough  to  start  with,  could  not  begin  to  be  made  good. 
Not  so  many  volumes  could  be  bought  in  the  now  dearer 
market;  not  to  speak  of  the  valuable  sets,  the  costly  gifts,  the 
choice  editions  which  could  not  possibly  be  restored.  This 
is  an  ugly  chance,  which  no  one  in  the  habit  of  using  the  Li- 
brary for  more  than  pastime  will  care  to  front.  The  casual 
passer-by,  let  alone  its  frequentors,  can  but  observe  the  dan- 
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ger  which  it  runs  in  not  being  in  a  fire-proof  building,  on  its 
own  isolated  ground,  and  under  its  own  roof  where  it  can 
take  care  of  itself  without  other  occupants  to  jeopardise  it. 

Evil  as  it  is,  this  unsafety  is  but  one  appeal  among  many 
for  new  quarters.  Our  librarian's  report  will  show  you  how 
much  the  use  of  the  Library  has  increased  by  the  growing 
number  of  those  who  do  not  come  for  books  to  take  home, 
but  to  read  on  the  spot,  and  to  consult  our  perodicals  and 
the  reference  department.  It  is  a  pretty  sight  to  see  our 
bright  school  boys  and  girls  thus  making  up  their  themes 
and  other  school  exercises  from  our  encyclopaedias  and  books 
of  history,  poetry,  oratory,  and  such.  It  is  not  creditable  to 
the  city  to  leave  these  growing  citizens  to  study  in  so  unstudi- 
ous  a  room.  It  is  a  premium  on  slovenly  work,  to  have  to 
do  it  under  such  ill-conditions.  And  older  people  may  well 
ask  for  better  service,  as  they  continually  are  coming  to 
consult  our  authorities  on  the  mechanic  and  fine  arts,  inven- 
tion and  applied  sience,  or  on  science  in  general,  law,  medi- 
cine, natural  history,  politics  and  literature.  Better  serve 
one  such  serious  inquirer  well,  than  twenty  who  ask  for 
"  something  interesting  "  to  while  away  an  idle  day.  But  it 
is  impossible  to  serve  such  a  one  well  as  he  ought  to  be,  at 
the  cramped  desks  and  under  the  ill  light,  and  in  the  con- 
fused room  now  available. 

The  State  Library  of  New  York  is  just  completed  in  the 
city  of  Albany.  To  read  about  it  makes  it  hard  to  keep  the 
law  against  coveting.  But  it  is  not  its  cost  of  a  hundred  and 
forty  thousand  dollars  that  we  covet — (as  sensible  as  to  cry 
for  the  moon) — nor  its  stack  rooms  with  three  tiers  of  shelves 
to  hold  a  hundred  thousand  volumes  more,  nor  its  "  ranges 
of  stone  columns  with  beautifully  carved  capitals,"  nor  its 
"  red-granite  colonades  from  Bed  Beach,  Maine,"  nor  its 
"  Scotch  free  stone  dressings,"  nor  other  of  its  magnificences. 
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We  are  not  so  high-flying  in  our  hopes.  Our  wishes,  like 
our  means,  keep  us  low.  But  those  who  want  to  see  here  a 
building  more  creditable  to  Burlington,  and  more  fit  to  the 
worth  of  our  Library,  and  more  proper  to  its  increasing  use, 
may  without  sin  covet  the  distinction  quoted  of  that  monu- 
ment less  of  the  riches  than  of  the  right  public  spirit  of  the 
rich  state  which  has  buiided  it :  "  The  Library  will  be  dis- 
tinguished for  the  number  of  places  where  students  can  sit 
in  retired  nooks  by  windows,  and  read  or  take  notes  from  the 
books  they  have  obtained."  In  the  lowness  of  our  ambitions 
here,  measuring  themselves  by  our  means,  we  do  not  hope 
for  many  snug  places  and  windowed  nooks  for  our  patrons. 
We  ask  only  one  large  quiet  and  well-lighted  reading-room 
in  our  new  building,  and  the  rest  of  it  safe  for  -the  books, 
comfortable  for  the  borrowers,  handy  and  healthy  for  our 
librarians.  Only  so  much  is  asked  ;  not  by  the  Trustees,  but 
by  the  needs  of  the  Library,  and  by  the  convenience  of  the 
users  of  it. 

This  being  done,  at  moderate  cost  and  with  nothing 
laid  out  on  mere  parade,  you  will  have  done,  gentlemen,  all 
that  perhaps  can  be  asked  in  this  respect,  to  even  our  city 
to  the  standard  set  in  the  fine  civic  motto  :  Nil  jparvo  aut 
humili  modo — to  plan  nothing  in  a  fashion  small  or  mean. 

We  trust  you  will  not,  like  Polonius  in  the  play,  say  of 
our  report,  "  This  is  too  long !"  If  you  do,  we  can  only  re- 
ply with  Mr.  Beecher  to  those  who  taxed  him  with  too  much 
sportiveness  in  his  sermons  :  "If  you  only  knew  how  much 
we  have  left  out !" 

We  beg  your  careful  reading  of  one  of  the  best  books  in 
the  Library  to  show  its  usefulness.  We  mean  our  excellent 
librarian's  report  which  is  here  appended,  We  bespeak  the 
city's  thanks,  through  you,  to  the  friends,  old  and  new,  men- 
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tioned  in  that  report,  who  have  made  us  debtors  to  their 
kindness  in  many  valuable  gifts.  And  we  remain,  gentle-

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 


Burlington,  Vt.,  Jan.  1st,  1889. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Librarian's  report  for  1888  is  respect- 
fully submitted. 

The  number  of  books  given  out  for  home  use  during 
1888  was  37,933,  this  year  it  has  been  41,948,  showing  an  in- 
crease of  4,015.  Of  these  28,701  were  classed  as  fiction  and 
books  for  the  young ;  in  1887  there  were  26,917  an  increase 
of  only  1,784  showing  that  the  gain  has  been  largely  in  more 
serious  reading.  In  three  months,  April,  June  and  August, 
a  few  less  books  were  taken  out  than  during  the  same  months 
last  year.  The  slight  loss  was  chiefly  in  books  counted  as 
fiction.  In  the  other  months  there  was  a  decided  gain  both 
in  numbers  and  in  the  class  of  books.  Nine  hundred  and 
forty-three  cards  have  been  issued  to  new  applicants,  the 
year  before  there  were  856,  an  increase  of  87.  The  number 
of  books  entered  on  the  catalogue  of  accessions  during  the 
year  has  been  916,  bringing  up  the  whole  number  so  entered 
to  18,486.  More  that  3000  volumes  have  never  had  a  place 
in  this  catalogue,  there  is  no  room  for  them  on  the  Library 
shelves,  and  they  are  packed  away  in  the  lower  rooms.  , 

Lady  Vernon's  valuable  gift  of  the  four  large  folio 
volumes  of  the  late  Lord  Vernon's  edition  of  Dante,  was 
given  in  1887,  but  was  not  received  here  until  January  of 
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1888,  so  was  not  acknowledged  in  the  last  report.  Th«  first 
volume  contains  the  text  of  the  "  Inferno"  with  notes,  the 
second,  documents  relating  to  it,  with  maps  and  engravings 
of  coats-of-arms,  etc.  The  third,  is  an  album  of  engravings 
illustrating  it,  and  a  fourth  contains  a  fac-simile  of  the  four 
early  editions  of  the  "  Divina  Commedia,"  the  same  stanzas 
following  on  the  same  page,  so  they  can  be  easily  compared. 
This  was  indeed  a  superb  New  Year's  gift,  valuable  not  only 
for  itself  but  because  it  could  not  have  been  bought. 

We  are  under  obligations  to  many  friends  for  gifts  of 
books  and  other  publications  ;  to  Senator  Edmunds  and  the 
different  United  States  departments  for  valuable  government 
publications,  to  Mrs.  Cram  and  Mr.  S.  H.  Russell  for  a  large 
number  of  useful  volumes,  to  Mrs.  C.  E.  Miner  for  continu- 
ing the  Popular  Science  Monthly,  and  to  Mr.  Taft  for  the 
Nation.  Mr.  H.  L.  Cannon  continues  his  subscription  for 
the  three  periodicals  that  have  been  such  an  interesting  ad- 
dition to  our  reading-room. 

The  publishers  of  the  Weekly  Free  Press  and  Indepen- 
dent of  this  city  supply  those  papers  and  aid  the  library  by 
publishing  lists  of  books  and  other  notices ;  the  editors  of 
the  Cynic,  the  magazine  of  the  University  students,  send  it 
regularly  to  us. 

With  few  exceptions  the  proportion  of  our  circulation  to 
the  population  of  the  city  is  large  compared  with  that  of 
other  towns,  and  the  proportion  of  fiction  to  the  circulation 
is  small  compared  with  that  of  most  libraries  to  whose  re- 
ports I  have  access,  being  only  about  68  per  cent  of  the  whole. 
This  really  represents  a  smaller  amount  of  reading.  A  book 
of  fiction  is  generally  a  small  volume  of  but  few  pages,  often 
skimmed  over  in  a  short  time  by  some  one  too  tired  or  too 
busy  to  read  except  for  rest  and  recreation.  Other  books 
are  mostly  large  volumes  of  many  pages,  on  serious  subjects, 
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must  be  read  slowly,  retained  two  or  four  weeks,  while  a 
novel  is  usually  read  and  returned  in  a  few  days.  If  the 
reading  were  to  be  represented,  by  the  number  of  pages,  or 
the  time  spent  over  the  books,  the  proportion  would  be  quite 
different  from  what  it  seems  when  counted  in  volumes.  We 
must  remember  also  that  the  reading  in  the  library  room  is 
in  pursuit  of  serious  subjects,  when  many  volumes  are  read 
or  consulted,  but  of  this  no  record  is  kept.  A  large  part  of 
the  books  counted  as  fiction  are  children's  books  on  various 
subjects,  biography,  history,  &c.  I  have  only  repeated  here 
what  has  been  often  said  in  the  reports  of  this  library  and  of 
others,  because  the  old  question  of  the  circulation  of  fiction 
by  public  libraries  seems  to  have  lately  been  revived  by  some 
friends  of  this  library. 

Our  "  free  educational  institutions,  the  Public  Schools 
and  the  Free  Library"  act  together  and  aid  each  other,  in- 
creasing the  work  and  usefulness  of  both.  The  interest  of 
teachers  is  exerted  not  only  in  using  the  Library  to  illus- 
trate the  studies  taught  in  schools,  but  also  to  encourage 
profitable  reading  at  home.  It  is  a  frequent  occurrence  to 
see  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools  at  the  reading  table  with 
encyclopaedias,  histories,  &c,  busily  engaged  reading  or  taking 
notes.  This  has  increased  until  some  times  we  can  do  little 
else  than  give  the  assistance  the  scholars  require.  No  library 
work  gives  me  more  satisfaction  than  making  it  useful  to 
them  as  much  as  possible.  During  the  year  more  than  750 
books  have  been  taken  out  by  teachers  for  use  in  the  schools, 
01  to  give  out  to  scholars  to  read  at  home,  besides  those 
which  scholars  have  taken  directly  from  the  Library  to  read 
in  connection  with  their  studies. 

I  may  be  allowed  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those 
citizens  of  Burlington,  who  have  chosen  to  avail  themselves 
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of  the  privileges  of  the  Library,  for  their  friendly  interest, 
and  for  their  frequent  kindly  acknowledgment  of  any  assis- 
tance they  receive.

Several  of  the  teachers  who  are 
credited  to  our  University,  and  to  Normal  Schools,  are  graduates 
of  our  High  Schools. 


FINANCES  AND  SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

The  expenses  have  slightly  exceeded  the  estimates  for  the 
year,  but,  considering  the  changed  circumstances,  you  are  to  be 
congratulated  that  the  expenditures  have  been  kept  at  so  low  a 
figure.  No  estimates  were  made  for  fitting  up  new  school 
property,  or  for  salaries  and  the  numerous  incidentals  attending 
the  opening  of  a  new  school,  yet  such  expenses  were  met,  and 
others,  consequent  upon  opening  a  new  room  in  the  High  School 
building,  without  incurring  any  farther  liability  than  that  men- 
tioned. In  addition  to  the  usual  incidental  repairs  upon  the  dif- 
ferent school  buildings,  some  changes  were  made,  which  are 
worthy  of  particular  mention.  The  interiors  of  the  Adams  and 
Pomeroy  buildings,  which  greatly  needed  attention,  were  painted 
and  tinted  throughout  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  rooms  in  these  buildings  are  now  attractive,  comfortable 
and  in  a  good  sanitary  condition. 

To  prevent  the  dampness  in  the  basement  of  the  Adams  build- 
ing, which  has  been  a  source  of  anxiety  ever  since  the  erection  of 
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the  building,  a  deep  stone  drain,  sunk  below  the  foundation  walls, 
and  connected  with  the  street  sewer,  was  constructed  in  rear  of 
building.    We  think  this  remedy  will  prove  effective. 

At  the  Grammar  Annex  building,  the  unsightly  and  offensive 
outbuildings  were  taken  down,  the  wing  of  the  building  was 
extended  in  such  way  as  to  make  the  extension  uniform  in 
appearance  with  the  rest  of  the  building,  and  water  closets  con- 
nected with  the  sewer  were  placed  in  the  extension.  The  build- 
ing was  not  disfigured  by  the  change,  and  the  improvement  to 
the  appearance  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  property  was,  it 
hardly  need  be  said,  very  great. 

At  the  newly  purchased  property  on  Archibald  street,  little 
was  done  to  the  interior  of  the  building,  but  the  exterior,  and  the 
grounds,  including  the  fences,  were  placed  in  suitable  condition. 

At  the  High  School  building,  the  Exhibition  Hall  was  con- 
verted into  an  ante-room  and  school  room.  In  my  last  annual 
report,  your  attention  was  called  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
Pomeroy,  North  and  Murray  streets  and  High  School  buildings, 
and  to  the  necessity  for  additional  accommodations. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  acknowledge  your  prompt  action  for 
the  relief  of  the  schools,  in  the  purchase  of  the  Baptist  French 
Mission  property,  the  deed  to  which  was  executed  to  the  city  by 
Eli  B.  Johnson  andFlorilla  B.  Johnson,  February  8,  1888. 

The  property  is  described  as  follows,  viz.:  The  property 
known  as  the  Baptist  French  Mission  property,  being  a  parcel  of 
land,  together  with  all  the  buildings  thereon,  lying  between  Walnut 
and  Spring  streets,  beginning  at  the  corner  formed  by  the  inter- 
section of  the  easterly  line  of  Spring  street  with  the  westerly  line 
of  Walnut  street,  thence  northwesterly  in  the  easterly  line  of 
Spring  street  north  29°  15'  west,  3.58  chains  ;  thence  north  27° 
45'  east,  1.51  chains  ;  thence  south  62°  15'  east,  3  chains,  to  the 
westerly  line  of  Walnut  street;  thence  south  27°  45'  west,  3.48 
chains,  to  the  place  begun  at,  containing  three-fourths  of  an  acre 
of  land,  more  or  less,  except  that  "Archibald  street  has  been  laid 
through  the  premises,"  near  the  intersection  of  Walnut  and 
Spring  streets. 

The  building  was  originally  designed  for  a  chapel,  and  is 
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substantial  and  well  constructed,  comely  and  well-proportioned, 
and  now  in  good  condition,  and  the  grounds  are  sufficiently  large 
to  afford  a  good  play-ground  for  the  scholars. 

When  Archibald  street  was  laid  out,  it  cut  off  a  small  tri- 
angular piece  at  the  southern  extremity.  This  can  be  made  a" 
diminutive  park,  which  will  be  a  pleasant  feature  of  the  school 
grounds  and  of  that  part  of  the  city. 

The  location  of  this  property,  though  not  very  far  from  the 
North  and  Murray  streets  building,  is  very  favorable  for  its 
present  purpose. 

Lying  at  the  junction  of  Elmwood  avenue,  Walnut,  Archi- 
bald and  Spring  streets,  it  is  at  the  centre  of  a  section  of  the  city 
which  is  rapidly  filling  up,  and  is  convenient  and  easy  of  access 
from  the  points  to  which  these  streets,  and  others  tributary  to 
them,  lead. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year,  a  primary  school 
was  opened  in  the  new  building,  and  the  need  of  the  school  was 
demonstrated  by  the  fact,  that  during  the  first  term,  it  had  an 
enrollment  of  73  scholars,  many  of  whom  had  never  before  been 
in  our  public  schools.  That  the  opening  of  this  school  did  not 
deplete  the  Pomeroy  and  North  and  Murray  streets  primaries,  is 
shown  by  the  reports,  which  give  the  attendance  for  the  same 
term,  as  follows,  viz. :

The  city  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  this  property  at  a 
reasonable  price,  and  for  it,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  School 
Commissioners,  I  wish  to  express  our  sense  of  obligation  to  your 
honorable  body  for  your  prompt  response  to  our  appeal  for  relief, 
and  our  appreciation  of  the  public  spirited  act  of  one  of  your 
number,  Alderman  Johnson,  in  placing  this  desirable  property  at 
the  disposal  of  the  city  for  the  School  Department. 

As  we  anticipated,  the  High  School  overflowed,  and  it  became 
necessary  to  provide  additional  accommodations  for  the  school. 
This  was  done  by  utilizing  the  upper  hall  of  the  High  School 
building,  which  had  never  before  been  used  for  ordinary  school 
purposes. 
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The  hall  was  divided  by  a  partition  (the  lower  sections  of 
which  can  be  raised  if  necessary)  running  from  east  to  west,  and 
the  north  portion  was  furnished  with  a  sufficient  number  of  seats 
to  accommodate  the  A  class. 

The  present  arrangement  is  not  as  convenient  for  teachers 
and  pupils  as  could  be  desired,  but  it  answers  as  a  temporary 
expedient,  and  will  probably  serve  its  purpose  until  the  present 
building  is  enlarged,  or  a  new  building  is  erected. 

The  High  School  reached  the  unprecedented  enrollment,  last 
term,  of  191,  and  the  Grammar  School  that  of  158. 

The  enrollment  reported  one  year  ago  was: 


High  School  157 

Grammar  School  141 

And  the  number  of  seats  reported  was: 

High  School  136 

Grammar  School  135 


School  extension  in  that  building,  it  will  be  seen,  can  be 
carried  but  little  farther.  As  we  have  reached  the  upper  story, 
we  cannot  well  go  higher,  and  it  would  therefore  seem  necessary 
to  retrace  our  steps  and  go  lower.  So  passing  down  by  the 
Grammar  School  with  its  158  pupils  arranged  upon  its  135  seats, 
we  come  to  the  Grammar  Annex;  but  we  get  no  comfort  here, 
for  we  find  the  building  already  full. 

Whither  then  shall  we  turn  for  relief  ? 

It  was  my  intention  to  make  no  allusion  in  this  report  to  a 
certain  familiar  but  stale  subject,  but  now  that  the  question  has 
been  raised,  I  cannot  forbear  suggesting  that,  in  my  judgment, 
the  most  feasable  route  to  safe  and  sure  relief  runs  through  the 
new  (to  be,  we  hope,)  Pine  Street  School. 

Again  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  Section  27  of  the 
City  Chapter : 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  to  provide  and  maintain 
suitable  school  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  schools 
of  the  City." 
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GENERAL  CONDITION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

As  little  change  has  taken  place  in  the  general  condition  of 
the  schools,  and  as  few  appointments  of  new  teachers  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  it  is  unnecessary  to  say  much  upon  this 
subject. 

As  usual,  we  have  lost  a  few  of  our  good  teachers,  and  we 
miss  them  greatly. 

The  newly  appointed  teachers  are,  without  exception,  ren- 
dering acceptable  service. 

When  the  new  school  was  opened,  Mrs.  Malaney  was  ap- 
pointed its  teacher.  Her  former  experience  as  Principal  of  the 
North  and  Murray  Streets  Primary,  and  her  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  district,  peculiarly  fitted  her  for  the  work  of  or- 
ganizing the  school. 

When  the  number  of  scholars  increased  so  that  it  became 
necessary  to  have  an  assistant  in  the  school,  Miss  Lanou,  a  grad- 
uate of  the  High  School,  and  afterwards  a  pupil  teacher  in  North 
tind  Murray  Streets  Primary,  received  the  appointment. 

Both  these  teachers  had  special  qualifications  for  their  po- 
sitions. 

On  the  declination  of  Miss  Burns  to  return  to  Pine  Street 
Intermediate,  Miss  Martin,  once  an  assistant  in  the  school,  af- 
terwards Principal  of  Adams  Intermediate,  was  transferred  from 
the  Grammar  School,  where  she  had  been  one  year  an  assistant, 
and  made  Principal  of  Pine  Street  Intermediate. 

Miss  Babbit,  of  this  city,  a  graduate  of  the  High  School  and 
of  the  "University,  and  a  successful  teacher,  was  appointed  to  the 
position  in  the  Grammar  School  made  vacant  by  Miss  Martin's 
transfer. 

At  the  close  of  the  Fall  Term,  Miss  Burnett,  one  of  our  best 
teachers,  whose  name  has  appeared  in  our  roll  of  teachers  for 
many  years,  left  us  by  resignation,  to  our  great  regret ;  but  Miss 
Cole,  the  former  Principal  of  Pine  Street  Primary,  accepted  the 
position  thus  made  vacant,  and  at  the  opening  of  the  present 
term,  entered  upon  the  duties  of  Principal  of  Pomeroy  Primary. 
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If  Miss  Burnett  must  go,  it  was  rare  good  fortune  that  Miss 
Cole  could  be  secured  to  succeed  to  this  important  position. 

The  other  newly  appointed  teachers,  Miss  Baker,  Miss  Pat- 
ten and  Miss  Wilcox,  are  graduates  of  the  Kandolph  State  Nor- 
mal School,  and  are  justifying  the  high  recommendations  with 
which  they  came  to  us. 

The  work  done  by  Miss  Graves  as  supply  teacher,  as  well  as 
that  of  Mrs.  Field,  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  year  has  been  both  a  pleasant  and  a  good  one  for  our 
schools. 

With  intelligent  and  conscientious  teachers,  working,  not  for 
superficial  effects,  but  for  substantial  results,  the  year  has  been 
profitable,  and  has  left  a  good  impression  upon  hundreds  of 
children  and  youth. 

And  yet  in  saying  this,  I  would  not  have  it  understood  that 
we  look  with  self-complacent  satisfaction  upon  our  schools. 

I  do  not  forget  that  there  are  many  weak  places  in  our  system. 
None  know  so  well  as  teachers  and  school  officers,  how  numer- 
ous and  how  serious  these  are.  Our  best  year  is  always  in  the 
future. 

But  this  much  can  be  said — that,  with  some  sense  of  the 
importance  of  free  public  education  to  the  State  and  to  the  future 
of  our  Country,  there  has  been  on  the  part  of  the  school  author- 
ities and  teachers,  an  honest  and  earnest  endeavor  to  make  the 
Public  Schools  of  the  City  fulfill  their  mission. 

While  there  has-been  but  little  change  in  methods  aud 
course  of  study,  two  modifications  of  the  curriculum  deserve 
mention. 

The  first  concerns  the  method  of  instruction  in  Language,  in 
the  Intermediate  schools,  and  the  second  relates  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  new  series  of  studies  in  the  same  grade.  Until  this 
school  year,  the  Instruction  in  Language  had  been  given  by 
means  of  oral  lessons,  and  the  pupils  had  not  been  required  to 
have  text  books  upon  the  subject. 

But  becoming  convinced  that  we  were  not  gaining  all  the  ad- 
vantages which  would  be  likely  to  accrue  from  more  systematic 
and  more  nearly  uniform  instruction  on  the  part  of  teachers,  and 
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from  closer  application  on  the  part  of  pupils,  we  decided  to  place 
text  books  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils. 

We  retained  the  same  book  which  we  had  previously  fol- 
lowed, viz:  Ginn  &  Co.'s  "Elementary  Lessons  in  English. 
Part  First.    How  to  Speak  and  Write  correctly." 

This  book  was  placed  in  the  C  and  B  classes.  Confining  the 
use  of  the  Language  book  to  the  C  and  B  classes,  we  made  room 
in  the  A  class  for  Bert's  First  Steps  in  Scientific  Knowledge, 
Parts  I,  II  and  III,  and  distributed  the  Parts  as  follows : 

Fall  Term  Part  I,  Animals. 

Winter  Term  Part  III,  Stones  and  Bocks. 

Spring  Term  Part  II,  Plants. 

We  hope  by  the  introduction  of  these  studies  to  preserve 
the  good  effects  of  object  lessons  given  in  the  Primary  Schools, 
and  to  connect  them  with  the  higher  grades. 

The  time  allowed  to  the  new  subjects  will,  of  necessity,  be 
short,  and  the  attention  given  them  will  be  limited,  but  sufficient 
time  and  attention,  we  think,  can  be  spared  from  the  ordinary 
branches,  to  accomplish  some  good  in  other  directions.  The  ob- 
serving faculties  will  be  cultivated,  the  familiar  objects  of  beau- 
ty, of  use  and  of  life,  with  which  the  scholars  come  in  daily  con- 
tact, will  acquire  new  interest,  and  the  view  of  these  sciences,  if 
only  a  glimpse,  will  be  bright  and  inspiring,  and  invite  to  closer 
inspection. 

It  is  the  unanimous  judgment  of  the  Teachers  in  respect  to 
last  term's  results,  that  the  scholars  were  greatly  interested  in 
their  new  study,  that  the  course  did  not  seem  overloaded  by  it, 
and  that  the  general  work  of  the  schools  was  improved  rather 
than  injured  by  its  introduction. 

In  connection  with  the  study  of  animals,  collections  of  spec- 
imens, illustrating  the  different  topics,  contributed  mainly  by  the 
scholars,  were  formed  in  the  schools,  for  which  suitable  cabinets 
were  provided.  These  collections  will  be  increased  during  the 
year  by  objects  illustrating  Stones  and  Plants. 

Of  late  I  have  been  impressed  with  the  desirability  of  en- 
riching the  course  of  study  in  the  lower  grades  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  elementary  work  of  this  character.    In  addition  to  the 
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considerations  already  mentioned,  some  relief  is  needed,  I  think, 
from  the  interminable  grind  of  the  "three  E's" — particularly  of 
the  last  of  the  three. 

I  anticipate  that  the  study  of  these  subjects  will  afford  par- 
tial relief,  will  give  increased  vigor  and  alertness  to  the  minds  of 
the  scholars,  and  a  new  zest  to  the  general  work  of  the  school 
room. 

EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

The  Cherry  Street  and  Falls  evening  schools  are  progressing 
well;  with  a  somewhat  smaller  attendance  than  in  some  former 
years. 

This  diminished  attendance  is  due  partly  to  the  open  season 
which  has  permitted  out-door  work,  and  partly  to  the  exclusion 
of  all  scholars  who  were  attendants  upon  any  day  schools.  It 
was  deemed  advisable  to  reserve  the  evening  schools  for  the  ben- 
efit of  those  only  who  do  not  have  the  opportunity  to  attend  day 
schools. 

I  regret  to  say  that  there  was  not  sufficient  demand  for  a 
Girl's  evening  school  this  season,  to  warrant  us  in  opening 
one. 

Such  a  school  is  needed  in  this  City  and  ought  to  be  well 
sustained,  and  the  attempt  to  establish  one  will  undoubtedly  be 
renewed. 

UNGRADED  DAY  SCHOOL. 

The  ungraded  day  school,  in  charge  of  Miss  Harty,  is  ren- 
dering good  service. 

In  my  last  report,  your  attention  was  called  to  the  need  of 
such  a  school  throughout  the  year. 

The  experience  of  the  year  has  strengthened  the  opinion 
then  expressed,  and  I  hope  the  school  year  of  the  ungraded 
school  will  hereafter  be  equal  in  length  to  that  of  the  Primary 
and  Intermediate  schools. 

ARBOR  DAY. 

The  State  Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  planting  shade  trees, 
ornamental  shrubs  and  flowering  plants  in  the  school  grounds. 
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At  the  Adams  School,  a  large  number  of  plants,  vines  and 
seeds  were  contributed  by  the  scholars,  and  at  the  Pomeroy  School, 
the  scholars  manifested  their  interest  in  their  school,  and  in  the 
day,  in  the  same  way. 

GIFT  TO  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Several  years  ago,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  acknowledging  the 
gift  of  a  statuette  of  Diana  for  the  High  School,  from  Mr.  Hilas 
Eoby. 

Mr.  Eoby  has  recently  placed  us  under  renewed  obligation 
to  him  by  a  new  benefaction,  in  the  form  of  a  gift  of  a  colossal 
bust  of  Jupiter  for  the  High  School  room. 

Mr.  Landon,  Principal  of  the  High  School  contributes  the 
following  description  of  this  cast,  through  the  columns  of  the 
" Free  JPress  and  Times-" 

"  Our  esteemed  townsman,  Mr.  Hilas  Eoby,  has  again  testiT 
fied  to  his  interest  in  our  public  schools  by  the  gift  of  another 
piece  of  sculpture  to  the  High  School.  Before,  it  was  the  grace- 
ful figure  of  the  Diana  of  Gabii.  Now  it  is  the  colossal  head  of 
the  Jove  of  Otricoli,  so  named  from  the  little  town  near  Eome 
where  the  marble  original  was  found  some  years  ago.  It  is  now 
one  of  the  most  striking  sculptures  in  the  world-famed  collection 
of  the  Vatican. 

The  High  School  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  possession  of 
a  work  of  such  mark,  now  set  up,  by  right,  in  the  most  promi- 
nent place  in  the  main  school  room.  In  the  whole  range  of 
sculpture,  there  is  no  head  at  once  more  grand  and  benign.  Prob- 
ably it  is  a  copy,  though  a  late  one,  of  the  Jupiter  of  Phidias. 
He  was  working  at  Athens  in  the  middle  of  the  fifth  century  B. 
C,  and  is  the  supreme  sculptor,  not  of  the  Greeks  only,  but  of 
all  time.  In  his  statue  of  Olympian  Jove,  which  he  made  for  the 
national  temple  at  Elis,  he  left  to  his  people,  once  for  all,  the 
type  of  the  might  and  majesty  and  ideal  of  the  benignity,  of  their 
almighty  ruler  of  heaven  and  earth.  A  Greek  who  had  not  seen 
it  was  held  to  be  unfortunate.  To  look  upon  it  came  to  be  held 
for  something  that  would  make  one  forget  trouble  and  pain. 
Even  in  this  late  copy,  enough  is  left  of  the  great  original  to  jus- 
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tify  such  fine  enthusiasm.  To  regard  it  attentively  leaves  one 
with  a  deeper  feeling  than  simply  enthusiastic.  The  influence 
of  such  noble  art  upon  the  scholarly  is  hardly  to  be  estimated. 
That  it  is  an  unconscious  influence  makes  it  only  more  certainly 
a  benefit.  The  community  is  much  in  debt  to  those  who,  from  time 
to  time,  have  given  the  noble  and  lovely  casts  which  now  adorn 
the  High  School  room. 

"We  quote  from  a  high  authority  in  classic  art :  "  Phidias, 
wishing  to  make  good,  in  noblest  form,  the  high  conception  had 
by  the  Greeks  of  their  supreme  divinity,  gave  to  his  Jove  the  as- 
pect of  repose.  He  endowed  with  a  changeless  calm  and  a  serene 
beauty  this  divine  face,  where  the  traits  of  majesty  and  almighti- 
ness  shone  out  only  to  mingle  with  the  expression  of  sovereign 
goodness.  It  was  truly  '  the  father  of  gods  and  men,'  whose 
image  he  created  and  fixed  forever." 

In  acknowledgment  of  Mr.  Roby's  interest  in  our  schools,  so 
kindly  and  thoughtfully  manifested,  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted  by  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners : 

Whereas,  Our  City  is  under  renewed  obligation  to  Mr.  Hilas 
Roby  for  his  generous  gift  of  a  colossal  head  of  the  Jove  of 
Otricoli,  recently  presented  by  him  to  the  High  School,  therefore 

^Resolved,  By  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  the 
City  of  Burlington  that  the  sincere  thanks  of  this  Board  are 
hereby  tendered  to  Mr.  Roby  for  this  additional  token  of  his  in- 
terest in  our  Public  School,  as  evidenced  by  gifts  which  will  not 
only  adorn  the  walls  of  the  High  School,  but  also  by  their  un- 
conscious influence,  will  ever  serve  to  elevate  and  benefit  its 
pupils. 

jResolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  transmitted  by 
the  Clerk  of  this  Board  t.o  Mr.  Roby,  and  that  it  be  entered  up- 
on the  record  of  this  meeting. 

Acknowledgements  are  also  due  to  the  High  School  class  of 
1887,  for  leaving  as  a  token  of  their  affection  for  their  school, 
and  as  a  pleasant  reminder  of  themselves,  a  bust  of  Virgil. 

The  collection  of  works  of  art  of  this  kind  in  our  High  School 
room  is  now  not  a  mean  one.    It  includes  the  following:

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  AND   THE  FLETCHER  FREE  LIBRARY. 

Your  attention  has  been  frequently  called  in  the  reports  of 
the  School  Department,  to  the  close  connection  existing  between 
the  Public  Schools  and  the  Fletcher  Free  Library.  I  place  a 
very  high  estimate  upon  the  value  of  the  Library  in  its  relation 
to  our  Schools,  and  have  often  called  attention  to  its  use  and 
helpfulness  in  the  work  of  instructing  and  training  conducted  in 
the  schools.  But  I  wish  in  this  report  to  give  unusual  promin- 
ence to  this  subject. 

The  view  of  the  matter  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Library 
will  be  of  interest,  and  this  will  be  shown  by  extracts  from  the 
reports  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Library,  and  of 
the  Librarian. 

Rev.  L.  G.  Ware,  Secretary  of  the  Trustees,  in  his  report  for 
January  1,  1886,  said  : 

"  The  Librarian  reports  a  continued  and  growing  use  of  the 
Library  in  our  Public  Schools.  We  understand  that  a  good  part 
of  the  juvenile  books  in  use,  notwithstanding  a  large  proportion 
of  fiction,  are  books  of  history,  travel,  science,  biography,  ar- 
ranged for  young  people. 

'The  influence  of  teachers,'  the  librarian  says,  'is  a  great  help 
in  directing  the  reading  of  the  young.  The  pupils  come  to  us  for 
aid  in  preparing  subjects  given  out  in  the  schools,  and  encyclo- 
paedias, reviews,  books  of  travel,  lives  of  famous  men  and  women 
are  consulted  in  the  Library  room  or  taken  home  for  study.' 

Children  come  in  eager  for  this  sort  of  reading,  influenced 
by  their  teachers. 

We  also  provide  books  for  use  in  the  daily  school  exercises, 
more  than  a  hundred  having  been  bought  for  this  purpose  dur- 
ing the  year. 
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The  Trustees  desire  to  thank  the  Teachers  for  the  good  will 
with  which  they  second  their  wish  to  make  the  Free  Library  a 
part  of  the  equipment  of  our  Free  Education.'" 

Miss  Sarah  C.  Hagar,  the  Librarian,  in  her  report  for  Janu- 
ary 1,  1887,  said : 

"  The  interest  of  the  teachers  in  the  use  of  the  Library  is  of 
vital  importance ;  few  neglect  its  advantages,  many  steadily  pur- 
sue a  serious  course  of  reading. 

The  pupils  of  the  High  School  and  Grammar  School  come 
to  look  up  subjects  connected  with  their  lessons,  to  study  ency- 
clopaedias, etc,,  in  the  Library,  and  take  home  other  works  for 
further  reference.  The  Principals  of  the  Intermediate  Schools 
receive  regularly  books  selected  for  the  particular  needs  of  their 
scholars,  which  they  keep  during  a  school  term  to  lend  to  them. 

The  rules  of  the  Library  are  suspended  also  with  regard  to 
the  books  taken  out  and  the  time  of  returning  those  needed  by 
teachers  for  use  in  the  schools. 

A  teacher  sometimes  brings  a  class  to  look  at  engravings  and 
books  illustrating  their  studies. 

One  teacher  in  the  Public  Schools  takes  the  pains,  at  the  end 
of  a  term,  to  send  the  children,  whom  she  knows  would  profit  by 
the  use  of  the  books,  and  whose  families  have  no  Library  cardsr 
with  a  note  containing  name  and  address,  asking  the  Librarian 
to  select  books  that  are  useful  and  suited  to  their  age." 

In  her  annual  report  of  January  1,  1888,  Miss  Hagar  said  : 

"  In  a  former  report  I  have  called  attention  to  the  close  re- 
lation between  the  Library  and  the  Public  Schools. 

The  same  work  goes  on  in  the  same  direction,  increasing, 
however,  iu  usefulness,  for  every  year  we  can  give  this  aid  more 
satisfactorily,  and  the  teachers  enter  more  earnestly  into  the 
plan,  finding  as  they  do  the  benefit  both  to  themselves  and  their 
scholars. 

The  value  of  the  Library  in  its  best  service  as  an  aid  to 
study  and  education  is  more  apparent  during  the  last  year  in 
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increased  consultation  of  books  of  reference  within  the  building 
than  in  the  circulation  of  volumes  for  home  use.  The  students 
of  the  University  and  the  scholars  of  the  different  schools  in- 
town  come  often  to  pursue  their  various  subjects  of  study." 

In  her  annual  report  for  January  1,  1889,  Miss  Hagar  says  t 

"  Our  '  Free  Educational  Institutions,  the  Public  Schools 
and  the  Free  Libraries,'  act  together  and  aid  each  other,  increas- 
ing the  work  and  usefulness  of  both.  It  is  a  frequent  occur- 
rence to  see  the  Pupils  of  the  Public  Schools  at  the  reading 
tables,  with  encyclopedias,  histories,  etc.,  busily  engaged  read- 
ing or  taking  notes. 

This  work  increases  constantly ;  many  hours  there  is  time 
for  little  else  than  giving  the  assistance  the  scholars  require. 
No  library  work  gives  me  more  satisfaction  than  making  it  use- 
ful; to  them  as  much  as  possible. 

During  the  year  more  than  750  books  have  been  taken  out 
by  teachers  for  use  in  the  schools,  or  to  give  out  to  scholars  to 
read  at  home,  besides  those  which  scholars  have  taken  out  directly 
from  the  Library  to  read  in  connection  with  their  studies." 

In  connection  with  this  valuable  testimony  from  the  officers  of 
the  Library,  I  present,  on  the  part  of  the  schools,  the  following 
reports  made  by  Mr.  S.  W.  Landon,  Principal  of  the  High  School, 
and  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Wells,  Principal  of  the  Grammar  School, 
on  the  use  and  benefits  of  the  Library  to  their  schools : 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir  : — Your  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  use  made  of  the 
Public  Library  by  the  High  School  calls  for  a  two-fold  answer : 
the  first,  as  to  the  extent  to  which  books  are  used  within  the 
school  itself  for  reference,  or  for  the  same  purpose  are  taken  out 
of  the  Library  by  the  pupils  themselves  under  the  direction  of 
the  teachers ;  the  second,  as  to  the  number  and  character  of  the 
books  drawn  from  the  Library  by  the  pupils  for  general  reading 
at  their  homes. 
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Upon  the  first  point  I  can  speak  positively  from  the  authority 
of  an  accurate  record.  During  the  year  1888  over  300  books 
from  the  Fletcher  Library  were  used  for  reference  in  the  school, 
a  number  nearly  twice  as  large  as  that  of  any  other  year  of  the 
last  seven.  They  were  selected  with  greater  care  with  reference 
to  the  purpose  in  view,  were  more  generally  circulated  among  the 
members  of  the  classes  for  which  they  were  designed,  and  more 
thoroughly  read  by  them.  This  increase  has  been  largely  in  the 
department  of  History  and  English  Literature. 

In  the  selection  of  these  books  we  have  had  at  all  times  the 
hearty  co-operation  and  invaluable  help  of  the  Librarian  and  her 
assistants.  Of  their  patience,  courtesy  and  judicious  care  in  this 
matter  we,  teachers  and  pupils  cannot  speak  too  highly. 

The  facts  bearing  upon  the  second  point  raised  by  your 
inquiry  are  more  difficult  to  obtain,  but  I  have  strong  reasons  for 
thinking  that  our  pupils  as  a  whole  are  reading  a  better  class  of 
books  than  formerly.  More  effort  is  made  by  the  teachers  to  ad- 
vise them  in  regard  to  their  general  reading.  Doubtless  there  is 
yet  ample  room  for  improvement  in  this  respect  but  I  believe 
that  there  is  a  change  and  that  in  the  right  direction ;  and  that  if 
parents,  librarians  and  teachers  would  make  common  cause  in 
this  matter  great  and  lasting  good  could  be  done  in  behalf  of 
popular  education  through  the  practical  and  ever  ready  means 
afforded  by  our  Public  Library.

Dear  Sir  : — Many  of  the  pupils  of  the  Grammar  School  have 
the  use  of  Library  cards,  and  the  teachers  do  not  find  it  neces- 
sary to  draw  books  for  the  home-reading  of  the  children. 

Books  are  taken  out  which  treat  of  Zoology,  Geopraphy  and 
United  States  History. 
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Many  of  these  books  are  illustrated  and  teach  by  pictures  as 
well  as  by  the  letter  press. 

These  books  are  used  at  school,  by  many  of  the  pupils,  in 
connection  with  their  studies,  and  they  are  allowed  to  take  them 
home  if  they  choose  to  do  so. 

Sketches  are  frequently  required  on  eminent  historical  char- 
acters, on  cities  or  on  other  topics  connected  with  Geography, 
and  upon  Zoological  subjects.  These  the  pupils  are  expected  to 
look  up  in  other  than  their  text  books,  and  the  librarian  tells  me 
that  it  is  often  the  case  that  every  article  in  the  Library  upon 
certain  subjects  is  in  the  hands  of  the  school  children.  They  also 
make  use  of  cyclopaedias  and  other  books  of  reference  both  at 
school  and  in  the  Library.  Many  thanks  are  due  to  the  librarian 
for  her  unwearied  patience  in  looking  up  articles  for  the  children, 
and  to  the  trustees  for  their  liberality  in  providing  so  much 
interesting  and  profitable  reading  matter  suited  to  the  needs  of 
the  pupils  of  the  public  schools.

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REPORT 

OP  THE 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable  The  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  affairs 
of  this  office  for  the  year  1888,  including  the  vital  statistics 
for  the  year,  and  the  City  Physician's  report. 

HEALTH  OF  THE  CITY. 

There  was  more  sickness  during  the  year  just  ended  than 
for  several  years  past.  The  death  rate  was  23.46,  which  is 
2.28  higher  than  1887,  and  4.06  higher  than  1886.  Different 
types  of  fever  prevailed  to  quite  an  extent  during  the  late 
summer  and  autumn,  some  of  them  taking  a  typhoidal  form. 
The  mortality  from  them,  however,  was  very  low.  On 
December  24th,  I  sent  to  the  physicians  of  the  city  a  circular 
letter,  requesting  them  to  give  me  to  the  best  of  their  knowl- 
edge, the  number  of  cases  of  fever  they  had  attended  during 
the  past  year.  Nearly  all  replied,  and,  although  they  said 
they  had  no  record  of  their  cases,  the  number  they  remem- 
bered was  in  the  aggregate  very  large.  They  ascribed  the 
cause  of  so  much  sickness  to  :  First — The  long  continued 
wet  weather.  Second — The  sudden  changes  of  tempera- 
ture, and  Third  — The  unwholesome  condition  of  the  aqueduct 
water. 

In  July  there  was  an  epidemic  of  cholera  infantum,  from 
which  disease  there  were  •  eighteen  deaths.    In  August  the 
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epidemic  abated  somewhat,  there  being  ten  deaths.  In  Sep- 
tember there  were  three  deaths,  making,  with  one  in  June, 
thirty-two  deaths  from  this  disease  alone,  or  8.53  per  cent,  of 
all  deaths.  Of  this  number,  twenty-eight  were  under  one 
year  of  age.  Although  I  made  a  careful  examination,  I 
could  find  no  satisfactory  cause  for  this  epidemic. 

There  were  thirty-one  deaths  from  diphtheria,  or  8.26 
per  cent,  of  all  deaths.  Of  these,  seventeen  occurred  in  the 
Third  Ward,  eight  in  the  Second  Ward,  and  three  each  in 
the  Fourth  and  Fifth  Wards.  Each  case  of  diphtheria,  as  it 
occurred,  was  as  carefully  isolated  as  possible,  but  notwith- 
standing all  my  endeavors,  sometimes  a  whole  family  would  be 
sick  with  it.  In  one  family  of  six  children,  four  had  diphtheria 
and  all  were  in  one  bed.  The  family  had  no  friends  who 
would  care  for  the  other  children,  and  they  had  to  live  in  that 
vitiated  atmosphere.  It  is  such  instances  as  this  that  prac- 
tically tie  the  Health  Officer's  hands,  and  until  some  benevo- 
lent person  builds  and  endows  a  hospital  for  contagious 
diseases,  many  will,  of  necessity,  be  exposed  to  diphtheria, 
and  in  turn  expose  others.  Another  prominent  source  of 
contagion  is  the  furniture  of  the  sickroom.  I  have  invariably 
advised  that  when  possible,  everything,  except  such  articles 
as  were  absolutely  necessary,  should  be  removed  from  the 
room.  Yet  notwithstanding  all  my  explanations  of  the 
danger  of  communicating  the  disease  to  others,  I  have  since 
learned  that  carpets,  upholstered  furniture,  curtains  and 
bureaus  containing  clothing  and  bedding  were  not  only  left 
in  the  room,  but  that  they  were  never  even  fumigated. 
A  large  amount  of  blame  for  this  rests  upon  the  attending 
physician,  who,  from  indifference  or  something  worse,  allows 
the  sick  room  to  become  a  hot-bed  of  contagion.  A  person 
who  neglects  any  precaution  against  the  spread  of  diphtheria 
cannot  be  too  severely  censured.

HEALTH  DEPAETMENT. 


As  mentioned  above,  twenty-five  of  the  thirty-one  deaths 
from  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Second  and  Third  Wards. 
This  portion  of  the  city  has  been  quite  thickly  populated  for 
about  twenty-five  years,  but  previous  to  1875,  there  was  no 
public  sewer  in  either  ward.  The  soil  is  a  light  sand  with, 
east  of  Winooski  avenue,  a  clay  sub-soil,  and  the  ground  is 
quite  level,  there  is  consequently,  little  or  no  natural  drain- 
age, and  the  refuse  and  surface  water,  filth  from  cess- 
pools and  privies,  etc.,  has  accumulated  in  the  soil  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent.  During  the  past  year  many 
houses  have  been  erected  in  these  wards,  which  neces- 
sitated digging  up  the  soil  to  make  cellars.  This  soil  being 
turned  over  and  over,  threw  out  the  greater  part  of  the  nox-  * 
ious  elements  it  contained,  and  thus  in  my  opinion  originated 
many  cases  of  diphtheria,  which,  owing  to  the  imposibility 
of  perfect  isolation  and  quarantine,  was  thus  conveyed  to 
others.  Furthermore,  much  of  the  soil  taken  from  these 
new  cellars,  was  carted  to  other  parts  of  the  city,  where  possi- 
bly, it  caused  outbreaks  of  diphtheria,  the  source  of  which 
could  not  be  otherwise  explained.  This  shows  the  necessity 
of  extending  the  sewer  system  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

There  have  been  reported  to  me  twenty-six  cases  of 
typhoid  fever.  The  source  of  only  two  could  be  traced  from 
out  of  town,  the  rest,  beyond  any  reasonable  doubt,  origin- 
ated here.  Many  other  cases  were  reported  as  typhoid,  which, 
upon  examination,  I  found  to  be  of  another  type  of  fever. 

During  the  year  there  were  seventy-six  deaths  from  lung 
diseases  or  20.27  per  cent,  of  all  deaths.  Of  these,  twenty- 
seven  occurred  in  the  Third  Ward,  twenty-two  in  the  Second 
Ward,  eighteen  in  the  Fifth  Ward,  six  in  the  Fourth  Ward 
and  three  in  the  First  Ward ;  40.79  per  cent,  of  those  who 
died  from  lung  diseases  were  Irish  or  of  Irish  extraction  ; 
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43.73  per  cent,  were  French  (Canadian)  or  of  French  extrac- 
tion, and  the  remainder  American  ;  47.06  per  cent,  of  those 
who  died  from  phthisis  (consumption)  were  Irish  or  of  Irish 
extraction. 

THE  PLUMBING  ORDINANCE. 

Nearly  all  the  new  plumbing  put  in  during  the  year  was 
inspected,  the  plumbers  being  obliged  by  city  ordinance  to 
report  any  work  they  may  do.  Many  householders  have  con- 
nected their  premises  with  the  common  sewer,  some  cheer- 
fully, others  reluctantly.  In  most  cases  I  have  had  no 
difficulty  in  convincing  them  that  sewering  their  premises 
would  be  beneficial.  This  work  has  been  greatly  facilitated 
by  the  kind  advice  and  prompt  action  of  the  City  Attorney, 
Mr.  Robert  Roberts.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  plumbing 
ordinance  might  advantageously  be  so  amended  as  to  com- 
pel only  those  who  are  erecting  new  buildings,  or  repairing  or 
rebuilding  old  ones,  and  those  who  habitually  keep  their  out- 
houses in  a  filthy  condition,  to  connect  their  premises  with 
the  common  sewer. 

THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  city  has  again  become  a  promi- 
nent topic  of  conversation.  Owing  to  the  great  amount  of 
sickness  during  the  summer  and  autumn,  people  have  begun 
to  question  the  purity  of  the  aqueduct  water.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  the  new  reservoir  would  be  so  great  an  improve- 
ment that  the  water  question  will  be  finally  settled,  but  we 
have  had  no  opportunity  as  yet  to  fully  test  that  matter,  I 
have  talked  with  many  professional  and  business  men  about 
the  advisability  of  extending  the  pumping  main  further  out 
into  the  Lake,  and,  as  many  of  them  spoke  very  strongly  in 
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favor  of  the  extension,  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  have  esti- 
mates made  of  the  expense  of  running  a  pipe  either  to  a 
point  outside  a  line  drawn  from  Shelburn  Point  to  Apple-tree 
Point,  or  to  a  point  beyond  a  line  drawn  from  Shelburn  Point 
to  Bed  Rocks.  In  my  opinion  it  wouid  be  better,  if  a  change 
is  made,  to  extend  the  pipe  to  Shelburn  Bay,  for  the  reason, 
that  occasionally,  when  there  is  a  heavy  storm  in  the  mount- 
ains, accompanied  by  a  strong  north  wind,  the  muddy  water 
from  Winooski  river  is  carried  south  over  Apple-tree  reef. 
Whether  or  not  the  muddy  water  extends  to  the  bottom  I  do 
not  know.  There  is,  I  am  informed,  a  constant  bottom  cur- 
rent out  of  Shelburn  Bay.  If  such  is  the  case,  the  water  in 
that  bay  must  be  practically  free  from  impurities  and  would 
for  the  reason  given  above,  be  preferable  to  that  of  Apple- 
tree  reef.

Dear  Sir  :  In  compliance  with  your  request  of  Dec.  24th,  in  which 
you  ask  for  estimates  on  the  cost  of  making  certain  changes  and  improve- 
ments in  the  present  system  of  water  works  of  our  city,  viz  : 

First. — Estimated  cost  of  moving  Pumping  station  from  its  present 
location  to  a  site  in  the  vicinity  of  the  foot  of  Howard  street,  lay  a  suitable 
inlet  pipe  from  station  to  a  point  inside  a  line  drawn  from  Red  Rocks  to 
Shelburn  Point,  distance  2  1-8  miles,  and  lay  a  suitable  forcing  main  from 
station  on  the  most  direct  line  feasible  to  the  new  Reservoir.

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changes  there  ought  to  be  provision  made  for  increasing  the  capacity  of  the 
works  at  such  time  as  it  may  be  found  necessary,  therefore  in  making  the 
estimates  we  have  made  ample  provision  for  probable  future  needs.

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The  expense  would  be  at  least  three  times  as  much  to  lay  pipe  from 
floats,  with  divers,  and  the  risk,  ten  to  one.

ANALYSIS  OF  THE  YITAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  1888  there  were  120  marriages,  417 
births,  375  deaths,  including  28  still-births.  The  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  shows  an  increase  in  the  population  of  42 
by  these  natural  events.  As  compared  with  the  year  1887, 
there  were  five  more  marriages,  38  more  births  and  89  more 
deaths  in  1888. 
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MARRIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married  in  1888  to  the  whole  popu- 
lation was  1  to  75. 

Season. — There  were  19  marriages  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year,  31  in  the  second,  34  in  the  third,  36  in  the  fourth. 

The  largest  number  occurred  in  November  and  the 
smallest  number  in  February. 

Nativity  of  Parties. — Ninety-one  of  the  grooms  and  95 
of  the  brides  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;  20  grooms  and 
16  brides  in  Canada  ;  3  grooms  and  5  brides  in  Ireland  ;  6 
grooms  and  4  brides  in  other  countries. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  417  births  during  the  year  1888,  or  38  more 
than  in  1887.  In  this  number  are  included  4  illegitimate 
births,  1  triplet  birth,  9  twin  births  and  28  still-births. 

The  proportion  of  live  births  to  population  (16,000)  was 
1  in  41.13. 

Sex. — Males  223,  females  194,  or  29  more  males  than 
females. 

Parentage. — Two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  fathers  and 
284  mothers  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;  121  fathers 
and  93  mothers  were  born  in  Canada  ;  14  fathers  and  12 
mothers  were  born  in  Ireland,  and  39  fathers  and  28  mothers 
were  born  in  other  countries.  The  nativity  of  4  fathers  was 
unknown. 

Season. — One  hundred  and  eight  births  occurred  in  the 
first,  110  in  the  second,  109  in  the  third  and  90  in  the  fourth 
quarter. 

Locality. — One  hundred  and  sixty-four  births,  39.28  per 
cent  of  the  whole  number,  occurred  in  the  third  Ward  :  92  in 
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the  second,  84  in  the  fifth,  57  in  the  fourth  and  20  in  the 
first  Ward. 

Twin  Births. — There  was  9  of  these  cases,  or  1  in  2.15 
per  cent  of  the  whole  number. 

Age  of  Mothers. — The  age  at  which  women  bore  the 
greatest  number  of  children  in  1888  was  28,  35  children 
having  been  borne  by  mothers  of  that  age.  The  youngest 
mother  was  16  years  old,  and  the  oldest  was  47.  Sixteen 
children  were  borne  by  mothers  18  years  old  and  under,  and 
10  by  women  40  years  old  and  over. 

Deaths. — There  were  375  deaths,  including  28  still  births, 
during  the  year  1888,  89  more  than  in  1887. 

Estimating  the  population  at  16,000,  the  ratio  of  deaths, 
exclusive  of  still-births,  was  21.56  to  1000  inhabitants,  or  1 
death  in  46.38  of  the  population. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  includes  twelve  which  oc- 
curred at  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital. 

Season — The  greatest  number  of  deaths  (141)  was  in  the 
third  quarter  of  the  year,  and  the  smallest  (62)  in  the  second. 
The  greatest  monthly  mortality  was  49  in  July,  and  the 
least  17,  in  March. 

Sex. — There  were  deaths  of  189  males  and  of  186  females. 

Social  Relations. — Two  hundred  and  fifty-five  of  the 
deaths,  including  28  still-birchs,  were  of  single  persons  ;  85 
of  married  and  35  of  widows  or  widowers. 

Age. — There  were  133  deaths,  including  28  still-births, 
of  children  under  1  year  of  age,  or  35.46  per  cent  of  all 
deaths;  63  of  children  between  1  and  5  years  old,  or  16.80 
per  cent  of  all  deaths  ;  35  between  the  age  of  5  and  20,  or 
9.33  per  cent  of  all ;  64  were  between  20  and  50,  or  17.06  per 
cent  of  all ;  39  were  between  50  and  70,  or  10.40  per  cent  of 
all ;  and  41  of  persons  70  and  over,  or  10.93  per  cent  of  the 
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total.  Of  this  last  number  one  was  99  years  old  and  one  100 
years  old. 

Nativity. — Three  hundred  and  six  of  the  deceased,  in- 
cluding 28  still-births,  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;  48 
in  Canada ;  16  in  Ireland,  and  5  in  other  countries. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Under  the  Zymotic  class,  or  diseases  which  are  either 
epidemic,  endemic  or  contagious,  and  which  are  in  a  measure 
preventable  by  sanitary  regulations,  96  deaths  are  recorded, 
or  25.36  per  cent  of  all  deaths.  Thirty-two,  the  largest  num- 
ber, were  of  cholera  infantum,  31  of  diphtheria,  9  of  mem- 
branous croup,  1  of  cholera  morbus,  1  of  dysentery,  4  each  of 
typhoid  fever,  measles,  scarlet  fever  and  asthenia,  5  of  con- 
tinued fever  and  1  of  congenital  syphilis. 

Season. — There  was  1  death  of  diphtheria  in  each,  Februa- 
ry, March  and  May  ;  2  in  each  July,  September  and  October  ; 
3  in  December  ;  5  in  each,  August  and  November  ;  and  9  in 
January.  One  of  cholera  infantum  in  June  ;  3  in  September; 
10  in  August  and  18  in  July.  One  of  membranous  croup  in 
each,  January  and  February  ;  3  in  November  and  4  in  De- 
cember. One  of  cholera  morbus  in  September.  One  of  dysen- 
tery in  February.  One  of  typhoid  fever  in  each  January, 
June,  September  and  December.  Two  of  scarlet  fever 
in  February ;  1  each  in  April  and  June.  One  congenital 
syphilis  in  December.  One  of  asthenia  in  each  April  and 
June,  and  two  in  July. 

Sex. — The  deaths  under  this  class  were  50  males  and  46 
females. 

Age. — Thirty-nine  of  the  deaths  were  of  children  under 
1  year  of  age,  31  of  children  between  1  and  5  years  of  age, 
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18  of  persons  between  5  and  20,  6  of  persons  between  20  and 
50,  and  1  between  50  and  70  years  of  age. 

Social  Relations. — Eighty-  one  of  the  deaths  in  this  class 
were  single  and  four  were  married. 

Nativity. — Ninety-one  of  these  were  born  in  the  United 
States,  and  4  in  Canada. 

Under  the  Constitutional  class,  or  diseases  consequent 
upon  a  bad  habit  of  body,  sometimes  hereditary,  and  in 
which  there  is  a  deposit  of  new  morbid  products  in  various 
parts  of  the  body,  45  deaths  are  recorded,  or  12  per  cent  of 
all  deaths  ;  34  were  of  consumption  (2  more  than  1887),  9  of 
cancer,  1  of  hydrocephalus  and  1  of  tuberculosis  mesente- 
rica. 

Season. — Deaths  from  consumption  occurred  in  every 
month  of  the  year. 

Sex. — The  deaths  from  consumption  were  9  males  and 
25  females. 

Age. — Nineteen  of  the  deaths  from  consumption  were  be- 
tween 20  and  50  years  of  age  ;  all  of  the  deaths  from  cancer 
were  of  persons  between  50  and  70  years  and  over. 

Nativity. — The  nativity  of  persons  who  died  from  con- 
sumption was  :    United  States,  22  ;  Canada,  6  ;  Ireland,  6. 

Under  the  Local  class,  or  diseases  in  which  the  func- 
tions of  particular  organs  or  systems  are  disturbed,  or  oblit- 
erated, and  sometimes  hereditary,  153  deaths  are  recorded, 
or  40.80  per  cent  of  all  deaths  ;  47  were  under  the  order 
nervous,  26  circulatory,  42  respiratory,  34  digestive,  4  urin- 
ary. 

Season. — Deaths  in  this  class  occurred  at  all  seasons  of 
the  year.  There  were  17  deaths  from  pneumonia,  4  more 
than  in  1887. 

Sex. — Seventy-seven  were  males  and  76  females. 
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Social  Relations. — The  deaths  were  89  single,  44  mar- 
ried and  20  widowed  persons. 

Age.— Under  1,  47 ;  1  to  5,  21 ;  5  to  20,  11 ;  20  to  50, 
25 ;  50  to  70,  26  ;  over  70,  23. 

Nativity. — One  hundred  and  eighteen  were  born  in  the 
United  States,  25  in  Canada,  7  in  Ireland,  and  3  in  some 
other  country. 

Locality. — There  were  10  in  this  class  in  Ward  1,  38  in 
Ward  2,  54  in  Ward  3,  17  in  Ward  4,  and  34  in  Ward  5. 

Developmental  diseases,  which  occur  incidentally  to  the 
formative,  reproductive  and  nutritive  processes,  are  repre- 
sented by  67  deaths  during  the  year,  or  17.61  per  cent  of  all 
deaths.  Under  the  order  of  children  are  28  still-births,  13 
cases  of  congenital  debility,  1  of  cyanosis  and  1  of  melsena 
neonatorum. 

Under  the  order  old  age  there  were  15  deaths. 

Under  the  order  nutrition  there  was  1  death  of  anemia 
and  4  of  marasmus. 

Season. — There  was  nothing  noteworthy  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  these  deaths  through  the  year. 

Sex. — 37  were  males  and  30  females. 

Social  Relations. — Of  the  deaths  in  this  class  48  were 
single,  11  married  and  8  widowed  persons. 

Age. — Under  1,  45  ;  1  to  5,  2 ;  5  to  20,  2  ;  20  to  50,  2  ; 
50  to  70,  3  ;  over  70,  13. 

Nativity. — 58  of  the  deceased  in  this  class  were  born  in 
the  United  States,  6  in  Canada,  2  in  Ireland,  1  in  another 
country. 

.  There  were  14  deaths  by  violence  in  1888,  or  37.06  per 
cent  of  all  deaths  during  the  year ;  3  of  these  were  killed  by 
cars,  2  drowned,  1  by  asphyxia,  4  by  shock,  2  by  scald,  2  by 
poison. 
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Season. — The  season  of  the  year  had  no  effect  as  a  cause 
of  any  of  the  deaths  in  this  class. 

Sex. — Ten  were  males  and  4  females. 

Social  Relations. — The  deaths  in  this  class  were  8  single 
and  6  married. 

Age.— I  to  5,  4 ;  20  to  50,  8  ;  50  to  70,  2. 

Nativity. — Eleven  were  born  in  the  United  States ;  2  in 
Canada  and  1  in  another  country.

REMARKS. 

There  is  still  due  the  Department  in  bills  of  1887  and 
adjustments  of  accounts  with  the  other  departments  $113.27, 
the  bills  for  which  I  have  handed  to  my  successor  in  office. 

The  chief  work  of  that  portion  of  the  year  covered  by 
this  report  has  necessarily  been  in  handling  and  clearing  the 
streets  and  gutters  of  an  unusually  deep  fall  of  snow. 

During  the  winter  season  no  other  important  improve- 
ments can  be  carried  on. 

At  the  approach  of  spring  a  somewhat  large  expense 
was  incurred  in  cleaning  the  streets  and  in  repairing  the 
damages  and  building  two  large  spouts  at  North  Bend,  ne- 
cessitated by  an  extensive  washout  at  that  place,  both  at  the 
head  of  Battery  and  of  Pitkin  streets. 

During  the  month  of  April  the  widening  of  Church 
street  south  of  the  Court  House  was  commenced,  suitable 
repairs  were  made  at  the  crusher  preparatory  to  the  sum- 
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mer's  work,  Elm  street  was  graded  and  gravelled  and  the 
,  following  crossings  were  laid  : 

Across  Maple    street  at  Church  street,  east  side.

The  expense  charged  tools  and  stock  was  for  tile  and 
castings  which  are  still  on  hand. 

In  the  city  team  department  the  expense  has  been  in 
caring  for  the  horses  owned  by  the  city  during  the  winter 
and  for  a  few  small  improvements. 

The  tools  owned  by  the  city  have  been  repaired  ready 
for  the  summer's  work. 

Many  miscellaneous  improvements  and  repairs  have 
been  made  and  everything  with  a  view  to  leaving  to  my  suc- 
cessor a  clear  field  for  a  successful  year's  work  for  the  city.

The  Battery  street  and  Battery  Park  sewers  are  trunk 
sewers.  Very  little  of  the  expense  of  the  sewers  built  this 
year  could  be  assessed  to  property  holders,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  Battery  Park  and  Smith  and  Hickok  sewers  the  entire 
expense  was  borne  by  the  Department. 

The  last  named  sewer  extends  from  Shelburne  street 
sewer  at  a  point  near  the  residence  of  A.  Taylor,  Esq.,  across 
the  lands  of  Messrs.  Horatio  Hickok  and  E.  A.  Smith,  1030 
feet  toward  the  lake.  The  sewer  is  intended  to  take  the  sur- 
face water  from  the  southern  portion  of  the  city. 

A  larger  number  of  basins  was  built  during  the  past  year 
than  is  customary.  The  expense  of  putting  in  these  basins 
has  been  charged,  by  direction  of  the  Street  Committee,  to 
the  sewer  fund,  as,  in  their  opinion,  the  surface  water  obtained 
through  the  basins  is  absolutely  necessary  to  properly  flush 
the  sewers,  while  at  the  same  time  the  sewers  take  this  water 
from  the  basins  which  would  otherwise  have  to  be  drained 
away  upon  the  surface :  thus  making  the  relation  of  sewer 
and  basin  reciprocal.  The  position  of  these  basins,  of  which 
there  are  eleven  corner  and  eleven  side,  may  be  found  in  the 
previous  portion  of  my  report. 

The  principal  improvements  made  by  me  in  the  Public 
Buildings  and  Parks  Department  were  at  Battery  Park  and 
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at  and  about  the  City  Market  building.  At  Battery  Park  a 
basin  was  constructed  at  the  lowest  point  in  the  northwest 
corner,  and  was  connected  with  the  Battery  Park  sewer  by  a 
drain  about  140  feet  in  length.  Besides  this  extra  expense 
the  general  care  of  the  Park  has  been  attended  to  by  my 
department. 

At  the  City  Market  grounds  extensive  improvements 
have  been  made,  most  of  which  I  will  mention  under  the 
headings  of  Winooski  Avenue,  College  Street  and  Main 
Street.  The  City  Market  building  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  and  Parks 
and  commodious  offices  fitted  up  therein  for  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets  and  the  City  Engineer.  Proper  storage 
for  the  city's  tools  and  a  good  repair  shop  have  also  been  pro- 
vided in  the  building. 

The  expense  incurred  by  me  in  the  Fire  Department  was 
chiefly  for  connecting  the  Ethan  Allen  Engine  Company 
building  with  the  Church  street  sewer  and  for  drawing  mate- 
rial for  that  building. 

In  the  Street  Department  I  shall  mention  only  that  work 
which  has  been  attended  with  the  greatest  amount  of  expense. 
Improvements  and  repairs  have  been  made  on  nearly  every 
street  in  the  city,  but  mention  of  the  majority  of  these  would 
be  of  little  interest  to  the  readers  of  this  report.  I  shall  at 
any  time  be  pleased  to  give  any  information  at  my  office  as 
to  any  of  these  points  not  mentioned. 

Monroe  street  from  George  to  Champlain  streets  was 
brought  to  grade  and  the  road  surface  improved.  It's  side- 
walks have  been  also  raised  toward  grade. 

On  North  avenue  a  general  repair  of  the  whole  street  was 
made  and  considerable  gravelling  done.  The  low  place  about 
the  watering  trough  at  the  foot  of  North  street  was  repaired 
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temporarily  until  the  sewer  can  be  extended  and  a  basin  built 
at  that  point. 

Winooski  road,  from  the  Burlington  Flouring  Mill  about 
600  feet  south,  was  filled  to  a  depth  of  12  to  15  inches  with 
broken  stone  and  dressed  with  gravel,  and  a  general  care  taken 
of  the  remainder  of  the  street. 

Elm  street  was  brought  toward  grade  between  Adams 
and  Spruce  streets,  and  improved  at  other  points. 

On  the  Institute  road  a  few  much  needed  improvements 
were  made  in  dressing  the  road  with  broken  stone,  sand  and 
gravel. 

The  principal  expense  on  Winooski  avenue  was  for 
making  the  fill,  in  places  three  feet  deep,  between  Main  and 
College  streets  at  the  City  Market  grounds.  This  portion  of 
the  street  was  also  curbed,  flagged  and  paved  on  the  east 
side,  a  distance  of  465  feet. 

College  street  was  macadamized  and  curbed,  paved  and 
flagged  on  both  sides  from  Union  street  to  Winooski  avenue, 
necessitating  a  fill  in  some  places  of  about  2J  feet.  The 
linear  measure  of  these  improvements  was  1006  feet. 

Main  street  was  curbed,  flagged  and  paved  on  the  north 
side  from  Winooski  avenue  past  the  Jail  property,  a  distance 
of  390  feet. 

Summit  street,  between  Main  and  Maple  streets,  was 
turnpiked  and  given  a  light  coating  of  gravel. 

Park  avenue  was  given  a  thorough  repairing,  preparatory 
to  the  State  Fair,  it  being  turnpiked  its  entire  length  and  the 
culverts  rebuilt. 

Shelburne  street  was  macadamized  for  a  distance  of  about 
425  feet  between  the  residences  of  Messrs.  G.  N.  Willard  and 
P.  H.  Catlin. 

Intervale  road  was  repaired,  as  is  usually  necessary  after 
the  high  water  of  the  spring  season. 
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Prospect  street  was  gravelled  from  Pearl  to  Loomis 
streets. 

Decatur  street  was  brought  to  grade  by  cutting  down 
about  one  foot  at  Winooski  avenue  to  three  feet  at  Intervale 
avenue,  and  was  curbed  on  both  sides  its  entire  length,  or 
twice  612  feet. 

Archibald  street  was  widened  at  the  old  railroad  cut 
and  filled  in  at  the  low  places. 

Johnson  street  was  curbed  on  both  sides  and  flagged  on 
the  east  side  its  entire  length,  950  feet  of  curbing  and  475 
feet  of  flagging  being  laid. 

The  following  corners  have  been  curbed  around,  in  most 
cases  about  30  feet  of  curbing  to  each  corner  being  neces- 
sary : 

Champlain  and  Monroe  streets. 

Champlain  street  and  Smith's  lane. 

Peru  and  Champlain  streets  (two  corners). 

Pearl  and  George  streets. 

Spruce  and  Elm  streets. 

Bay  Yiew  and  Union  streets. 

Johnson  and  Monroe  streets. 

Willard  street  was  curbed  on  the  east  side  from  Cliff  to 
Spruce  streets.  It  was  also  curbed  on  the  west  side  from 
Spruce  street  394  feet  toward  Maple  street. 

Clarke  street  was  curbed  on  both  sides  its  entire  length, 
and  both  its  sidewalks  were  brought  to  grade — 1188  feet  of 
curbing  was  set  on  this  street. 

Champlain  street  was  gravelled  from  Peal  to  Peru  streets 
and  its  corners  curbed,  as  before  mentioned,  and  as  neces- 
sitated by  basin  entrances. 

Willi  ston  road  was  gravelled  from  East  avenue  to  Spear 
street. 
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Peru  street  was  gravelled  from  Champlain  to  Murray 
streets. 

North  Union  street  from  Loomis  to  North  streets  was 
graded  and  macadamized,  and  curbed,  paved  and  nagged  on 
both  sides.  The  length  of  curbing,  paving  and  flagging  was 
1260  feet. 

The  principal  street  improvement  of  the  year  was  made 
on  Maple  street  between  Willard  and  Summit  streets.  The 
street  was  brought  to  grade,  a  cut  of  five  feet  being  necessary 
at  the  deepest  point.  This  portion  of  the  street  was  also 
curbed,  paved  and  flagged  on  both  sides  or  1547  feet.  The 
street  was  also  brought  towards  grade  between  Elm  and 
Spruce  streets. 

Pearl  street  was  macadamized  between  Union  and  Willard 
streets  and  dressed  with  gravel  from  Willard  street  past 
Williams  street. 

Church  street  sidewalk  from  King  to  Maple  streets  on 
the  east  side  was  widened  extensively  on  property  purchased 
of  C.  P.  Smith,  Esq. 

A  saving  of  $287.01  was  made  in  the  City  Team  Depart- 
ment by  owning  and  using  five  horses  and  the  necessary  carts 
and  tools. 

At  the  crusher  a  steam  drill  was  purchased  at  an  expense 
of  $264  to  be  used  in  quarrying  the  stone  to  be  crushed  and 
already  shows  a  saving  in  expense.  It  is  claimed  that  it  saves 
the  labor  of  ten  men,  especially  so  as  the  city  already  has 
the  power  in  the  engine  at  the  crusher  and  is  therefore  at  no 
extra  trouble  or  expense. 

The  charge  to  Individual  Accounts  is  mostly  for  putting 
in  sewer  connections  for  private  individuals. 

The  expense  for  cleaning  streets  is  the  usual  one  for 
clearing  crossings  and  gutters  and  for  removing  the  deposit. 
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The  snow  work  during  my  term  of  office  has  been  excep- 
tionally light  on  account  of  the  thus  far,  uncommonly  open 
winter. 

The  Potash  Brook  Bridge  has  been  raised  six  feet  and  a 
stone  wall  built  on  both  sides,  the  roadway  being  protected 
by  a  five-foot  fence.  The  hill  on  the  north  side  of  the  brook 
has  been  considerably  cut  down.  The  grading  on  the  hill 
south  of  this  bridge  was  done  by  C.  B.  Hay  ward,  Esq.,  at 
his  own  expense. 

Many  old  crossings  have  been  repaired  and  the  following 
new  ones  constructed : 
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In  the  last  named  crossing  the  material  was  paid  for  by 
private  parties. 

A  span  of  horses  was  bought  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  for  the  City  Team  Department  at  an  expense  of  $425. 
There  have  also  been  bought  during  the  year  two  wheel 
scrapers,  two  plows,  the  steam  drill  and  several  smaller  tools.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  ENGINEER. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington  : 

Gentlemen — The  annual  report  of  the  City  Engineer  for 
the  year  1888,  is  respectfully  submitted  herewith. 

The  details  of  the  work,  giving  localities,  which  I  have 
been  called  upon  to  lay  out  for  the  city  during  the  past  year 
are,  in  general,  given  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets. 

The  work  thus  laid  out  has  consisted  of  the  curbing  and 
flagging  laid,  the  street  basins  and  the  sewers  constructed, 
and  the  grade  and  lines  of  streets  which  were  graded  either 
for  macadamizing,  gravelling  or  without  such  finishing.  In 
addition,  surveys  have  been  made,  for  change  in  line  of  part 
of  South  Willard  street,  for  establishment  of  a  grade  on 
North  Willard  street  and  for  the  house  numbering  of  the 
same,  between  Pearl  and  Hyde  streets,  for  a  change  of  grade 
of  Main  street  between  Union  and  Willard  streets,  for  a 
re-establishment  of  the  line  on  the  East  side  of  the  City 
Market  property,  and  for  many  other  minor  pieces  of  work. 

Grades  and  lines  have  been  given  to  parties  requiring 
them. 
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Where  street  monuments  have  been  displaced,  the  center 
lines  have  been  preserved,  by  re-setting  them,  or  by  marks 
chiselled  in  the  sewer  man-hole  tops,  and  new  marks  have 
been  established,  as  opportunity  offered. 

In  carrying  out  surveys,  many  new  level  benches  have 
been  made  and  recorded  in  the  book  for  that  purpose. 

Maps,  showing  property  fronts  for  the  convenience  of 
making  up  assessments,  have  been  made  of  all  sewers,  and 
complete  ones,  showing  location  of  house  connections,  and 
all  details  of  construction,  are  made  in  the  book  of  sewer 
maps  which  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk. 

The  number  of  connections  made  with  sewers  in  .  1888 
was  seventy-five. 

Frequent  examinations  of  the  condition  of  sewers  have 
been  made  during  the  year,  and  they  have  been  found  in  an 
average  fair  condition. 

Some,  which  are  now,  on  occasions,  liable  to  be  called 
on  to  carry  more  than  their  proper  amount,  will  be  relieved 
as  the  system  is  carried  out. 

The  matter  of  flushing  the  sewers  should  receive  careful 
attention.  None  of  the  corner  basin  accumulations  should 
be  allowed  to  wash  into  them.  This  can  only  be  prevented 
by  systematic  examination  of  the  basins.  In  general,  those 
portions  of  sewers  which  receive  no  storm  water  from  basins, 
should  be  flushed  oftener  than  those  that  do. 

As  matters  requiring  immediate  attention  for  properly 
and  economically  carrying  on  work,  I  would  earnestly  recom- 
mend the  following:  New  street  widths  and  center  lines 
should  be  established  on  streets  where,  by  encroachments, 
they  have  become  narrowed.  Center  lines  should  be  es- 
tablished on  streets  where  there  have  never  been  any,  (pos- 
sibly one-half  of  those  in  the  city)  and  the  number  of  center 
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marks  should  be  increased  to  a  more  or  less  extent  on  most 
of  the  streets  which  already  possess  some.  Portions,  and  in 
certain  cases  the  whole  of,  some  streets,  have  no  es- 
tablished recorded  grade.  This  should  be  attended  to  imme- 
diately and  the  proper  record  made.  Exactly  the  same 
condition  exists  in  regard  to  the  numbering  of  houses.  Some 
streets  have  never  been  measured  and  mapped  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  number  of  level  benches  should  be  greatly  mul- 
tiplied over  the  larger  portion  of  the  city,  as  they  are  at 
present  in  some  sections,  so  widely  scattered  that  they  are  at 
a  long  distance  from  the  work  which  it  is  required  to  lay  out. 

The  important  plans  and  records  relating  to  streets  and 
sewers  are  a  matter  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk. 
The  City  Engineer  must  have  frequent  access  to  these  and 
often  outside  of  official  hours.  I  would  suggest  that  a  begin- 
ning be  made  toward  duplicating  the  most  important,  thereby 
furnishing  a  set  for  each  office.  One  important  example  of 
this  would  be,  the  book  of  sewer  maps,  which  is  frequently 
needed  for  reference  in  each  office.  It  is  now  considerably 
worn,  having  been  in  use  many  years,  and  needs  enlargement 
for  future  maps. 

While  putting  into  it  each  year's  work,  it  is  necessary 
that  it  be  kept  considerably  in  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer. 
If  by  any  accident  it  were  destroyed,  it  would  be  utterly  im- 
possible to  replace  it.  A  fresh  copy  would  be  more  creditable 
to  the  records  of  the  city. 

During  the  past  year,  a  commodious  and  well-appointed 
office  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  City  Market  building,  sup- 
plied with  such  equipments  as  at  present  seem  needed.  As 
future  needs  occur  they  will  doubtless  be  supplied  by  the 
proper  authorities.  In  conclusion  the  following  statistics 
and  tables,  which  have  been  kept  for  some  years,  will  be  of 
interest  :

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RESERVOIRS. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  held  April  20,  1888, 
the  following  resolution,  offered  by  Aldermen  Brown,  Chairman 
of  the  Water  Committee,  was  adopted : 

"  Whereas,  The  present  reservoir,  under  the  system  of 
"  water  supply  in  use  in  the  city,  is  hardly  of  sufficient  capacity 
"  in  the  event  of  extensive  fires,  and  has  been  shown,  upon  recent 
"  and  repeated  inspection,  to  be  badly  out  of  repair  and  in  great 
"  need  of  cleansing,  and  to  demand  immediate  and  extensive  im- 
"  provements  which  cannot  be  made  without  emptying  the  reser- 
"  voir  of  water,  and  having  it  empty  for  a  considerable  time,  and 
"  so  greatly  imperiling  the  safety  of  property,  and 

"  Whereas,  Our  city  needs  and  should  have  a  reservoir, 
"  which  will  permit  of  a  constant  change,  circulation  and  fresh- 
"  ening  of  water  used  by  the  public  for  drinking,  which  is  not 
"  now  possible  under  the  present  system.  Therefore 

"  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  City  Council  that  a 
"  sum,  not  exceeding  $25,000  to  be  obtained  either  from  taxes, 
"  assessed  by  the  City  Council,  or  from  a  pledge  of  the  credit  of 
"  the  city,  should  be  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  an 
"  additional  reservoir,  and  the  proper  repair  of  the  existing  one, 
"  upon  such  plan  as  the  committee  of  the  Water  Department,  in 
"  its  discretion,  may  adopt ;  and  that  said  committee  should  pro- 
"  ceed  to  construct  such  reservoir,  and  make  such  repairs  from 
u  the  moneys  which  may  be  appropriated  as  aforesaid." 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  city  preferred 
to  authorize  the  pledge  of  the  credit  of  the  city  for  this  sum 
rather  than  raise  it  by  a  direct  tax,  a  city  meeting  was  called  by 
the  Mayor  on  the  8th  of  May  last.  At  this  meeting  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington 
"  are  hereby  authorized  to  pledge  the  credit  of  the  city  for  a  loan 
"  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  payable 
"  in  instalments  not  extending  beyond  ten  years,  for  the  pur- 
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"  pose  of  building  a  new  reservoir  and  repairing  the  present 
"  one." 

After  a  considerable  delay,  occasioned  by  the  desire  to  build 
a  cheaper  and  therefore  smaller  reservoir  than  the  one  previously 
contemplated,  it  being  found  that  the  capacity  and  general  utility 
decreased  much  more  rapidly  than  the  cost,  it  was  finally  decided 
to  build  the  four-million  gallon  reservoir,  for  which  plans  and 
specifications  were  prepared  by  Superintendent  Parker  two  years 
ago.  Bids  were  asked  for,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  Messrs. 
W.  H.  Lang,  Goodhue  &  Co.,  of  this  city,  the  lowest  bidders. 

The  Parker  Eeservoir  is  so  proportioned  as  to  shape  and 
size,  as  to  occupy  the  entire  available  space  south  of  the  old 
Eeservoir  on  the  lot  at  present  owned  by  the  city,  and  in  pro- 
portion to  its  capacity  is  much  the  cheapest  that  could  be  built 
upon  that  lot. 

The  material  to  be  excavated  was  generally  thought  to  be  a 
hard-pan,  next  door  to  bed-rock,  and  for  the  last  few  feet  it  came 
fully  up  to  the  general  expectation. 

The  new  Reservoir  has  a  concrete  bottom,  and  its  sides  for 
two  thirds  the  distance  from  the  bottom  are  lined  with  brick  laid 
in  cement.  The  upper  third,  on  which  fluctuation  occurs  is 
covered  with  blocks  of  Barre  granite  of  sufficient  size  to  resist 
the  action  of  the  ice,  making  a  reservoir  in  which  there  is  no 
chance  for  the  accumulation  of  vegetable  growth,  and  which  may 
at  any  time  be  drawn  off  and  thoroughly  cleaned. 

A  portion  of  the  waste  material  from  the  excavation  of  the 
new  reservoir  has  been  used  to  raise  and  strengthen  the  banks 
of  the  old. 

Some  pipes  and  castings  have  been  procured  ;  further  than 
this  nothing  has  as  yet  been  done  toward  the  repairs  of  the  old 
reservoir. 

With  the  old  reservoir  placed  on  equally  good  footing  with 
the  new,  and  the  two  connected,  as  is  proposed,  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  admit  of  the  use  of  the  two  together,  or  either  independently

we  are  in  possession  of  a  clean  storage  basin  of  nearly  treble  our 
former  capacity,  with  all  the  necessary  facilities  for  keeping  it  so 
without  in  any  way  interfering  with  the  efficiency  of  our  fire  pro- 
tection. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  new  reservoir  during  the  latter  part 
of  June,  and  though  as  yet  not  wholly  completed,  is  so  far 
advanced  that  we  have  been  able  to  permanently  discontinue  the 
use  of  the  old  reservoir. 

That  this  was  accomplished  in  spite  of  the  lateness  of  com- 
mencing the  work,  and  an  unprecedentedly  wet  season,  is  largely 
due  to  the  untiring  efforts  and  personal  supervision  of  Mr.  W. 
H.  Lang,  of  the  contracting  firm.

DEPARTMENT  APPARATUS. 

The  department  apparatus  has  been  put  in  good  repair, 
and,  with  the  new  hose  cart  for  the  Ethan  Allen  Engine 
Company,  can  be  relied  upon  for  good  service.

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DEPARTMENT  HOUSES. 

The  department  houses  are  generally  in  good  repair ; 
but,  as  there  is  always  a  wear  and  tear,  the  usual  repairs  will 
have  to  be  made  during  the  year.  The  Ethan  Allen  Engine 
House,  in  course  of  construction  shows  that  it  will  be  a 
credit  to  the  city. 

FIRE  ALARM. 

When  the  new  alarm  bell  is  hung  and  the  batteries  re- 
moved to  the  basement  of  the  new  engine  house,  the  fire 
alarm  system  can  be  expected  to  give  better  satisfaction  than 
in  the  past. 

MEMBERS. 

The  manual  force  of  the  department  is  about  the  same 
in  numbers  as  at  last  report ;  and,  in  consideration  of  the 
hazardous  duties  which  the  firemen  have  to  perform,  we 
think  that  your  honorable  body  should  deal  as  generously 
as  possible  with  them  in  their  wants. 

HOSE. 

Our  hose  is  about  the  same  in  quantity  as  last  reported; 
but,  as  some  of  the  companies  need  new  hose,  I  would 
recommend  the  purchase  of  1500  feet  of  rubber-lined  hose 
at  once. 

RECOMMENDATIONS . 

I  would  also  earnestly  recommend  the  consideration  of 
better  fire  protection  at  the  Lake,  where  so  much  inflammable 
property  is  stored  in  the  lumber  districts  ;  and  would  suggest 
that  some  measures  be  taken  to  have  the  fire  wardens  look 
after  the  interests  of  the  city. 
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REMARKS. 

Our  city  has  been  very  fortunate  the  past  year  in  having 
but  one  serious  fire,  while  all  around  us  there  has  been  great 
loss  of  life  and  property  by  the  fire  fiend. 

In  the  fatal  accident  to  Second  Assistant  Engineer, 
John  Van  Sicklen,  our  department  lost  a  valuable  member 
and  our  city  an  upright  citizen,  As  a  man  and  a  fireman  he 
was  loved  and  respected  by  all. 

Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  the  companies' 
statistics  and  inventories. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  your  honor- 
able body,  the  fire  committee,  assistant  engineers,  the  depart- 
ment in  general,  and  to  all  others  who  have  contributed  to 
the  interests  of  the  Fire  Department  and  assisted  me  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties.

REPORT 

OP  THE 

CITY  ATTORNEY. 


To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen — Since  the  date  of  my  former  report,  no 
suits  have  been  brought  by  or  against  the  City. 

The  suit  of  Patrick  Collins  vs.  Martin  Clark  and  the 
City  of  Burlington,  in  the  Chittenden  County  Court,  brought 
to  recover  for  personal  injuries,  has  been  discontinued  with- 
out costs. 

The  appeal  of  the  Third  Congregational  Society  from 
the  assessment  for  a  sewer  on  College  Street,  has  been  set- 
tled and  the  suit  discontinued. 

In  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  Louis  DeGoesbriand,  et  als, 
from  the  assessment  for  the  Cherry  Street  Sewer,  some  of  the 
appellants  have  withdrawn  from  the  prosecution  of  the  ap- 
peal which  is,  however,  pending  as  to  the  others. 

The  appeals  from  sewer  assessments  by  the  First  Con- 
gregational Society  and  by  H.  J.  E.  Bailey  and  wife  are  still 
pending. 

In  the  suit  of  E.  K.  Hard  vs.  the  City,  U.  A.  Woodbury 
and  G.  D.  Weller,  to  enjoin  the  appropriation  of  funds  for 
extra  police  and  for  electric  lighting,  during  the  winter  car- 
nival in  February  1886,  no  further  testimony  has  been  taken 
by  the  orator.  No  present  question  of  importance  is  in- 
volved. 


CITY  ATTORNEY. 
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A  few  claims  against  the  City  for  small  amounts  have 
been  adjusted  without  recourse  to  the  Courts. 

The  boundary  line  between  the  lands  of  John  Spencer 
and  of  the  City,  on  Main  Street,  has  been  established  by 
agreement  and  deed,  and  thus  a  vexatious  controversy  has 
been  settled. 

The  general  ordinances  of  the  City  have  been  revised 
and  published  in  a  volume  together  with  the  charter,  under 
the  direction  of  a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  con- 
sisting of  the  City  Attorney,  the  City  Clerk  and  Alderman 
L.  F.  Englesby. 

Amendments  to  the  Charter  have  been  made  by  the  Leg- 
islature providing  for  the  election  by  the  City  Council  of 
Water  Commissioners  and  of  Fire  Wardens. 

Compliance  with  the  Ordinances  has  been  reasonably 
secured  without  many  prosecutions.  This  is  largely  due  to 
the  diligence  as  well  as  patience  of  the  Health  Officer  and 
Constable. 

During  the  year  past,  the  general  business  of  this  office, 
in  protecting  the  legal  rights  of  the  City,  has  been  of  the 
usual  volume  and  variety,  but  a  report  in  further  detail  would 
be  without  interest  to  the  public.

CITY  JUDGE, 

FOE  THE  YEAR  1888. 


WILLIAM  H.  HARE,  City  Judge, 
From  January  1st,  to  April  1st,  1888. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  city  cases  tried  before 
the  City  Court,  the  costs  in  which  are  payable  by  the  City, 
from  the  first  day  of  January  1888,  to  the  first  day  of  April 
1888,  exclusive  of  the  latter  day. 

There  were  brought  seven  complaints  for  breach  of  the 
peace  against  the  same  number  of  respondents,  of  which  six 
were  convicted  and  fined,  and  one  was  acquitted.  In  one  of 
said  cases  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  County  Court.  In 
another  case  the  respondent  was  taken  to  the  Reform  School, 
from  which  he  had  been  let  out  on  furlough,  and  the  fine  and 
costs  imposed  by  the  court  remained  unpaid  on  the  first  day 
of  last  April.  The  fines  and  costs  for  the  quarter  ending 
March  31st ,  1888,  amount  to  $49.99,  and  the  amount  col- 
lected by  the  Court  on  said  fines  and  costs  was  $33.04,  leav- 
ing a  balance  against  the  Court  for  the  quarter,  of  $16.95.

during  the  past  year.  The  department  consists  of  60  com- 
missioned policemen,  of  these  48  are  watchmen  at  the 
several  manufactories  without  cost  to  the  city  ;  two  are  on 
duty  on  Church  street  each  night ;  one  on  Battery  street ;  one 
on  Battery  Park  ;  one  on  North  avenue  ;  two  on  North  street 
to  Elmwood  avenue  ;  two  in  Second  ward,  one  on  Pearl  street.

No  deaths  have 
occurred  among  the  inmates  during  the  past  year.  The 
house  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  painted,  both  inside 
and  outside.  A  new  carriage  shed  has  been  built  for  the 
storage  of  farm  vehicles  and  tools— a  much  needed  addition. 
The  Farm  has  been  improved,  new  fences  have  been  built,  a 
large  number  of  fruit  trees  set  out,  etc. 

The  Poor  House  itself  is  always  clean  and  well  cared 
for,  and,  as  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  both  the  Superinten- 
dent and  his  wife  have  done  all  they  could  for  the  comfort 
and  happiness  of  the  occupants. 

The  sickness,  which  has  prevailed  to  an  unusual  degree 
during  the  month  of  December,  has  added  largely  to  the  calls 
for  assistance,  and  I  find  myself  compelled  to  refuse  many 
worthy  requests,  for  want  of  the  necessary  means  at  my  dis- 
posal, and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  appropriation 
for  the  department  is  insufficient  for  the  demands,  which  our 
increasing  population  would  seem  to  appear  reasonable  and 
necessary  in  the  future.

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THE  MARY  FLETCHER  HOSPITAL. 


REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS 

OF 

The  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital. 


The  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the  gift  of  Mary  M.  Fletcher 
to  the  suffering  of  Vermont,  to  medical  science,  and  to  the 
profession  of  nursing,  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of 
Vermont,  November  18th,  1876.  Its  Board  of  Directors  was 
organized  December  6th,  1876.  Shortly  afterward,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  choice  of  Miss  Fletcher,  the  Directors  selected 
as  the  site  of  the  Hospital  and  purchased  the  Catlm  estate, 
consisting  of  about  25  acres  of  high  ground  overlooking  the 
City  from  its  eastern  side.  The  property  thus  acquired  has 
been  increased  by  subsequent  purchases  to  about  50  acres, 
including  beside  land  devoted  to  meadow  and  pasture,  a 
spacious  garden,  an  orchard  of  200  fruit  trees,  and  a  pine 
grove.  During  the  years  1877-8  were  erected  the  Adminis- 
trative Building,  containing  also  rooms  for  private  patients, 
the  Men's  Ward,  the  Amphitheatre  for  clinical  lectures,  and 
out-buildings,  costing  about  $50,000.  The  Hospital  was 
dedicated  and  opened  January  22d,  1879,  having  a 
capacity  for  27  patients.  On  the  death  of  Miss  Fletcher, 
February  24th,  1885,  the  Hospital  came  into  possession  of 
the  bulk  of  her  estate,  which,  together  with  the  original  en- 
dowment and  gifts  for  free  beds,  constitutes  a  permanent 
fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital  of  about  $335,000. 
During  the  year  1887,  there  were  added  to  the  Hospital 
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buildings  a  Woman's  Ward,  embodying  all  the  latest  im- 
provements in  hospital  construction,  an  Isolated  Ward  for 
severe  surgical  cases,  and  a  building  containing  an  operating 
room  and  a  room  for  the  preparation  of  surgical  dressings, 
the  whole  cost  being  in  the  neighborhood  of  $20,000.  The 
total  capacity  of  the  Hospital  is  now  43  beds,  which,  in  emer- 
gency, could  be  increased  to  50  beds. 

By  the  intention  of  the  Founder  and  in  the  method  of  its 
administration  by  the  Directors,  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital 
is  for  the  benefit  of  all  residents  of  the  State  of  Vermont 
whose  cases  can,  for  any  reason,  be  better  treated  in  a  public 
institution  than  by  means  within  reach  of  the  ordinary  prac- 
titioner. Cases  from  outside  the  State  are  not  refused  if 
there  is  room  for  them,  but  it  is  understood  that  residents  of 
the  State  have  the  prior  claim. 

ENDOWED  BEDS. 

A  Free  Bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity  in  the  Hos- 
pital for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars.  Five  have  already 
been  thus  endowed  : — 

I.  The  Julia  M.  Edmunds  Bed ;  endowed  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  George  F.  Edmunds  of  Burlington,  in  memory  of  their 
daughter,  and  to  be  occupied  by  female  patients  only. 

II.  The  Kate  W.  Morton  Bed  ;  endowed,  in  memory  of 
his  daughter,  by  Mr.  George  Morton  of  Burlington. 

III.  The  Bethesda  Bed ;  endowed  by  our  founder, 
Mary  Fletcher,  February  11th,  1885,  her  gift  to  the  First 
Calvinistic  Congregation  Church  in  this  city. 

IV.  The  Loomis  Bed;  endowed  by  William,  Luther 
and  Horatio  Loomis,  in  memory  of  their  father  and  mother, 
Henry  and  Julia  Loomis. 

V.  The  L.  G.  Ware  Bed  ;  endowed  in  January,  1889, 
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by  the  First  Congregational  Society,  Unitarian,  and  bearing 
the  name  of  its  minister. 

Persons  may  be  designated  by  the  donors  or  their  repre- 
sentatives for  the  free  occupancy  of  an  endowed  bed,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  made  by  the  Directors. 

The  Directors  commend  this  form  of  charity  to  the 
attention  of  those  who  may  be  studying  the  most  economical 
and  effective  forms  of  relief  to  suffering  humanity. 

DONATIONS 

have  been  made,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  Hospital,  of  bed 
linen,  old  linen  for  dressings,  fruit  and  flowers,  preserves  and 
other  delicacies  for  the  sick  ;  also  of  books,  magazines,  and 
daily  and  weekly  newspapers  sent  by  the  publishers.  All  of 
these  gifts  have  been  most  acceptable  ;  and  the  Directors 
desire  to  make  their  hearty  thanks  to  the  thoughtful  givers. 

They  would  also  acknowledge  thankfully  the  kindness  of 
the  ministers  of  the  various  city  churches  in  holding  Sunday 
services  in  the  Hospital ;  and  the  welcome  courtesy  of  the 
choirs  whose  singing  has  been  of  special  pleasure  and  comfort 
to  our  patients. 

A  generous  benefactor,  who  withholds  his  name,  has 
given  a  parlor  organ  for  use  in  the  Sunday  services. 

ADMISSION  AND  EEGULATIONS. 

In  order  to  prevent,  and,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  to 
correct,  misapprehension  in  the  public  mind  as  to  the  field 
of  benevolence  occupied  by  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the 
Directors  herewith  make  a  brief  statement  of  the  principles 
on  which  it  is  conducted. 

A  hospital  is  essentially  a  charity.  It  is  an  institution 
the  main  object  of  which  is  not  the  making  of  money,  or  the 
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advancement  of  science,  but  rather  the  cure  of  the  sick,  the 
feeble,  the  injured.  It  aims  to  bring  the  benefits  of  the  most 
advanced  medical  science,  the  most  skillful  nursing,  and  the 
most  favoring  material  and  moral  conditions,  to  the  relief  of 
the  suffering  of  all  classes.  It  gives  a  well  appointed 
temporary  home  to  those  whose  own  homes  lack  appliances 
favorable  to  recovery,  and  it  adds  some  appliances  which  the 
most  luxurious  homes  cannot  furnish.  It  is,  thus,  we  repeat, 
a  public  charity,  a  benefit  to  all  in  every  class  who  may  need 
its  help. 

But  it  is  an  expensive  charity,  one  of  the  most  ex- 
pensive known  to  modern  civilization.  The  permanent  in- 
vestment, in  grounds,  buildings,  furniture,  instruments,  and 
all  arrangements  for  securing  the  most  perfect  sanitary  con- 
ditions, is  necessarily  large.  The  current  expenses,  even 
after  allowing  for  the  large  amount  of  gratuitous  service  ren- 
dered, are  seen  to  be  very  heavy  when  it  is  remembered  that 
the  diet  must  be  always  choice  and  often  expensive ;  that 
the  medicines  and  instruments  must  be  the  most  effective 
known  to  the  profession,  whatever  the  cost  may  be ;  that  the 
staff  of  nurses  and  attendants  must  be  such  that  whenever, 
by  day,  or  by  night,  any  kind  of  service  is  required,  it  must 
be  always  at  hand,  wide  awake,  not  impaired  by  fatigue  or 
confused  by  conflict  of  duty.  Many  times  in  the  history  of 
the  Hospital,  the  Directors  have  found  that  the  paid  servants 
outnumbered  the  patients,  without  being  able  to  see  how  any 
of  this  large  staff  could  be  dispensed  with.  There  have  been 
single  patients  who  have  required  the  entire  service  of  a 
nurse  night  and  day.  In  many  cases  the  medicines  and  special 
diet  of  a  patient  have  cost  the  hospital  more  per  week  than 
the  largest  sum  paid  by  those  who  are  regarded  as  paying- 
patients. 
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Now  it  is  obvious  that  with  the  space  and  the  furds  at 
the  command  of  the  Hospital,  it  cannot  offer  its  advantages 
gratuitously  to  all  without  discrimination.  Nor  should  this  be 
expected.  A  hospital  does  not  exist  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
planting the  regular  medical  practitioner,  or  of  providing 
medical  service  gratuitously  for  those  who  are  able  to  pay  for  it. 
In  the  minds  of  many  persons  a  hospital  implies  unlimited 
resources  which  the  Directors  can  dispense  without  stint. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  no  institutions  are  more  liable  to  financial 
straits,  because  of  the  natural  tendency  of  Hospital  Directors 
to  extend  to  suffering  humanity  a  larger  charity  than  their 
means  will  permit.  The  revenues  of  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hos- 
pital, though  administered  with  the  strictest  economy,  are 
sufficiently  taxed  by  the  legitimate  claims  of  charity;  for 
charity,  more  or  less,  every  patient  receives.  It  has  never 
been  proposed  by  the  Directors,  it  would  not  be  consistent 
with  the  liberal  views  of  the  Founder,  that  any  should  be 
required  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  the  services  rendered.  Those 
who  pay  most  receive  fully  half  they  get  as  a  gratuity.  But 
all  the  sums  paid  by  those  who  are  able  to  pay  anything 
increase  the  power  of  the  Hospital  to  extend  its  benefits  to 
those  who  are  able  to  pay  nothing.  It  is  upon  these  prin- 
ciples that  patients  are  received.  Those  who  are  poor, 
homeless,  friendless,  are  understood  to  have  the  first  claim. 
Such  applicants,  when  they  are  fit  subjects  for  hospital  treat- 
ment, and  when  there  are  vacant  beds,  are  never  refused. 
But  in  order  that  the  largest  possible  number  of  such  cases 
may  be  received,  all  others  are  expected  to  pay  on  a  scale 
accommodated  to  their  means.  We  have  found  that  most 
persons  are  glad  to  pay  all  that  could  be  expected  of  them. 
Friends  often  contribute  to  the  support  of  those  less  fortu- 
nate than  themselves.     Employers,  recognizing  the  value  to 
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themselves  of  such  an  institution  in  their  neighborhood  in 
cases  of  accident  or  serious  sickness,  willingly  pay  in  part  or 
in  full  for  the  care  of  their  employees.  We  trust  the  time  is 
coming  when  the  railroad  corporations,  the  manufacturing 
firms,  the  churches,  all  who  have  large  numbers  of  persons 
in  their  care,  to  whom  they  owe  charity  in  times  of  distress^ 
will  endow  beds  available  for  their  use  in  case  of  need.  And 
we  confidently  expect  that  as  the  needs  of  the  hospital  outgrow 
its  means,  other  liberal  hands  will  enlarge  its  resouces,  so 
that  its  doors  may  be  always  wide  enough  to  admit  all  the 
suffering  poor  of  our  State,  "  without  money  and  without 
price." 

The  regulations  for  admission  of  patients  are  hereto 
appended : 

I.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  contagious  or  infec- 
tious disease,  shall  be  admitted,  nor  any  lunatic,  nor  any 
maternity  case. 

II.  The  regular  price  of  treatment  is  ten  dollars  per 
week.  Reductions  from  this  price  will  be  made  when  satis- 
factory proof  is  furnished  of  the  inability  of  the  patient  to 
pay  full  rates.  A  limited  number  of  free  beds  are  available 
for  those  whose  circumstances  render  them  fit  subjects  for 
such  charity. 

III.  Applications  from  outside  of  Burling  con  must  be 
made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Superintendent,  by  the 
attending  physician  of  the  patient,  accompanied  by  a  full 
description  of  the  case,  and  when  a  free  bed,  or  reduced  rates 
may  be  desired,  by  a  statement  of  the  pecuniary  circum- 
stances of  the  patient. 

IV.  Physicians  should  remember  that  incurable  cases, 
and  those  which  admit  of  only  temporary  relief,  are  not  re- 
garded, in  general,  as  suitable  subjects  for  admission.

The  present  Grand  List  of  the  city  is  $102,995.00.  It  is 
certainly  reasonable  to  presume  that,  with  the  additional 
improvements  made  upon  the  real  estate  during  the  past 
year,  and  allowing  for  all  possible  deductions,  the  Grand  List 
will  amount  to  at  least  $104,000  for  the  coming  year.  Upon 
this  basis  a  tax  of  85  cents,  the  same  as  last  year,  will  raise 
$88,400.00.    The  Highway  Tax  provided  by  law  will  be  15 
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cents,  and  there  should  be  a  Sinking  Fund  Tax  of  5  cents,  or 
a  total  of  $1.05,  the  same  amount  as  last  year.  The  State, 
however,  has  called  upon  us  for  a  special  tax  of  20  cents, 
which  must,  therefore,  be  added  to  the  above  amount. 

BONDED  DEBT. 

As  some  inquiries  have  been  made  as  to  the  amount  of 
our  bonded  debt  and  of  what  it  consists,  it  may  not  be  out  of 
place  in  this  communication  to  briefly  review  the  same  in 
detail,  for  the  information  of  those  who  have  not  kept  it  in 
mind  :

Of  this  amount  $8,500  have  been  retired,  leaving  $96,500 

yet  to  be  paid. 

The  Water  Bonds  of  the  issue  of  July  1,  1866,  amounted 

to  $148,400  when  they  became  due  in  1886.    A  city  meeting 

was  held  April  10,  1886,  as  will  be  remembered,  to  determine 

what  should  be  done  on  their  maturity.    At  this  meeting  the 

following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

1st.  Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Burlington  hereby  votes 
to  issue  its  negotiable  notes  or  bonds  to  the  amount  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand  dollars,  being  the  amount 
required,  after  applying  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  four 
hundred  dollars  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  not  invested,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  said  outstanding  bonds  of  the  city,  due 
July  1st,  1886,  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  forty-eight 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars  ;  said  notes  or  bonds  to  be 
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either  registered  or  coupon,  at  the  option  of  the  purchaser, 
of  denominations  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  nor 
more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  at  such  a  rate  of  interest,  as 
the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer  shall  find  it  necessary,  in  order 
to  place  the  loan  ;  said  interest  payable  semi-annually,  to  be 
specified  in  said  bonds  and  coupons,  thereto  attached,  pay- 
able in  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  forty  years,  as  the 
Mayor  and  City  Treasurer  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  City ;  said  bonds  to  bear  date  July  1,  1886,  the  principal 
and  interest  payable  in  either  the  city  of  New  York  or  the 
city  of  Boston. 

2nd.  Resolved,  That  said  notes  or  bonds  be  duly  ex- 
ecuted, by  being  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer, 
and  that  the  seal  of  the  City  be  thereto  affixed  and  attested 
by  the  City  Clerk,  and  that  the  coupons  be  signed  by  the 
Mayor,  and  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and  dispose  of  said  notes  or 
bonds,  when  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  executed  as  afore- 
said. 

3rd.  Resolved,  That  the  City  Treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make  a  temporary  loan  not  exceeding  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  that  amount 
of  bonds  for  the  investment  of  the  Sinking  Fund  from  time 
to  time  as  it  may  accrue. 

4th.  Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
provisions  contemplated  by  the  foregoing  resolutions,  the 
City  Treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  a  tem- 
porary loan  by  borrowing  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
and  thirty-five  thousand  dollars;  provided  the  total  amount 
of  obligations  authorized  by  the  foregoing  resolutions  shall 
not  at  any  one  time  exceed  the  said  sum  of  $135,000. 

To  carry  out  the  instructions  of  these  resolutions  there 
were  issued  on  July  1,  1886,  $115,000  of  Eegistered  Bonds 
and  $20,000  of  Coupon  Bonds,  all  bearing  four  per  cent, 
interest.  Of  this  amount  $15,000  of  the  Eegistered  Bonds, 
were  taken  by  the  City  for  its  sinking  fund  investment,  and 
the  balance  of  $120,000  was  taken  by  the  Springfield  Institu- 
tion for  Savings,  at  a  premium  of  $7,619.  Adding  the  amount 
of  these  bonds  ($135,000)  to  the  $96,500  already  outstanding 
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the  total  amount  of  Water  Bonds  is.  ...... .  $231,500

NEW  RESERVOIR. 

To  provide  for  the  expense  of  building  the  new  reservoir 
and  repairing  the  old  reservoir,  a  resolution  was  adopted  at 
a  city  meeting,  held  on  the  8th  of  May  last,  which  provided 
for  a  loan  by  the  City  of  $25,000,  payable  in  ten  annual 
instalments  of  $2,500,  each,  with  interest  annually  at  5  per 
cent.  The  City  Treasurer  has  obtained  $20,000  of  this  sum 
by  a  loan  of  $17,500  from  the  Sinking  Fund  and  $2,500  from 
the  Cemetery  Fund.  The  balance  of  $5,000  will  be  supplied 
from  the  Sinking  Fund  on  the  collection  of  the  taxes  for 
1889  and  the  accumulations  of  interest.  This  most  neces- 
sary and  valuable  addition  to  our  water  service,  has  thus  been 
secured  with  an  increase  of  our  tax  rate  of  less  than  four  per 
cent.  I  certainly  hope  that  the  work  on  the  reservoirs  next 
season  will  not  be  considered  finished,  until  the  grounds  are 
not  only  graded,  but  the  old  reservoir  is  also  lined  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  new.    In  this  way  only  can  it  be  thor- 
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oughly  cleaned,  and  the  accumulation  of  vegetable  growth 
therein  successfully  prevented. 

STKEET  LIGHTS. 

A  contract  was  made  June  21,  1886,  with  the  Brush 
Swan  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  to  furnish  the  City 
fifty  electric  lights  of  2,000  candle-power  for  three  years,  at 
thirty-two  cents  per  light  per  night.  This  number  was  found 
to  be  too  limited,  petitions  being  continually  received  to 
extend  the  circuit.  The  Street  Commissioners,  after  a  care- 
ful investigation  of  the  subject,  during  the  summer,  submitted 
a  new  contract  with  the  Burlington  Gas  Light  Company,  the 
successors  of  the  former  company.  This  contract  received 
your  approval,  and  was  executed  on  the  3rd  of  last  Septem- 
ber. By  its  terms,  the  number  of  electric  lights  was  increased 
to  one  hundred,  or  more,  if  deemed  best,  of  2,000  candle 
power,  for  the  sum  of  thirty  cents  per  light  per  night  for 
twenty-one  nights  per  month,  the  lights  to  burn  from  one- 
half  hour  after  sunset,  until  half-past  twelve  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  and  fifty  cents  per  light  per  night  for  not  less  than 
twenty-five  all  night  lights  upon  one  circuit.  The  contract  is 
to  continue  to  September  1,  1891,  and  thereafter  for  the 
further  period  of  two  years,  unless  the  company  are  served 
with  one  month's  notice  to  the  contrary,  previous  to  that  date. 

All  gas  and  naptha  lights  have  been  discontinued. 

There  are  at  present  one  hundred  and  one  evening 
electric  lights  and  no  all  night  lights. 

Although  by  this  arrangement  the  cost  of  street  lighting 
will  be  somewhat  increased,  I  think  that  our  citizens  will  fully 
approve  of  the  plan  adopted. 
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SCHOOLS. 

By  the  advantageous  purchase  of  the  Baptist  Mission 
property,  for  the  use  of  the  School  Department,  the  City  is 
temporarily  relieved  from  the  pressing  need  of  a  new  school 
building,  as  room  is  now  provided  for  the  increasing  number 
of  scholars  in  that  portion  of  our  city.  Attention  is  called  to 
the  excellent  report  of  the  Superintendent,  for  a  detailed  con- 
dition of  this  department. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

Extensive  and  much  needed  repairs  have  been  made  in 
all  the  public  buildings,  and  they  are  now  in  good  and  credit- 
able condition,  and  more  convenient  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  City. 

STREETS. 

Considerable  permanent  work  has  been  accomplished  on 
the  streets  during  the  year  past.  This  course  should  be  con- 
tinued, and  the  sewerage  system  should  be  extended  as 
rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  the  wants  of  our  people,  and  the 
means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Street  Department.

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AMENDMENTS

ADOPTED  BY  THE 

LEGISLATURE  OF  VERMONT,  1888. 


No.  242. — AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  THE  CHAKTEE 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  BUKLINGTON. 

SECTION.  SECTION. 

1 .    Water   Commissioners ;    their      2.    Powers  and  duties  of  water 
terms  of  office;  Fire  Wardens.  commissioners  ;  superinten- 

dent of  city  water  works. 
3.    Duties  of  fire  wardens. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont : 

Section  1.  Section  two  of  an  act  approved  November 
9,  1876,  entitled  "An  act  in  amendment  of  and  in  addition  to 
an  act  approved  November  26,  1872,  entitled  an  act  to  incor- 
porate the  city  of  Burlington,  approved  November  22,  1864, 
and  of  the  several  amendments  thereof  heretofore  enacted," 
is  hereby  amended  as  follows  :  by  striking  out  the  words  "  a 
superintendent  of  water  works  "  where  they  first  occur,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  three  water  commissioners, 
who  shall  not  be  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  ;  one  fire 
warden  for  each  ward;  and  by  inserting  after  the  words 
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"  street  commissioners "  in  the  same  paragraph,  the  words 
and  of  the  water  commissioners  ;  and  by  inserting  after  the 
words  "until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified" 
the  words  :  provided  that  the  three  water  commissioners  shall 
be  appointed  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one,  two  and  three  years, 
respectively,  from  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  1889,  and 
annually  thereafter  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  or  between 
that  time  and  the  third  Monday  in  April,  one  water  commis- 
sioner shall  be  so  appointed  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years 
from  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  the  same  April. 

Sec.  2.  Section  ten  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Bur- 
lington, as  at  present  existing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  paragraph  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  superintendent 
of  the  city  water  works,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following : 

The  water  commissioners  shall  have  the  exclusive  general 
management  and  control  of  the  city  water  works,  subject  to 
any  limitation  and  restriction  contained  in  the  ordinances, 
regulations  and  orders  of  the  city  council.  The  commis- 
sioners shall  have  power  to  make  all  necessary  repairs,  exten- 
sions or  improvements  of  said  works,  and  to  provide  new 
supply  pipes,  but  shall  have  no  power  to  expend  any  money 
or  to  incur  any  debt  beyond  the  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  by  the  city  council.  They  shall  annually  on  the 
first  Monday  after  the  25th  day  of  April  appoint  a  superin- 
tendent of  the  city  water  works,  to  serve  until  the  first  Mon- 
day after  the  25th  day  of  April  in  the  year  following,  or  until 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified.  The  water 
commissioners  may  at  any  time  remove  the  superintendent 
of  the  city  water  works,  for  sufficient  cause,  and,  in  such  case, 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  new  appointment. 

The  superintendent  of  city  water  works  shall  have  the 
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special  and  immediate  care  and  practical  supervision  of  the 
city  water  works  and  city  property  used  in  connection  there- 
with, but  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  in  respect  thereto  to 
the  orders  of  the  water  commissioners. 

Sec.  3.  Section  ten  of  said  charter  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  : 

The  duty  of  the  fire  wardens  shall  be  to  make  due  in- 
spection, each  in  the  ward  for  which  he  is  appointed  by  the 
city  council,  of  all  buildings  and  premises  therein,  and  to 
make  and  enforce  such  orders  and  take  such  precautionary 
measures  in  respect  to  such  buildings  and  premises  as  may 
be  needful  to  prevent  fires  and  accident  from  unsafe  struc- 
tures, and  to  perform  other  like  duties  which  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  city  council.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen — In  assuming  the  duties  which  have  been 
entrusted  to  us  by  the  citizens  of  this  city,  permit  me  to  say,  that 
the  best  interests  of  our  beloved  city,  her  good  name,  her  honor, 
her  prosperity  and  her  advancement  in  all  that  tends  to  education 
and  the  highest  enlightenment,  should  be  the  inspiration  to  guide 
us  in  the  faithful  and  impartial  performance  of  those  duties,  as 
expressed  in  our  oath,  with  God  as  a  witness  to  our  sincerity. 
The  wants  and  necessities  of  our  fellow-citizens  must  be  consult- 
ed outside  of  extreme  partisanship  or  personal  preferences,  keep- 
ing in  view  at  all  times  the  public  good.

The  past  few  years  have  witnessed  a  marked  improvement  in 
our  streets  and  side-walks,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  year 
will  be  no  exception  to  the  rule ;  as  far  as  possible,  the  expendi- 
ture on  our  streets  should  be  of  a  permanent  character,  and  the 
incompleted  wTork  should  be  finished  as  soon  as  possible. 

Our  city  has  fifty  miles  of  streets  to  care  for,  and,  if  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  permanent  work  can  be  done  upon  them  each 
year,  consistent  with  the  means  at  command,  they  will  all  in  time 
be  equally  good.  We  have  now  six  and  one-half  miles  of  macad- 
amized and  paved  streets,  eleven  and  one-fourth  miles  graveled, 
which  shows  that  this  point  has  not  been  neglected.  There  are 
now  over  seven  miles  of  flagged  side-walks,  where  a  few  years 
since  not  one  foot  existed.  Let  the  good  work  continue.  Every 
additional  block,  curbed  and  flagged,  makes  it  easier  to  finish  the 
next  one,  and  soon  we  shall  have  good  dry  walks  in  all  of  the  more 
populous  parts  of  the  city. 

In  this  connection  I  would  add,  in  order  that  their  full  ben- 
efit may  be  enjoyed,  cross-walks  should  be  constructed,  and  these 
should  be  laid  as  soon  as  possible  in  every  street  much  used,  and 
where  sewers  and  water-pipes  have  been  laid. 

The  matter  of  establishing  street  lines  is  an  important  point, 
and  should  not  be  longer  delayed,     Its  need  is  so  well  stated  in 
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the  City  Engineer's  Reports  for  1887  and  1888  that  I  cannot  do 
better  than  refer  you  to  them.

One  of  the  most  important  subjects  connected  with  the  Street 
Department  is  that  of  the  extension  of  the  Sewerage.  Wherever 
water  is  supplied  or  drainage  required,  there  must  be  some  way 
provided  for  the  escape  of  sewage,  therefore  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  extend  the  sewerage,  and  to  this  end  the  trunk  or 
main  sewer  should  be  carried  where  most  needed.  At  present 
the  total  length  of  sewers  is  twelve  miles,  and  as  yet  little  has 
been  done  for  the  northern  part  of  the  city.  The  main  trunk 
sewer  up  Battery  Street  has  been  carried  across  Battery  Park. 
This  year  it  should  be  extended  to  North  Street,  and  as  far  up 
that  street  as  the  appropriation  will  allow ;  by  so  doing  the  late- 
rals from  the  streets  crossing  North  Street  can  be  laid  at  com- 
paratively small  expense  to  the  city,  as  their  cost  will  be  largely 
paid  by  the  frontage  assessment. 

Unfinished  portions  in  some  of  the  main  sewers  in  the  central 
portion  of  the  city  should  be  completed,  for  instance,  the  one  on 
Main  Street,  from  Summit  to  Prospect,  should  be  constructed. 
At  present  the  overflow  from  the  Reservoirs  is  compelled  to  run 
down  the  College  Street  sewer.  This  was  one  of  the  first  con- 
structed, and  is  small,  crooked  and  barely  sufficient  for  the  natu- 
ral sewage  which  is  emptied  into  it ;  therefore  it  should  not  be 
taxed  by  the  requirements  of  our  two  Reservoirs.    The  Pearl 
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Street  sewer  should  also  be  completed  by  being  extended  from 
Champlain  to  Battery  Street.  The  Shelburne  Street  sewer  should 
be  completed  by  extending  it  to  Howard  through  Union,  and  to 
Beach  through  Willard. 


Nothing  adds  so  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  a  place  or 
contributes  more  to  the  pleasure  and  comforts  of  its  people  than 
well  cared  for  Parks,  and  I  hope  you  will  see  that  ours  are  not 
neglected. 


Last  fall  a  new  contract  was  made  for  lighting  the  streets  by 
electricity,  and  all  other  lights  were  discontinued.  At  present 
there  are  one  hundred  and  one  Arc  lamps.  This  number  should 
be  increased,  at  least  by  nine  additional  lights,  which  should  be 
located  in  those  portions  of  the  city  most  requiring  them.

The  result  of  the  work  by  this  Department  last  year  was 
most  important,  and,  I  think,  I  may  add  satisfactory,  but  I  trust 
it  will  not  be  considered  entirely  completed,  until  the  old  reser- 
voir is  lined  and  made  in  all  respects  equal  to  the  new.  Then  we 
shall  no  longer  be  troubled  with  any  unpleasant  taste,  arising 
largely  from  vegetable  growth  and  decomposition  in  our  water 
storage,  and  each  reservoir  can  be  easily  and  thoroughly  cleaned, 
and  so  far  at  least  our  water  supply  will  be  pure. 

You  will  soon  be  called  upon  to  elect  a  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners,  under  the  recent  amendment  of  the  Charter.  If 
competent  men  can  be  secured  for  this  responsible  position,  and 
conduct  this  most  valuable  of  our  city  departments  in  a  true  and 
business-like  way,  under  intelligent  and  experienced  supervision, 
the  plan  proposed  will  be  successful  from  the  first.

Our  public  schools  are  doing  excellent  work,  and  their  repu- 
tation here  and  elsewhere  is  deservedly  high.  The  principal 
need  now  is  additional  accommodations  for  the  constantly  in- 
creasing number  of  pupils.  To  show  the  rate  of  increase,  com- 
pare the  attendance  during  the  fall  term  for  the  past  four  years  : 


In  1885  the  number  enrolled  was.  _ .   1,257 

In  1886  the  number  enrolled  was  1,324 

In  1887  the  number  enrolled  was  .1.1   .V   1,418 

In  1888  the  number  enrolled  was...   1,467 


Thus  showing  an  increased  enrollment  in  the  aggregate  of 
210  during  this  brief  period,  or  an  average  of  fifty-two  additions 
each  year.  During  this  time  the  only  additional  room  provided 
was  a  small  annex  to  the  North  and  Murray  school  house  and,  the 
purchase  of  the  Baptist  Mission  property  on  Archibald  Street. 
These  serve  to  accommodate  about  one-half  of  the  increase ;  the 
balance  was  sent  to  other  school  houses  already  overcrowded. 
Additional  room  seems  to  be  imperative,  and  the  need  appears  to 
be  the  greater  in  the  Grammar  and  High  School  Departments. 
Last  fall  there  were  135  sittings  in  the  Grammar  School  to 
accommodate  an  attendance  of  158,  and  136  sittings  in  the  High 
School  for  191  pupils.  Can  you  wonder  that  this  state  of  affairs 
has  been  an  object  of  great  solicitude  to  your  School  Board  ?  In 
the  judgment  of  the  School  Commissioners  the  time  has  arrived 
when  the  city  should  be  divided  into  three  or  four  Grammar 
School  Districts,  each  of  which  shall  eventually  be  provided  with 
a  Grammar  School,  and  they  recommend  the  first  one  to  be  built 
in  the  central  district,  where,  fortunately,  the  city  has  a  lot  of 
sufficient  size  for  a  Primary  and  Intermediate  School  building, 
fronting  on  Champlain  Street,  and  a  Grammar  School  building 
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fronting  on  Pine  Street,  reference  being  made  to  the  Pine  Street 
School  lot.  Later  a  Grammar  School  House  should  be  built 
both  in  the  north  and  south  districts. 

Can  there  then  be  any  question  of  the  necessity  of  some  defi- 
nite action  on  the  part  of  the  city,  which,  by  the  terms  of  section 
27  of  the  City  Charter,  is  required  to  provide  and  maintain 
suitable  school  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  schools 
in  the  city  ? 

FLETCHER  LIBRARY. 
It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  providing  more  suitable  and  convenient  rooms  for 
our  valuable  educator,  the  Public  Library.  This  need  has  been 
so  fully  and  well  referred  to  in  the  excellent  reports  of  Mr.  Ware 
in  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  and  of  Miss  Hagar,  the  Librarian,  that 
I  can  at  best  only  repeat  what  has  been  so  well  stated  by  them. 
But  I  would  especially  call  your  attention  to  that  part  of  the 
Librarian's  report  which  refers  to  the  usefulness  of  the  Library 
in  connection  with  the  Public  Schools.

Our  Fire  Department  has  for  years  been  a  source  of  pride  to 
our  city,  and  should  receive  substantial  aid  and  encouragement, 
in  order  that  the  well  merited  standard  of  past  years  may  be  fully 
maintained.  There  is  great  need  of  an  extension  of  the  water 
mains  through  the  northern  and  much  exposed  portion  of  the 
city.  Additional  and.  better  protection  should  also  be  made 
along  the  lake  shore,  where  so  much  valuable  property  is  stored. 
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I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  urgent  need  of  better 
facilities  for  extinguishing  fires  on  the  hill,  where  so  many  valu- 
able public  and  private  buildings  are  located  ;  and,  in  this  con- 
nection, I  most  earnestly  recommend  that  a  suitable  building 
be  provided,  and  a  company  organized  to  man  one  of  our  hand 
engines,  or,  what  is  far  better,  purchase  a  Chemical  Engine, 
which  is  easily  moved  and  is  proving  to  be  a  most  efficient 
adjunct  to  all  well  regulated  Fire  Departments.  There  is  also 
urgent  need  of  a  Ward  Boom  in  Ward  One,  and  the  building 
recommended  can  be  appropriated  for  this  use. 


The  protection  of  property  and  maintenance  of  good  order 
must  necessarily  be  attended  with  expense,  and  that  expense 
should  be  reduced  to  as  small  a  sum  as  is  consistent  with  the 
proper  management  of  this  Department.  In  appointing  the 
Police,  it  will  be  my  aim  to  select  men  who  will  be  vigilant  and 
faithful  to  their  trusts,  and,  in  accepting  this  position,  it  will  be 
one  of  the  requisites  that  the  officer  shall  be  properly  uniformed. 


I  earnestly  recommend  a  careful  perusal  of  our  very  efficient 
Health  Officer's  report,  especially  that  portion  which  refers  to 
our  water  supply.  I  deem  this  subject  to  be  one  of  vital  import- 
ance, as  affecting  our  city's  growth  and  prosperity,  and  which 
should  receive  your  prompt  attention.

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 
Repairs  on  City  Hall,  City  Market,  and  Library  have  cost 
$4,063.74  and  these  buildings  are  now  in  good  repair. 
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I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  City  Vault,  the  Exposi- 
tory of  our  valuable  records.  Their  destruction  would  entail  the 
greatest  trouble  and  litigation.  This  portion  of  the  city  property 
should  be  carefully  examined  by  experienced  persons,  and,  if 
found  defective  in  construction,  the  fault  should  be  at  once 
remedied. 

POOR  DEPARTMENT. 
This  department  has  received  ggod  care  at  the  hands  of  your 
committee  and  Overseer  of  the  Poor.    The  buildings  have  been 
repainted  and  put  in  good  repair  during  the  past  year. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

You  will  be  called  upon  to  elect  Fire  Wardens  in  accordance 
with  the  amendment  to  the  City  Charter.  These  positions  should 
be  filled  by  men  of  experience  and  intelligence,  who  will  take 
such  precautionary  measures,  in  respect  to  buildings  and  premises, 
as  may  be  needful  to  prevent  fires  and  accidents  from  unsafe 
structures,  and,  if  the  duties  of  these  Wardens  could  be  extended 
so  as  to  report  the  number  of  buildings  constructed  each  year,  it 
would  be  valuable  data  for  the  city. 

1  would  recommend  for  the  benefit  of  the  tax  payers,  that 
the  present  method  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  Street  and 
Water  Departments,  be  itemized  in  similar  form  to  the  several 
accounts  rendered  in  the  9th,  10th,  11th  and  12th  Annual  Re- 
ports of  the  city,  showing  to  whom  and  for  what  the  money  was 
expended. 

CONCLUSION. 

Having  presented  to  your  notice  the  condition  of  the  several 
departments,  and  offered  for  your  consideration  such  suggestions 
as  have  occurred  to  me  in  the  brief  time  allowed  me  for  investi- 
gation, I  have  nothing  further  to  add,  except  the  general  recom- 
mendation, that,  as  we  have  been  chosen  by  the  people  to  trans- 
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act  the  business  of  the  city,  we  should  see, — Frst,  that  our  appro- 
priations are  made  to  cover  all  necessary  expenditures.  Secondly, 
that  all  the  departments  keep  rigidly  within  the  same,  that  the 
business  of  the  city  may  be  conducted  with  that  careful  discrimin- 
ation and  earnest  effort  which  characterizes  individual  enterprises. 

Gentlemen — I  hope  that  our  relations  in  the  year  just  open- 
ing may  be  mutually  pleasant  and  harmonious  ;  that  the  business 
which  we  may  be  called  to  pass  upon5  may  be  transacted  in  a 
spirit  of  impartiality  and  fairness,  which  shall  so  command  the 
favor  of  the  people,  that,  when,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  we  return 
to  them  this  trust  confided  to  our  care,  they  may  be  able  to  say, 
"  Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servants/'

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SCHOOL  CENSUS. 


The  new  State  School  Law,  passed  in  1888,  restored  the 
school  census.  Section  168,  of  the  Law,  No.  9 — "  An  Act  re- 
lating to  Public  Instruction,  being  a  revision  of  existing  school 
laws,  with  additional  provisions,"  is  as  follows,  viz  : — 

''The  Clerk  of  each  school  district  shall  annually,  during 
the  last  two  weeks  of  the  school  year,  prepare  an  accurate  list 
containing  the  name  and  age  of  each  child  of  school  age,  resid- 
ing in  the  district,  and  the  name  of  the  parent  or  other  person 
having  control  of  such  child  ;  and  he  shall  keep  such  list  on  file, 
and  make  such  report  therefrom  as  the  Superintendent  of  educa- 
tion may  require." 

The  Olerk  of  our  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Allen,  with  pains-taking  attention  and  thoroughness, 
prepared  the  required  list.  Mr.  Allen  classified  the  children  of 
the  city  with  reference  to  Wards,  age  and  illiteracy,  and  sub- 
mitted the  following  interesting  and  valuable  report  :

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  school 
census,  taken  in  June,  1889,  which  has  been  tabulated  for  more 
convenient  reference.    The  result  is  as  follows  :

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Of  the  3344  children  of  school  age,  5—18  years,  1414  attended 
the  public  schools  during  the  last  spring  term,  187  the  private 
schools,  and  1066  attended  the  several  parochial  schools  in  the 
city.  The  remaining  number,  677,  are  not  found  in  any  school 
during  this  period. 

The  percentage  of  illiteracy  among  the  children  of  school 
age  in  this  city,  which  appears  by  the  above  table  to  be  .16,  al- 
though larger  than  it  should  be,  is  not,  in  comparison  with  other 
similar  places,  excessive.  Four- fifths  of  this  number  are  found  in 
the  class  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  eight  years  ;  a 
period  within  which  the  school  education  of  nearly  all  children 
is  begun. 

Deduct  this  number,  or  401  from  the  total  of  535  children 
who  cannot  read  and  write,  and  the  percentage  is  at  once  reduced 
from  .16  to  .05,  a  much  more  gratifying  showing. 

The  number  not  attending  school  would  appear  to  be  large 
if  it  was  not  understood  that  during  the  summer  term,  this  class 
is  materially  increased  by  the  opportunities  for  employment  which 
often  necessarily  have  to  be  improved.  During  the  other  terms 
of  the  year,  a  large  proportion  of  this  number  are  found  in 
school,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  whole  number  of  children 
in  the  public  schools,  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1889,  was 
found  to  be  1817,  or  403  in  excess  of  the  number  reported  for  the 
summer  term.

The  Daily  Free  Press  of  Burlington,  July  27,  1889,  con- 
tained the  following  comments  on  Mr.  Allen's  report,  which  are 
worthy  of  insertion  here. 
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OUR   CITY  SCHOOIv  CENSUS. 

"  The  official  tabulation  and  report  of  the  recent  school 
census  of  Burlington,  is  printed  to-day  in  our  columns.  It  is, 
as  we  suppose,  the  most  careful  census  as  yet  taken  under  the 
auspices  of  the  School  Board,  and  it  will  be  found  worthy  of 
some  study  by  our  citizens.  We  can  allude  to-day  to  but  two 
points  brought  forward  by  the  figures  printed.  One  is  the,  on 
the  whole,  gratifying  showing  in  respect  to  illiteracy.  Of  the 
school  children  over  twelve  years  old,  it  will  be  seen,  only  three 
in  every  hundred  are  unable  to  read  and  write,  and  of  those  over 
fifteen  years  old  only  two  in  a  hundred  cannot  read  and  write. 
Few  cities  of  our  size,  and  with  such  a  large  population  of  foreign 
birth,  can  make  so  favorable  a  showing.  The  city  of  Burlington 
ought  not — and  as  these  figures  show,  need  not— to  take  home 
to  itself  any  considerable  share  of  the  responsibility  for  the  grow- 
ing illiteracy  among  the  population  of  Vermont,  which  has  been 
so  sadly  noted  of  late.  But  the  number  of  children  who  cannot 
read  and  write  is  still  too  large,  and  we  trust  it  will  be  lessened 
in  years  to  come. 

"  Another  point  is  the  crying  need  of  increased  school  room. 
The  city  ought  to  have  room  in  its  public  school  houses  for  all 
its  children,  and  so  leave  no  excuse  for  the  existence  of  other 
schools.  It  has  not  room  for  much  more  than  half  of  them.  The 
private  and  parochial  schools  supply  the  rest.  Even  if  these  con- 
tinue to  comprise  as  large  a  share  of  the  school  children,  there  is 
no  room  for  future  growth."

This,  increase  in  the  High  School  is  worthy  of  special  notice. 
Its  relative  gain  is  great,  and  its  present  per  cent,  of  total  enroll- 
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ment  is  very  creditable.  With  reference  to  itself,  its  enrollment 
during  the  past  ten  years  has  doubled. 

ARCHIBALD    STREET  PRIMARY. 

The  condition  and  growth  of  the  Archibald  Street  Primary 
are  worthy  of  special  mention. 

This  school  was  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term 
1888,  with  one  teacher.  It  soon  became  necessary  to  add  an 
assistant.    Its  enrollment  the  first  term  was  73. 

During  the  past  year  its  enrollment,  by  terms,  was  as  follows: 
W.  T.;  84 ;  S.  T.,  100  ;  F.  T.,  113. 

This  term  we  have  given  the  school  an  additional  teacher, 
and  thus  have  placed  it,  in  respect  to  teaching  force,  on  an 
equality  with  our  other  large  primary  schools.  Thus  the  demand 
for  this  school  is  clearly  demonstrated,  and  the  good  future  of 
the  city  in  securing  the  property  is  occasion  for  repeated  congrat- 
ulation. Notwithstanding  the  establishment  of  this  new  school, 
the  attendance  at  the  other  Primary  schools  in  the  same  part  of 
the  city,  in  the  case  of  one,  has  been  maintained,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  other,  has  increased. 

The  enrollment  of  the  North  and  Murray  Primary  for  the 
year  1888  was  as  follows  :  W.  T.,  133 ;  S.  T.,  151  ;  F.  T.,  132. 
For  the  year  1889  it  was  as  follows  :  W.  T.  ;  132.  S.  T.,  143  ; 
F.  T\,  147. 

The  enrollment  of  the  Pomeroy  Primary  for  1888  was  as  fol- 
lows :  W.  T.,  100  :  S.  T.,  115  ;  F.  T.,  104.  For  the  year  1889 
it  was  as  follows  :  W.  T.,  97  ;  S.  T.,  125 ;  F.  T.,  134. 

The  Pomeroy  Primary  school  is  provided  with  116  desks  for 
pupils,  and  accordingly  there  were  18  more  scholars  than  desks 
in  the  school  last  term. 

To  relieve  this  school  of  its  overflow,  it  has  been  necessary 
this  term  to  transfer  the  scholars  residing  on  the  south  side  of 
Pearl  street  and  on  South  Union  street  south  of  Pearl  street,  to 
the  Main  Street  Primary,  and  those  residing  north  of  North 
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street  and  west  of  Winooski  Avenue  and  Bright  street,  to  Archi- 
bald Street  Primary. 

The  frequent  transfers  of  this  character,  which  have  been 
made  during  the  past  few  years,  for  the  same  general  cause,  have 
been  grievous  to  the  little  ones,  annoying  to  parents,  and  trouble- 
some to  teachers,  but  they  have  been  unavoidable. 

There  can  be  but  one  conclusion  drawn  from  the  facts  pre- 
sented, viz.    Burlington  needs  greater  school  accommodations. 

To  be  still  more  specific,  a  new  school  building  should  be 
erected  this  year. 

SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

During  the  past  year,  the  changes  and  repairs  in  school  pro- 
perty have  been  few,  but  not  unimportant. 

At  the  Pomeroy  school,  considerable  work  was  done  in  repairs 
of  the  grounds  damaged  by  the  washing  down  from  the  lands  above, 
and  in  preventive  measures  against  similar  injury  in  the  future. 

At  the  Adams  school  the  play  grounds  in  rear  of  the  build- 
ing was  greatly  improved.  This  ground  was  rough  and  disfigured 
by  numerous  boulders,  and  a  portion  of  it  was  wet  a  great  part  of  the 
year.  The  boulders  and  smaller  stones  were  dug  out  and  re- 
moved ;  a  stone  drain  was  put  around  the  entire  east  and  north 
sides  of  the  grounds,  and  connected  with  the  street  sewer ;  the 
ground  was  divided  into  two  main  terraces ;  a  stone  gutter  was 
made  at  the  foot  of  the  bank  of  the  lower  terrace  connecting 
with  the  sewer  ;  and  the  borders  of  the  ground  and  the  sloping 
banks  of  the  terraces  were  turfed. 

In  prosecuting  this  work,  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  up 
and  relay  a  large  portion  of  the  drain  immediately  east  of  the 
building  constructed  the  year  before. 

The  grounds  now  presents  a  good  appearance,  and  we  think 
there  will  be  no  further  difficulty  from  dampness  in  the  building 
or  on  the  grounds. 

At  the  High  School,  the  capacity  of  the  steam  boiler  (which 
previously  contained  but  13  sections)  was  increased  by  the  addi- 
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tion  of  5  sections  ;  the  one  small  radiator  with  about  36  feet  of 
radiating  surface,  standing  in  the  lower  hall,  was  removed  to  the 
High  School  room,  and  two  96  feet  radiators  were  placed  in  the 
hall ;  the  High  School  room  received  needed  heating  power, 
where  it  was  wanted,  and  the  halls  and  cloak  rooms  were  made 
much  more  confortable  than  they  ever  were  before.  The  ceiling 
of  the  High  School  room  was  sheathed  with  wood,  and  the  danger 
from  falling  plaster  is  now  removed.  The  condition  of  the  up- 
per hall,  now  constantly  used  as  a  school  room,  was  improved 
generally. 

The  tin  roof  of  the  building  was  re-soldered  and  painted, 
the  water  conductors  and  gutters  were  repaired  or  renewed,  and 
the  roof  generally  restored  to  good  condition. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Archibald  Street  School,  when  new 
black-boards  have  been  required,  or  old  ones  have  needed  radical 
treatment,  solid  slate  boards  have  been  supplied.  During  the 
past  year,  North  and  Murray  Streets  Primary,  Main  Street 
Grammar  No.  1,  and  the  High  School  have  been  partially  fur- 
nished with  these  boards.  The  first  cost  of  the  slate  is  greater 
than  that  of  other  beards,  but  in  the  long  run  it  will  be  found 
to  be  economy  to  procure  them,  and  in  use  they  are  very  satis- 
factory. 

MAPS    OF    SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 
During  the  year,  the  City  Engineer,  Mr.  A.  R.  Dow,  has 
made  maps  of  all  the  school  property,  giving  size  and  location  of 
school  lots  and  buildings.    The  maps  are  well  executed,  and  will 
be  convenient  and  valuable  for  future  reference. 

TEACHERS. 

If  I  say  anything  about  our  teachers,  I  shall  probably  repeat 
in  substance,  and  perhaps'  in  phraseology,  what  I  have  said  over 
and  again  in  former  reports,  and  yet  to  pass  them  by  in  silence, 
would  be  unjust. 
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To  particularize  would  be  invidious,  and  I  shall  therefore 
speak  in  general  terms.  Our  teachers  as  a  body  are  capable,  in- 
telligent and  conscientious.  They  are  devoted  to  their  work,, 
and  strive  to  realize  their  ideal  in  their  actual  schools. 

They  are  not  content  with  past  acquisitions  and  old  forms, 
but  holding  fast  to  that  which  they  consider  best  in  the  past, 
they  endeavor  to  keep  abreast  with  the  ever-advancing  present. 

Several  of  them,"  as  a  few  have  done  before,  attended  a  sum- 
mer school  of  methods  last  season,  and  came  back  manifestlv 
helped  and  stimulated  by  the  summer's  study  and  association. 

But  Cupid  was  unusually  active  during  the  year,  and  made 
for  us  sad  havoc  among  the  teachers.  Where  familiar  names 
are  missing  in  our  roll  of  teachers,  there  were  his  victims,  and  so 
matrimony  continues  to  be  with  us  the  most  formidable  foe  to 
long  "tenure  of  office."  To  oppose  this  enemy  of  our  peace  of 
mind  and  of  the  stability  of  our  teaching  force,  would  probably 
be  regarded  as  contrary  to  public  policy,  and  besides,  as  all 
know  who  have  tried  it,  be  utterly  useless.  We  are  therefore 
accustomed  to  yield  regretfully,  but  as  gracefully  as  circum- 
stances, and  sometimes  very  aggravating  circumstances,  will 
permit,  and  then,  to  search  for  worthy  successors  of  those  who 
have  left  us. 

In  our  new  appointments,  so  far  as  we  are  now  able  to  judge, 
we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  good  teachers.  All  have  had 
superior  training,  and  must  have  also  had  successful  experience. 

The  educational  institutions  represented  by  our  teachers,

In  addition  to  the  number  credited  to  the  High  School,  in 
the  foregoing  list,  nine  others  credited  to  the  University  of  Ver- 
mont and  State  Agricultural  College,  and  to  different  Normal 
Schools,  were  also  graduates  of  our  High  School. 

UNITED    STATES  FLAGS. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  School  Commission- 
ers, held  January  4,  1889,  the  committee  on  School  Houses  and 
School  Property,  on  motion  of  Commissioner  Severson,  was  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  procure  United  States  Flags  for  our 
schools. 

This  action  was  afterwards  embodied  in  the  following  reso- 
lution introduced  by  Commissioner  Severson. 

u  Whereas,  In  order  to  more  deeply  fix  in  the  minds  of  the 
pupils  of  our  Public  Schools,  the  great  lesson  of  patriotism, 
which  should  underlie  all  education,  and  to  cultivate  imthem  a 
supreme  and  lasting  respect  and  reverence  for  their  country,  its 
laws,  its  liberties  and  its  unequalled  privileges  of  education  and 
advancement  which  its  institutions  afford  alike  to  all  classes, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  School  Property  be  in- 
structed to  promptly  procure  and  place  conspicuously  in  each

principal  room  of  the  puplic  schools  of  this  city,  a  United  States 
Flag  or  Flags  of  suitable  size,  and  also  take  such  measures  as  are 
necessary  to  float  a  large  Flag  from  the  tower  of  the  High  School 
building  during  the  sessions  of  the  school,  and  on  all  national 
holidays. " 

DECLARATION    OF  INDEPENDENCE. 

At  the  same  meetings  at  which  action  was  taken  in  regard 
to  the  flags,  on  motion  of  Commissioner  Allen,  the  Board  voted 
to  procure  copies  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  for  the 
High  and  Grammar  Schools. 

Commissioner  Allen's  resolution  was  as  follows  : 

"  Whereas  in  order  that  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools  of 
this  city  may  become  more  familiar  with  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  our  government,  and  thus  be  better  prepared  for  the 
civil  responsibilities  soon  to  be  assumed  by  them,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  School  Property  be  di- 
rected to  procure  as  soon  as  may  be,  copies  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  with  its  accompanying  official  history,  as  prepared 
and  published  by  Col.  George  T.  Balch,  of  New  York  City,  said 
copies  to  be  suitably  framed  and  glazed  and  hung  in  the  High 
and  Grammar  Schools. " 

In  accordance  with  this  action  of  the  School  Board,  flags 
were  soon  procured  and  placed  in  all  the  schools  of  the  city.  In 
Main  Street  Grammar  School  No.  I,  Main  Street  Grammar  No. 
2,  and  in  the  main  Grammar  School,  the  scholars  contributed 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  the  flags  placed  in  their  respective 
schools  ;  and  the  scholars  in  the  High  School  purchased  the  large 
flag  which  floats  over  the  building,  and  bore  a  part  of  the  inci- 
dental expenses  connected  with  raising  it. 

Special  acknowledgments  are  also  due  to  Mr.  E.  W.  Peck, 
of  this  city,  for  his  interest  in  this  movement,  and  for  his  gener- 
ous gift  to  the  High  School  of  its  fine  flag  pole  surmounted  by 
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the  gilded  "  Liberty  cap/'  now  standing  up  from  the  tower  of 
the  building. 

The  flags  were  welcomed  with  much  interest  by  teachers 
and  scholars.  They  present,  as  they  were  intended  to,  a  constant 
object  lesson  in  loyalty  and  patriotism.  The  teachers,  in  har- 
mony with  the  spirit  of  this  lesson,  have  made  effective  use  of 
patriotic  readings  and  selections  for  memorizing,  and  the  School 
Board  has  added  Dr.  Hale's  impressive  story,  "The  Man  without 
a  Country,"  to  the  supplementary  reading  provided  for  the 
Grammar  schools. 

The  opportunity  and  the  duty  of  inculcating  the  sentiment 
of  patriotism  in  public  schools  are  becoming  quite  generally  rec- 
ognized, and  are  finding  frequent  expression.  The  proceedings 
of  the  twenty-sixth  annual  meeting  of  the  Reunion  Society  of 
Vermont  officers,  held  at  Middlebury,  November  20,  1889,  fur- 
nish a  good  illustration  of  this. 

The  members  of  this  Society,  than  whom  no  men  have 
earned  a  better  right  to  be  heard  upon  this  subject,  adopted  the 
following  resolution  : 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Society  respectfully  solicits  the  at- 
tention of  the  Superintendent  of  Education  and  County  Super- 
visors to  the  matter  of  providing  reading  books  for  our  public 
schools  that  shall  give  a  correct  statement  of  the  causes  of  the 
civil  war,  and  that  shall  contain  selections  inculcating  patriotic 
devotion  to  our  country  and  flag  ;  to  present  this  subject  to  the 
proper  authorities,  and,  if  necessary,  to  the  Legislature." 

We  confidently  look  for  great  results  from  the  action  we 
have  taken  in  this  matter.  It  is  evident  to  any  observer,  that 
certain  evil  and  hostile  influences  are  abroad  in  the  land,  and  we 
believe  that  the  public  schools  of  the  country,  flying  the  stars 
and  stripes,  will  stand  for  the  valiant  and  successful  defence  and 
protection  of  their  colors.  The  paramount  object  of  the  State 
in  furnishing  instruction  to  its  children,  is  to  provide  itself  with 
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good  citizens.  Two  of  the  qualities  of  good  citizenship  are  surely 
loyalty  and  patriotism. 

To  develop  and  to  cherish  these  qualities  was  the  object  of 
our  action  in  this  regard,  and  we  believe  that  the  means  we  have 
employed  will  greatly  contribute  to  the  accomplishment  of  this 
object. 

GENERAL  CONDITION. 

An  unbiased  judgment  respecting  our  schools  can  hardly  be 
expected  from  one  who  has  looked  at  them  so  long  from  the 
same  stand  point,  and  that  stand  point,  within  the  circle  of  his 
jurisdiction. 

Still,  making  allowance  for  my  prejudices  in  their  favor, 
there  are  some  things  of  which  I  feel  sure  : 

We  have  good  teachers,  and  they  constitute  the  most  impor- 
tant p  re-requisite  of  good  schools  ;  our  people  are  forbearing  and 
seem  appreciative,  and  harmony  exists  between  the  schools  and 
their  patrons  :  the  number  of  resident  pupils  increases  from  year 
to  year,  and  many  non-residents  seek  the  benefits  of  the  schools 
annually, — so  many,  that  we  some  time  since  ceased  to  solicit 
them,  for  we  had  reached  the  limit  of  our  accommodations  ;  the 
graduates  of  our  Grammar  and  High  Schools  are  sought  by  busi- 
ness men  who  want  competent  assistants,  and  the  graduates  of 
the  High  School  who  enter  colleges,  take  high  rank  in  scholar- 
ship and  general  mental  training.  It  therefore  does  not  seem 
unfair  or  presumptious,  to  conclude  that  our  schools  are  doing 
good  work.  On  the  whole,  I  think  their  condition  is  not  discred- 
itable to  the  city.  They  can  be  greatly  improved,  and  this,  the 
members  of  the  School  Board  are  constantly  endeavoring  to  do. 
This  year,  and  each  succeeding  year,  we  trust,  will  show  advance- 
ment and  improvement. 
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GIFT  TO  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  BY  CLASS  OF  1889. 

Before  closing  my  report,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  gift 
made  by  the  High  School  class  of  1889,  to  the  High  School,  of  a 
fine  plaster  cast  of  Juno.  This  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
good  list  of  statuary  in  the  High  School,  and  now  adorns  the  up- 
per hall. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  wish  to  add  but  a  single  recommendation,  viz  :  That  the 
city  provide  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  with  funds  for 
the  erection  of  a  good  school  building. 

But  as  this  matter  may  be  the  subject  of  a  special  communi- 
cation to  your  Honorable  Body  hereafter,  I  will  say  no  more  of 
it  here,  except  that  I  ask  your  attention  again  to  the  facts  pre- 
sented under  the  head  of  statistics. 


In  closing,  permit  me  to  express  my  renewed  sense  of  obli- 
gation to  you,  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  and  to  the 
people  of  Burlington,  for  the  favors  shown  the  public  schools, 
and  myself,  during  the  year  just  closed.

REPORT    OF    THE  TRUSTEES. 


Buelikgto^,  Vt.,  January  1st,  1890. 
To  the  City  Council  of  Burlington : — 

Gentlemen  : — The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library- 
ask  leave  to  present  to  you  their  Sixteenth  Annual  Report. 

We  desire  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  report  of  our  Li- 
brarian, which  is  here  appended.  It  presents  the  record  of  an- 
other year's  life  of  our  Library  ;  in  statistics  of  its  circulation,  of 
the  books  added  by  purchase  and  gift,  and  of  such  other  things 
as  concern  its  growth  and  use.  You  will  observe  that  our  six- 
teenth report  continues  the  story  of  its  usefulness.  Month  by 
month  has  shown  a  considerable  increase  in  the  use  made  of  it, 
over  corresponding  months  of  last  year. 

Year  by  year  adds  a  chapter  to  the  satisfactory  history  of 
the  growing  benefit  which  it  is  to  our  community.  In  our  jmblic 
schools,  households,  and  to  all  ages,  sorts  and  conditions,  it  con- 
tinues to  prove  its  quite  inestimable,  worth.  It  is  a  perfectly 
free  Library,  from  which  none  are  turned  off,  and  none  need  go 
empty  away.  It  has  here  a  mark  set  to  it,  of  the  large  service 
which  is  presented  it  to  render  to  the  public.  It  does  not  fall 
below  the  mark,  but  is  going  on  increasingly  to  make  good  its 
high  object  of  the  city's  welfare. 
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It  is  on  account  of  this  which  it  is  accomplishing,  and  of 
the  more  and  better  v/hich  it  wishes  to  accomplish,  that  the 
Trustees  feel  obliged  to  return  to  a  point  emphasized  in  their 
last  report.  We  have  to  say,  and  to  insist  with  you,  and, 
through  you,  with  our  fellow-citizens,  that  this  welfare  of  the 
city  is  hindered  increasingly  every  year,  by  the  increasing  ill- 
adapted  ness  of  the  Library  building.  With  the  growth  of  the 
Library,  which  now  begins  to  be  seriously  crowded,  and  the 
growth  of  the  use  made  of  it,  its  unsuitable  house  stands  more 
and  more  in  the  way  of  what  it  is  meant  to  be  of  worth,  and 
i   of  what  it  wants  fco  be  of  credit  to  our  town. 

With  all  that  is  doing  all  over  the  land,  for  the  Public 
Library,  with  all  the  pride  that  is  taken  in  it,  and  care  given  to 
|  it,  and  the  magnifying  of  its  office  going  on  wherever  it  finds 
a  place,  wTe  submit  that  the  time  has  come,  and  is  fully  ripe, 
when  Burlington  ought  to  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  it  is  no 
longer  for  its  honor,  nor  consistent  with  self-respect,  to  have  its 
I  Free  Library  ill-bestowed  as  it  is  ;  hampered  as  it  is  in  the  use 
I  it  was  made  for,  and  in  the  great  ening  benefit  it  is  capable  of 
I    rendering  and  would  like  to  render. 

Permit  us,  therefore,  to  repeat  one  instance,  to  serve  for 
;  many  which  might  be  cited,  how  the  Library  has  outgrown  its 
j  quarters,  and  how  restricted,  uncomfortable  and  bad  they  are  for 
I  its  work. 

We  would  recall  to  you — and  newly  enforce  it  if  we  may — 
the  illustration  our  last  report  gave.    The  use  is  steadily  on  the 
1  ]  gain  of  its  Reference  Department ;  Encyclopedias  and  the  like, 
I  periodicals,  technical  works,  reports,  newspapers  and  such,  books 
I  which  cannot  be  taken  away,  but  must  be  consulted  on  the  spot. 
1  This  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  aids  a  Library  can  render,  and 
!  it  should  be  made  just  as  available  as  it  can  be.    The  demand 
for  it  is  a  growing  one,  but  the  facilities  do  not  grow,  which  its 
j  importance  claims,  and  which  the  Library  should  be  equipped 
I  to  give. 
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Aladdin's  Lamp  is  quite  superseded  by  the  "  Rochester  Bur- 
ner." Were  it  not,  we  would  rub  it — and  rub  it  hard — and  or- 
der its  slave  to  transport  hither,  on  exhibition,  the  new  Li- 
brary building  in  Brattleboro,  in  this  State,  for  an  object-lesson 
to  the  City  Council  and  the  citizens,  how  necessary  it  has  become 
that  our  Free  Library,  for  its  rapid  increase  and  growing  use, 
should  be  more  suitably,  safely,  and  honorably  housed. 

This  is  the  one  point  we  would  make  in  our  present  report. 
And  we  wish  to  make  it  as  strongly  as  we  can.  But  we  doubt 
if  to  dwell  upon  it  would  any  better  urge  it  home.  The  case 
speaks  for  itself  ;  speaking  with  that  eloquence  of  fact  which  is 
so  much  weightier  than  eloquence  of  word.  The  Trustees  wish 
for  nothing  better  (except  the  new  building  itself  !)  than  that 
not  they,  but  the  necessity,  may  be  heard  to  speak  to  this  point. 

It  remains  for  us  to  report  to  you  the  due  thanks  which  we 
have  made  to  the  City  Council,  now  these  fifteen  times.  Be 
sure,  Gentlemen,  that  this  is  not  for  form's  sake  merely,  and  to 
round  off  properly  a  report.  It  is  in  sincere  respect  for  your  re- 
gard for  the  interests  of  the  Library,  and  in  gratitude  for  all 
that  you  have  done  in  its  behalf. 

We  make  bold  to  command  to  you  a  "  patient  continuance

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REPORT    OF  LIBRARIAN.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library: 

GEXTLEiiEX  : — The  Librarian's  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1889  is  respectfully  submitted, — the  fifth 
which  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  lay  before  your  Board. 

There  has  been,  during  the  last  year,  a  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  books  loaned  for  home  use.  In  1888  the  circulation 
was  41,948  ;  this  year  it  has  been  43,464,  showing  an  increase  of 
1,516.  Of  these  29,032  were  classed  as  fiction,  and  books  for  the 
young  ;  in  1887  there  were  28,  701,  an  increase  of  only  331,  show- 
ing that  the  gain  has  been  largely  in  more  serious  reading.  In 
three  months.  May,  September  and  December,  fewer  books  were 
given  out  than  in  the  same  months  last  year.  In  other  months, 
there  was  a  decided  gain,  especially  in  August. 

The  use  of  books  and  magazines  in  the  Library  increases 
much  more  than  the  circulation,  sometimes  occupying  nearly  the 
whole  time  of  the  librarian,  especially  when  any  one  desires  infor- 
mation concerning  an  abstruse  or  uncommon  subject. 

We  have  never  been  obliged  to  keep  a  record  of  books  read  in 
the  Library  ;  such  is  the  respect  shown  for  the  privilege  of  using 
them  that  no  loss  has  been  caused  by  not  charging  them  to  the 
reader.  The  liberty  of  having  the  latest  numbers  of  our  liberal 
supply  of  periodicals  at  hand,  without  the  formality  of  a  written 
application,  is  an  advantage  of  which  the  public  avail  themseves 
constantly  notwithstanding  the  want  of  a  quiet  reading  room. 
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Eight  hundred  and  thirty-four  cards  have  been  issued  to  new 
applicants  ;  109  fewer  than  last  year,  when  943  were  taken  out. 

The  number  of  books  entered  on  the  catalogue  of  accessions 
during  the  year  was  818,  bringing  up  the  whole  number  so  enter- 
ed to  19,305.  Among  the  more  important  works  purchased  are  : 
Dictionary  of  National  Biography,  21  vols.  ;  Library  of  American 
Literature,  9  vols.  ;  Encyclopaedia  of  Religious  Knowledge,  4 
vols.  ;  Dictionary  of  Music  and  Musicians,  4  vols.  ;  History  of 
Music,  2  vols.  ;  Battles  and  Leaders  of  the  Civil  War,  4  vols.  ; 
Concordance  of  the  Divina  Commedia  ;  Diego  Velasques  and  his 
Times  ;  New  English  Dictionary  ;  Countries  of  the  World,  6 
vols.  ;  the  final  volumes  of  Winsor's  History  of  the  United  States, 
8  vols.  ;  and  of  the  Cyclopaedia  of  American  Biography,  6  vols. 
I  will  call  attention  also  to  the  long  list  of  gifts  presented  in  an 
appendix  to  this  report  ;  many  have  been  especially  valuable.  I 
will  only  mention  : — Principles  of  Athenian  Architecture,  by 
Penrose,  a  folio  with  plates,  given  by  Hon.  E.  J.  Phelps,  and 
Monuments  of  Art,  three  volumes,  illustrated,  presented  by  Mrg. 
J.  M.  Davies  of  New  York. 

The  various  literary  societies  and  clubs  contribute  to  an 
increasing  demand  for  the  more  valuable  reading,  and  manifest 
an  earnest  appreciation  of  the  aid  they  receive  from  the  Library 
in  their  work. 

A  close  connection  is  maintained  between  the  Public  Schools 
and  the  Library.  The  teachers  in  all  the  schools  do  a  good  work 
in  their  efforts  to  foster  in  their  scholars  a  taste  for  good  reading. 
More  than  800  volumes  have  been  given  out  to  the  schools  this 
year,  in  a  large  part,  such  as  are  of  service  in  the  studies  of  the 
school  course,  with  such  other  good  reading  for  the  young  as  the 
teachers  find  to  suit  the  tastes  and  needs  of  the  children.  Every 
minute  of  a  school  day  is  always  crowded  with  work,  but  in  their 
desire  to  aid  their  scholars  the  teachers  are  willing  to  give  the  ad- 
ditional time  and  thought  necessary  for  the  selection,  distribu- 
tion and  care  of  the  books.    They  also  often  send  their  scholars 
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to  the  Library  to  take  notes  on  some  subject  connected  with  their 
school  work,  and  in  so  doing  they  not  only  add  to  their  knowl- 
edge of  some  special  topic,  but  are  also  trained  to  an  intelligent 
knowledge  and  use  of.  books.  The  volumes  furnished  to  the 
scholars  by  the  teachers  are  often  read  by  other  members  of  the 
family,  for  attractive  books  for  the  young  are  frequently  found 
entertaining  and  instructive  by  older  persons. 

I  am  often  asked  by  parents  if  it  is  not  possible  to  change 
the  rules  of  the  Library  so  that  children  may  avail  themselves  of 
the  privilege  of  taking  books  at  an  earlier  age  than  fourteen.  The  * 
Boston  Public  Library  now  allows  cards  to  be  taken  out  by  child- 
ren at  twelve  years  of  age.  At  Grand  Rapids  the  age  required  is 
ten,  with  the  privilege  of  taking  out  cards  when  younger  by  spe- 
cial permission. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Trustees  for  their  patience  with  the 
inexperience  with  which  I  began  my  duties  here,  my  zeal  to  im- 
prove the  Library  management  possibly  due  to  that  lack  of  ex- 
perience. I  also  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  public  for 
patience  with  delay  when  many  are  waiting  for  assistance,  and  for 
the  hearty  appreciation  of  the  benefit  received  from  the  Library.

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REPORT 

OF  TOE 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable  The  City  Council : 

Gextlemex  : — I  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  affairs 
of  this  office  for  the  year  1889,  including  the  vital  statistics  for 
the  year,  and  the  City  Physician's  report. 

HEALTH    OF    THE  CITY. 

There  has  been  less  sickness  during  the  year  just  ended  than 
for  several  years  past. 

The  death  rate  was  15.50,  which  is  7.87  lower  than  1888, 
5.68  lower  than  1887,  and  3.90  lower  than  1886. 

Burlington  will  rank  very  near,  if  not  quite  at,  the  head  of 
the  cities  of  the  country,  as  regards  a  low  death  rate.  It  has  al- 
ready become  a  pleasure  resort,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  a  health  resort.  The  change  in  our  water  supply 
has  already  diminished  the  number  of  zymotic  diseases,  and  when, 
as  we  all  hope  it  soon  will  be,  the  pumping  main  is  extended  out 
into  the  broad  lake,  Burlington  should  be  the  healthiest  city  in 
America. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

As  I  mentioned  in  my  report  for  1888,  there  is  a  great  deal 
of  fault  to  be  found  with  the  way  in  which  people  arrange  their 
premises  when  some  member  of  the  family  is  suffering  from  a 
contagious  disease.  The  furniture  should  all  be  removed  from 
the  room  except  such  as  is  necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  pa- 
tient.   A  cot,  a  light  stand,  one  or  two  chairs,  and  an  old  rug 
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are  all  that  is  required  ;  yet  in  many  houses  nothing  is  removed, 
although  I  always  caution  the  people  about  it. 

Whether  they  are  not  educated  up  to  the  necessity  of  such 
precautions,  or  whether  indifference  on  the  part  of  the  physi- 
cians is  the  cause,  it  should  not  be.  so.  Clothing,  upholstered 
furniture  and  curtains,  will  carry  the  germs  of  some  forms  of 
disease  for  months,  and  too  great  care  cannot  be  taken. 

In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  a  most  excellent  rule  to  adopt, 
that  every  house  in  which  there  is  a  contagious  disease  should  be 
placarded,  and  I  respectfully  suggest  that  an  ordinance  to  that 
effect  be  passed  as  soon  as  practical. 

THE    PLUMBING  ORDINANCE. 

Nearly  all  the  new  plumbing  put  in  during  the  year  was 
inspected,  the  plumbers  being  obliged  by  city  ordinance  to  re- 
port any  work  they  may  do.  Many  householders  have  connected 
their  premises  with  the  common  sewer,  some  cheerfully,  others 
reluctantly.  In  most  cases  I  have  had  no  difficulty  in  convinc- 
ing them  that  sewering  their  premises  would  be  beneficial.  This 
work  has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  kind  advice  and  prompt 
action  of  the  City  Attorney,  J.  W.  Russell.  As  I  suggested  last 
year,  I  think  the  plumbing  ordinance  might  advantageously  be 
so  amended  as  to  compel  only  those  who  are  erecting  new  build- 
ings, or  repairing  or  rebuilding  old  ones,  and  those  who  habitu- 
ally keep  their  out-houses  in  a  filthy  condition,  to  connect  their 
premises  with  the  common  sewer.  This  would  relieve  many 
poor  people,  and  in  a  short  time  every  house  would  be  sewered. 

THE    WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  my  opinion,  the  new  reservoir  built  last  Summer,  is  one 
of  the  greatest  improvements  ever  made  in  our  city.  No  one  who 
saw  the  bottom  of  the  old  reservoir  will  begrudge  the  extra  tax  the 
new  one  cost.  Sickness  has  materially  diminished,  and  every  one 
feels  safer.  When  the  source  of  supply  is  changed  as  suggested 
above,  our  water  will  be  as  near  perfect  as  it  is  possible  to  get  it. 
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SEWERS. 

The  were  4734f  feet  of  sewers  built  during  the  year,  an  ac- 
count of  which  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Streets. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  outlet  of  the  trunk  sewer  be 
carried  75  yards  further  out  into  the  lake. 

BURIAL  PERMITS.

ANALYSIS  OF  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  1889  there  were  148  marriages,  380  births, 
248  deaths,  including  15  still-births,  The  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  shows  an  increase  in  the  population  of  132  by  these  nat- 
ural events.  As  compared  with  the  year  1888,  there  were  28 
more  marriages,  37  less  births  and  127  less  deaths  iri  1889. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married  in  1889  to  the  whole  popula- 
tion was  1  to  82. 

Season. — There  were  19  marriages  in  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year,  38  in  the  second,  48  in  the  third,  45  in  the  fourth. 
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The  largest  number  occurred  in  October,  and  the  smallest 
number  in  March. 

Nativity  of  Parties. — 112  of  the  grooms  and  120  of  the 
brides  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;  29  grooms  and  23  brides 
in  Canada  ;  5  grooms  and  2  brides  in  Ireland  ;  2  grooms  and  3 
brides  in  other  countries. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  380  births  during  the  year  1889,  or  37  less  than 
in  1888.  In  this  number  are  included  3  illegitimate  births,  1 
triplet  birth,  2  twin  births  and  15  still-births. 

The  proportion  of  live  births  to  population  (16,000)  was  1 
in  22.81. 

Sex. — Males,  196;  females,  184, — or  12  more  males  than 
females. 

Parentage. — Two  hundred  and  thirty-three  fathers  and  243 
mothers  were  born  in  the  United  States ;  100  fathers  and  98 
mothers  were  born  in  Canada  ;  17  fathers  and  11  mothers  were 
born  in  Ireland,  and  29  fathers  and  28  mothers  were  born  in 
other  countries.    The  nativity  of  one  father  was  unknown. 

Season. — Ninety  births  occurred  in  the  first,  93  in  the  sec- 
ond, 116  in  the  third  and  81  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

Locality. — One  hundred  and  fifty  births,  39.47  per  cent,  of 
the  whole  number,  occurred  in  the  third  Ward  ;  87  in  the  sec- 
ond ;  75  in  the  fifth  ;  52  in  the  fourth  and  16  in  the  first  Ward. 

Twin  Births. — There  were  2  of  these  cases,  or  .52  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  number. 

Age  of  Mothers. — The  age  at  which  women  bore  the  greatest 
number  of  children  in  1889  was  24, — 28  children  having  been 
borne  by  mothers  of  that  age.  The  youngest  mother  was  15 
years  old,  and  the  oldest  was  48.  Fourteen  children  were  borne 
by  mothers  18  years  old  and  under,  and  24  by  women  40  years 
old  and  over. 
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DEATHS. 

There  were  248  deaths,  including  15  still-births,  during  the 
year  1889,-127  less  than  in  1888. 

Estimating  the  population  at  16,000,  the  ratio,  of.  deaths, 
exclusive  of  still-births,  was  14.56  to  1000  inhabitants,  or  1  death 
in  69.52  of  the  population. 

Season. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths  (75)  was  in  the 
third  quarter  of  the  year,  and  the  smallest  (45)  in  the  fourth. 
The  greatest  monthly  mortality  was  30  in  January,  and  the 
least,  12,  in  November. 

Sex. — There  were  deaths  of  117  males  and  131  females. 

Social  Relations. — One  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  deaths 
—including  15  still-births — were  of  single  persons  ;  79  of  married, 
and  28  of  widows  or  widowers. 

Age. — There  were  86  deaths,  including  15  still-births,  of 
children  under  1  year  of  age,  or  34-67  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  ; 
26  of  children  between  1  and  5  years  old,  or  10.48  per  cent,  of 
all  deaths  ;  18  between  the  age  of  5  and  20,  or  7.21  per  cent  of 
all  ;  52  were  between  20  and  50,  or  20.95  per  cent,  of  all ;  28 
were  between  50  and  70,  or  11.29  per  cent  of  all ;  and  38  of  per- 
sons 70  and  over,  qv  15.32  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Of  this  last 
number  one  was  90  years  old,  and  one  93  years  old. 

Nativity. — One  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  the  deceased, — 
including  15  still-births, — were  born  in  the  United  States ;  23 
in  Canada ;  23  in  Ireland,  and  3  in  other  countries. 

CAUSES   OF  DEATH. 

Under  the  Zymotic  class,  or  diseases  which  are  either  epi- 
demic, endemic  or  contagious,  and  which  are  in  a  measure  preven- 
table by  sanitary  regulations,  40  deaths  are  recorded,  or  16.12 
per  cent,  of  all  deaths.  Thirteen,  the  largest  number,  were  of 
cholera  infantum  ;  7  of  diphtheria;  8  of  membranous  croup;  6  of 
typhoid  fever  ;  1  each  of  measles,  scarlet  fever,  continued  fever 
and  enteric  fever,  andl  of  congenital  syphilis. 
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Season. — There  were  two  deaths  of  diphtheria  in  January, 
1  in  September,  3  in  October  and  1  in  December.  One  of  cholera 
infantum  in  May,  3  in  July,  5  in  August,  2  in  September,  and  1 
in1  October.  •  One  of  membranous  croup  in  January,  2  in  Febru- 
ary, 2  in  April,  1  each  in  May,  October  and  Dec'r.  One  of  typhoid 
fever  in  each  January,  February,  August,  September,  October  and 
December.  One  of  scarlet  fever  in  November.  One  of  congenital 
syphilis  in  May.    One  of  enteric  fever  in  April. 

Sex. — The  deaths  under  this  class  were  21  males  and  i9 
females. 

Age.  — Fifteen  of  the  deaths  were  of  children  under  1  year  oi 
age  ;  11  of  children  between  1  and  5  years  of  age  ;  7  of  persons  be- 
tween 5  and  20  ;  5  of  persons  between  20  and  50 ;  1  between 
50  and  70  years  of  age,  and  1  over  70  years  of  age. 

Social  Relations. — Thirty-three  of  the  deaths  in  this  class 
were  single  persons,  and  seven  were  married. 

Nativity. — Thirty-one  of  these  were  born  in  the  United 
States,  and  2  in  Canada. 

Under  the  Constitutional  class,  or  diseases  consequent  upon 
a  bad  habit  of  body,  sometimes  hereditary,  or  in  which  there  is  8 
deposit  of  new  morbid  products  in  various  parts  of  the  body,  41 
deaths  are  recorded,  or  18.95  per  cent,  of  ail  deaths  ;  31  were  oi 
consumption, — (3  less  than  1888) ;  6  of  cancer ;  2  of  tuberculai 
meningitis,  and  8  of  tuberculosis.

In  submitting  this,  my  third  annual  report,  I  will  say  that  the 
health  of  the  city  poor  will  compare  favorably  with  former  years.  The  City 
Physician  has  been  called  upon  very  frequently  by  the  ladies  of  the  Howard 
Relief  Society  to  attend  patients  who  come  under  their  observation. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  no  deaths  at  the  Poor  House,  and 
comparatively  little  sickness  among  the  inmates. 

The  inmates  are  un  animous  in  their  praise  of  the  present  management, 
and  from  personal  inspection  of  their  fare  and  eccommodations,  I  cheerfully 
add  my  approval

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FIRST   ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Water  Commissioners. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  would 
respectfully  make  the  following  report,  for  the  year  ending  Dec- 
ember 31,  1889. 

The  affairs  of  the  water  department,  which  have  heretofore 
been  under  the  direction  of  a  water  committee  from  the  board  of 
Aldermen,  have  this  season,  in  accordance  with  the  amendment 
to  the  City  Charter,  passed  by  the  last  legislature,  been  directed 
by  three  Water  Commissioners,  of  which  number  one  member 
only  retires  each  year. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  commissioners  was  held  Apiil  25th. 
F.  H.  Parker  was  elected  chairman,  and  the  superintendent, 
ex-officio,  clerk  of  the  board,  and  on  Apiil  29th  F.  H.  Crandall 
was  elected  superintendent. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  commissioners  have  been  held  on 
the  Friday  evening  preceding  the  first  Monday  of  each  month, 
and  special  meetings  have  been  held  from  time  to  time,  and  the 
work  in  progress  frequently  inspected. 

We  have  been  somewhat  embarrassed  in  our  labors,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  while  the  amendment  to  the  City  Charter  provides 
that  "  the  water  commissioners  shall  have  the  exclusive  general 
management  and  control  of  the  water  works,  subject  to  any  lim- 
itations and  restrictions  contained  in  the  ordinances,"  the  original 
charter  still  provides,  that  "the  City  Council  shall  establish,  rates 
to  be  paid  for  the  use  of  water,  supplied  by  the  city  water  works, 
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which  shall  be  collected  and  enforced  under  such  regulations  as 
the  City  Council  shall  prescribe/'  and  the  reading  of  the  ordin- 
ance in  relation  to  the  water  department,  still  conforms  to  this 
section  of  the  charter.  If  it  is  intended  that  the  water  commis- 
sioners shall  have  charge  of  the  management  of  this  department, 
it  would  seem  proper,  that  the  whole  matter  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions, rates  and  collections  should  be  entrusted  to  them,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council,  and  we  would  recommend 
that  the  charter  and  ordinances  be  so  amended. 

RESERVOIRS. 

The  new  reservoir  has  been  in  use  since  December,  1888, 
but  wTas  not  completed  until  this  season,  and  the  experience  gain- 
ed from  its  use  thus  far,-  satisfies  us  that  the  old  reservoir  should  be 
put  in  equally  good  repair  without  further  delay.  The  excellent 
quality  of  our  water  the  past  summer,  commended  by  all,  was 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  new  reservoir,  and  yet, 
when  the  water  was  drawn  off  this  fall,  and  the  reservoir  cleaned, 
there  was  found  a  surprisingly  large  quantity  of  sediment  and 
vegetable  growth  on  the  slopes  and  bottom,  showing  the  need  of 
frequent  and  thorough  cleaning.  We  do  not  think  it  is  credita- 
ble to  the  city  to  maintain  the  old  reservoir,  either  as  a  stagnant 
pond  or  mud  hole,  and  considering  the  comparatively  small 
expense  of  repairing  this  reservoir  we  think  the  city  cannot  afford 
to  be  without  the  additional  fire  protection  that  would  then  be 
afforded  at  all  times,,  yet  more  particularly  at  times  when  one 
reservoir  is  being  cleaned,  or  in  case  of  an  accident  to  the  pumps. 
The  fact  that  we  have  thus  far  been  so  fortunate  as  to  never  get 
entirely  out  [of  water  at  any  time,  is  not  a  good  reason  to  ad* 
vance  against  supplying  ourselves  wTith  ample  storage.  This  new 
reservoir  which  is  thought  by  some  to  be  so  much  larger  than 
our  needs,  was  emptied  by  the  street  department  once  this  sum- 
mer without  authority,  by  use  of  hydrants  to  clear  some  sewers 
filled  with  sand. 
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HYDRANT  RENTAL. 
We  find  that  while  the  number  of  hydrants  has  been  increased 
from  year  to  year,  the  amount  credited  this  department,  $1200 
per  year,  has  remained  the  same.  There  seems  to  be  an  impres- 
sion prevalent  with  some,  that  this  sum  is  intended  to  pay  for 
water  used  by  the  fire  department,  and  as  we  average  comparatively 
few  fires,  that  the  sum  is  ample  or  perhaps  excessive,  while  others 
state  that  as  it  is  a  mere  matter  of  bookkeeping,  charging  the 
amount  to  one  department,  and  crediting  it  to  another,  the  cus- 
tom might  well  be  omitted.  We  find  in  other  cities  the  allow- 
ance for  hydrant  rental  varies  greatly,  being  largest  where  the 
water  works  are  owned  by  private  corporations.  The  best  author- 
ities in  New  England  estimate  $30  per  hydrant,  as  a  fair  rate. 
The  mere  cost  of  keeping  hydrants  in  repair,  and  pumping  what 
water  is  used  through  them,  does  not  ordinarily  amount  to  a 
large  sum,  but  in  order  to  have  an  efficient  fire  service,  requires 
much  larger  pipes,  gates,  specials  and  pumps,  and  adds  very  great- 
ly to  the  cost  of  works,  over  what  would  be  required  to  only  sup- 
ply water  for  domestic  use.  It  is  estimated  that  works  built  to 
afford  fire  protection  cost  three  times  as  much  as  those  built  only 
for  domestic  supply. 

It  seems  to  us  that  no  department  should  be  asked  to  furnish 
something  for  nothing,  but  each  should  be  entitled  to  proper 
credit  for  services  rendered.  It  has  and  will  require  the  expendi- 
ture of  a  large  sum  of  money  to  afford  this  city  fire  protection, 
and  the  water  department  should  receive  proper  credit  for  this 
investment,  just  as  much  as  for  collections  from  service  and  meter 
rates,  and  the  same  as  would  be  received  were  the  water  works 
owned  by  a  private  corporation. 

Our  insurance  rates  are  lower  on  account  of  the  protection 
afforded,  and  in  some  cities  this  matter  is  properly  viewed  as  a 
general  insurance,  and  a  special  appropriation  is  made  for  hydrant 
service,  entirely  distinct  from  that  for  the  fire  department. 
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INVESTIGATIONS. 

The  systematic  analysis  of  our  water  supply,  started  by  your 
vater  committee  last  year,  lias  been  continued,  and  considerable 
ime  has  also  been  given  to  investigating  the  possibility  of  obtain- 
ng  a  gravity  supply.  We  know  that  our  pumping  expenses  will 
ncrease  as  our  population  increases,  and  that  to  move  the  pump- 
ng  station,  or  to  lay  a  suction  pipe  to  the  broad  lake,  as  has  been 
Lgitated,  would  require  a  large  expenditure  and  perpetual  pump- 
ng  expenses ;  therefore  before  advocating  any  of  the  above 
:hanges,  we  thought  it  would  be  well  to  make  a  careful  examina- 
ion,  first  of  the  quality  and  quantity  of  water  that  can  be  ob- 
ained  within  reasonable  distance  by  gravity,  and  after  becoming 
atisfied  on  those  points,  to  estimate  carefully  the  expense. 

In  1866,  when  the  matter  of  building  our  water  works  was 
mder  discussion,  a  gravity  supply  from  Brown's  River  in  Jericho 
fas  alluded  to,  and  the  matter  was  disposed  of  in  the  report  in 
he  following  words  :  "at  no  distance  less  than  about  eleven 
ailes  can  we  obtain  a  supply  of  water  by  gravitation  from  any 
dace,  and  as  this  would  involve  an  expense  of  not  less  than  $500,- 
'00  such  a  mode  of  obtaining  water  at  this  time  is  out  of  the 
uestion."  At  that  time  iron  pipe  was  high  in  cost,  but  in  try- 
tig  to  save  in  distance  in  the  above  estimate,  large  pipe  was 
equired,  as  Jericho  is  but  slightly  above  our  reservoir.  We  have 
;one  farther  away  in  order  to  find  water  as  free  as  possible  from 
ny  probable  chance  of  contamination,  and  with  sufficient  head 
o  permit  the  use  of  smaller  pipe,  and  yet  at  such  a  distance  that 
he  interest  on  the  cost  of  such  a  change  of  supply,  would  not 
robably  exceed  the  future  pumping  expenses.*  For  the  result  of 
hese  investigations,  we  refer  you  to  the  annexed  reports. 

FIRE  SERVICES. 
Having  ascertained  that  a  large  amount  of  water  was  being 
sed  in  several  instances  through  services  that  had  been  put  in 
or  fire  service  only,  and  from  which  the  department  received  no 
avenue  for  water,  the  custom  adopted  in  Boston,  Fall  River,  and 
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other  cities  of  sealing  the  valves  on  such  services,  to  prevent  thei 
use  only  in  case  of  fire,  was  adopted  in  October,  and  there  has  beei 
a  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  water  pumped  the  last  two  month 
compared  with  the  same  time  last  year,  of  7,000,000  gallons. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT  OFFICE. 
Frequent  complaints  have  been  made  to  us,  because  th 
superintendent's  office  is  not  open  at  all  times  during  busines 
hours,  but  so  long  as  the  collections  are  made  by  the  City  Treas 
urer,  there  is  practically  no  work  for  a  clerk  in  the  superinten 
dent's  office,  hence  the  office  is  closed  most  of  the  time,  while  hi 
is  attending  to  outside  duties.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  busines 
of  the  water  department,  including  collections,  should  be  trans 
acted  in  one  office.  The  interests  involved  are  large,  and  shoulc 
be  managed  in  a  way  not  only  to  secure  the  largest  return,  bu 
also  in  a  way  to  serve  the  public  'most  acceptably.  We  believi; 
this  can  not  be  accomplished,  when  the  responsibilities  of  th<| 
management  are  divided  between  two  offices,  and  we  therefor*! 
earnestly  recommend  that  suitable  quarters  be  provided  for  th<| 
water  department,  that  may  be  kept  open  during  business  hours] 
and  where  information  can  be  obtained,  urgent  wants  secur< 
prompt  attention,  and  all  business  with  the  department  be  trans 
acted,  and  we  think  if  this  is  done  the  public  will  commend  th( 
change. 

The  department  are  under  great  obligations  to  Prof.  W.  Wj 
Cook  and  Mr.  J.  L.  Hills  of  the  State  Agricultural  Experimen1 
Station,  for  the  time  and  labor  given,  and  the  interest  taken  ir 
our  investigations,  and  trust  Mr.  Hills'  report  will  receive  care- 
ful consideration. 

The  accompanying  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  is  re< 

ferred  to  for  information  in  regard  to  the  regular  work  of  the

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RESERVOIRS. 

When  early  in  the  season,  after  having  visited  the  grounds 
and  agreed  with  the  Commissioners  as  to  the  necessity  of  the 
work  by  them  recommended,  the  majority  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, upon  further  consideration,  deemed  it  inexpedient,  at  that 
time,  to  devote  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the  much  needed  repair  of 
the  old  reservoir,  the  Commissioners  at  once  decided  to  expend  as 
little  money  as  possible  on  work  of  a  temporary  nature.  How 
successfully  their  plan  has  been  carried  out,  the  following  statement 
will  show  : — 

The  new  reservoir,  complete,  with  all  incidentals,  has  cost 
$22,944.90.  The  repairs  of  the  old  reservoir  have  cost  $1,022.- 
83,  of  which  amount  $842.49  may  be  said  to  have  been  expended 
on  permanent  work,  leaving  only  $280.34  sunk  in  temporary 
make-shifts.  About  $300.00  worth  of  pipe  laid  through  the  old 
reservoir  was  not  charged  to  that  account,  as  when  the  repairs 
are  resumed  it  can  be  used  elsewhere.  The  department  has  on 
hand  about  $200.00  worth  of  pipes  and  castings  procured  in  the 
spring  of  1888,  to  lay  from  the  gate  house  through  the  embank- 
ment of  the  old  reservoir.  From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen 
that  of  the  $25,000.00  appropriated  for  reservoirs  in  the  spring 
of  1888,  there  remains  $1,032.27  unexpended  at  the  completion 
of  the  work.

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METERS. 

There  are  now  in  use  525  meters,  an  increase  of  80  over  last 

year. 

Of  the  water  pumped  16  fo  has  been  used  through  meters, 
yielding  45$  of  the  collections, 

The  greater  part  of  the  season's  work  in  pipe  laying  was 
done  on  ~N orth  street  where  a  three  inch  cement  pipe,  extending 
from  Front  street  to  Winooski  Avenue,  a  distance  of  2,360  feet, 
was  replaced  by  a  ten  inch  iron  pipe.  The  length  of  cement 
pipe  replaced  represents  a  little  less  than  one-half  the  length,  of 
ditch  dug,  as  the  services  and  intersecting  mains  transferred  to 
the  ten  inch  pipe  swell  the  total  length  of  ditch  to  4,935  feet,  but 
245  feet  less  than  a  mile.  This  new  main,  properly  gated,  and 
connected  with  all  the  intersecting  streets,  more  effectually  main- 
tains the  pressure,  and  affords  that  portion  of  the  city  facilities 
for  coping  with  a  large  fire  which  it  has  not  heretofore  possessed. 

OTHER  SOURCES  OF  SUPPLY. 
In  the  fall  of  1888  the  attention  of  the  Water  Department 
■was  drawn,  by  the  unusual  amount  of  sickness  in  our  city,  to  the 
condition  as  to  purity  of  our  source  of  supply.  Examinations 
were  made  of  the  condition  of  the  lake  water  at  different  points, 
and  estimates  made  of  the  cost  of  various  plans  for  the  extension 
of  the  suction  pipe.  An  examination  of  the  bottom  of  the  bay 
and  broad 'lake,  showed  it  to  be  of  black  mud,  rich  in  organic 
matter.  Just  what  proportion  of  ,wThich  was  animal  organism 
and  what  proportion  of  those  in  turn  were  injurious,  the  exam- 
ination did  not  determine  ;  but  so  far  as  the  bottom  may  be  re- 
garded as  an  index  to  the  condition  of  the  water  above  it,  the 
indications  were  strong,  that  a  short  distance  from  the  mouth 
of  the  sewer,  there  was  little  or  no  choice  in  the  condition  of  the 
water.  The  bottom  at,  and  near  the  pumping  station,  was  found 
to  be  comparatively  free  from  mud  and  organic  matter.  In  the 
absence  of  any  positive  evidence  of  beneflt  to  be  derived  from  the 
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change,  as  also  of  any  absolute  assurance  that  the  change  would 
not  be  for  the  worse,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  make  no  move 
at  that  time,  but  to  institute  a  systematic  investigation  of  all  the 
available  sources  of  water  supply  for  the  city.  While  the  ice  was 
on  the  lake,  and  it  could  in  consequence  be  easily  done,  data 
were  obtained  for  making  acurate  estimates  on  the  extension  of 
the  suction  pipe.  At  about  the  same  time,  and  for  the  same 
reason,  a  survey  of  Hinesburg  Pond  was  made,  and  its  storage 
capacity  ascertained.  Careful  environmental  examination  has 
been  made  of  all  the  possible  sources  of  supply  within  a  radius 
of  thirty  miles,  and  samples  for  chemical  analysis,  taken  from  all 
that  were  not  obviously,  from  lack  of  elevation  or  other  cause, 
ineligible  for  a  position  on  our  list  of  available  sources  of  gravity 
supply.  Monthly  analyses  have  been  made  at  the  State  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station,  of  water  from  nine  different  sour- 
ces. A  statement  from  Mr.  J.  L.  Hills,  station  chemist,  as  to 
the  work  done,  and  deductions  therefrom,  will  be  incorpor- 
ated in  this  report.  The  past  season  could  hardly  have  been 
less  favorable  for  determining  the  quantity  of  water  which  a 
stream  might  be  relied  upon  to  supply,  and  one  season's  work 
under  any  circumstances  would  hardly  be  sufficient  to  base  an 
opinion  upon.  Some  work,  however,  has  been  done  and  some 
information  gained  upon  the  subject. 

It  was  intended  that  a  single  biological  examination  should 
be  made  of  each  of  the  locations  under  investigation,  but  the 
work  progressed  only  far  enough  to  convince  the  biologist  that 
f<r  It  is  better  to  bear  the  ills  we  have,  than  fly  to  those  we  know 
not  of,"  when  sickness  and  press  of  business  necessitated  its 
abandonment.  Chemists,  bacteriologists,  and  biologists  are 
coming  to  recognize  their  mutual  dependence,  and  in  these  days 
it  will  hardly  do  to  pin  one's  faith  to  a  single  analyses,  or  to 
chemical  analyses  alone,  yet  while  chemistry  cannot  teach  every- 
thing, and  cannot  decide,  it  may  teach  considerable,  and  aid  in 
the  decision.    The  tables  appended,  giving  the  results  of  a  se- 
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ries  of  examinations  of  lake,  river,  pond  and  spring  waters  in  onr 
immediate  vicinity,  as  also  the  table  giving  the  analyses  of  a 
number  of  city  supplies,  made  by  the  National  Board  of  Health, 
afford  a  subject  for  careful  thought  and  study,  as  well  as  a 
chance  for  interesting  comparisons,  the  results  of  which  can 
scarcely  be  other  than  satisfactory  to  the  consumers  of  Burling- 
ton water. 

ARTESIAN  WELLS. 

There  is  little,  if  any,  more  accurate  information  to  be  had 
on  this  subject  than  when  the  report  of  the  water  committee  was 
made  in  1885.  What  we  do  know  of  the  age  and  character  of  the 
rock  through  which  boring  would  have  to  be  made,  indicates  that 
water,  if  found,  would  not  rise  higher  than  the  lake  level.  The 
geologists  consulted  agree  that  the  finding  of  a  supply  which 
would  flow  into  our  reservoir  would  be  the  result  of  a  peculiar 
combination  of  circumstances  extremely  unlikely  to  occur. 


GRAVITY  SUPPLIES. 

HINESBURGH  POND. 

The  supply  of  this  pond,  situated  some  13  miles  distant  from 
and  300  feet  above  our  reservoir,  in  a  basin  composed  principally 
of  black  mud  with  a  small  portion  of  gravel  bottom  and  rocky 
shore,  is  mostly  drainage  from  surrounding  country,  and  is  not 
equal  to  the  demands  we  should  wish  to  provide  for.  In  conse- 
quence, the  pond  would  have  to  be  used  as  a  storage  reservoir,  for 
which  its  capacity  is  more  than  ample.  The  work,  however, 
which  would  be  necessary  to  make  of  it  a  suitable  storage  basin, 
would  raise  the  cost  fully  up  to  that  of  procuring  water  from  a 
much  greater  distance. 
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STARKSBOEO  SPRINGS. 

The  supply  at  Starksboro  consists  of  five  large  and  several 
more  small  springs  issuing  from  the  side  of  a  gravel  terrace  about 
100  feet  in  height,  lying  across  the  valley  just  east  of  the  village 
of  Starksboro,  some  325  feet  above  and  21  miles  distant  from  our 
reservoir.  Mead's  Brook,  a  part  of  which  has  been  turned  from  its 
course  around  the  terrace,  and  brought  through  it  by  means  of 
a  deep  ditch,  affords  a  means  of  reinforcing  the  springs  which 
has  in  time  past  been  used  to  increase  the  water  power  just  east 
of  the  village. 

LEE  RIVER. 

Lee  River,  at  the  Bolton  road,  about  450  feet  above  and  18 
miles  distant  from  our  reservoir,  derives  its  supply  from  an  almost 
entirely  uncultivated  district  in  the  notch,  from  which  the  Shepard 
&  Morse  mill  has  recently  been  removed,  and  from  which  all  the 
merchantable  timber  has  been  cleared.  The  Lee  receives  several 
tributaries  below  this  point,  and  flows  into  Brown's  River  below 
the  mills  at  Jericho. 

MILL  BROOK. 

Mill  brook  at  a  sufficient  elevation  for  our  purpose  places  us  in 
a  difficult  and  expensive  locality  through  which  to  conduct  a  pipe 
line,  besides  in  all  probability  being  an  expensive  stream  to  divert 
from  its  present  uses. 

BROWN'S  RIVER. 

Brown's  river,  at  the  point  from  which  samples  for  analysis 
were  taken,  just  above  TerrilPs  mill,  is  about  500  feet  above  and 
19  miles  distant  from  the  reservoir.  Its  supply  is  derived  from 
a  drainage  area  consisting  of,  for  the  most  part,  uncultivated  moun- 
tain slopes,  of  which  the  notch  up  which  the  ascent  to  Mt.  Mans- 
field from  this  side  is  made,  forms  a  part. 
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HUNTINGTON  RIVER. 

Huntington  river,  at  a  sufficient  elevation  for  our  purpose, 
3  too  far  distant  to  be  thought  of. 

COLCHESTER  POND. 

Colchester  pond  is  not  high  enough  to  be  available  as  a  grav- 
ty  supply. 

Our  pumping  expenses,  which  have  in  the  past,  and  must  in 
he  future  increase  with  our  population,  and  the  extension  of  our 
Rage  system,  are  already  upwards  of  $6,000.00  per  annum. 
;?he  extension  of  the  suction  to  Marks'  bay,  or  the  broad  lake, 
ogether  with  the  cost  of  increasing  our  pumping  capacity,  would 
equire  an  investment  the  interest  on  which  would  materially  in- 
crease them.  It  would  seem  that  before  entering  into  any  exten- 
ive  improvements  entailing  a  perpetual  pumping  expense,  it 
rould  be  well  to  obtain  accurate  information  as  to  the  cost  and 
uality  of  the  best  gravity  supply  to  be  had.

REPORT   OF  CHEMICAL  WORK 
Done  at  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  Burlington,  Vt.: 

Gentlemen  : — Pursuant  to  request  from  your  Board,  the 
State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  has  made  a  series  of 
chemical  examinations  of  waters  from  various  sources,  daring 
the  months  from  May  to  November  inclusive,  of  the  curent  year. 
These  analyses  have  been  made  monthty,  on  samples  from  each 
of  the  following  supplies  : — 

Lake  Champlain,  at  Marks  Bay,  (Red  Rocks.) 
Broad  Lake. 
"         "         at  Pumping  station. 

39         service  supply,  Expt.  Station  laboratory. 
Brown's  River,  above  TerrilFs  Mill,  Underhill,  Vt. 
Lee  River,  at  Bolton  cross  roads,  Jericho,  Vt. 
Starksboro  Springs,  at  source,  Starksboro,  Vt. 
Mead's  Brook,  at  Starksboro  Springs,  Starksboro,  Vt. 
Hinesburg  Pond,  Hinesburg,  Vt. 

The  samples  were  taken  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Water 
Works,  in  bottles  received  from  the  Station,  and  in  such  careful 
and  prescribed  manner,  as  is  guarantee  for  their  correctness  and 
authenticity,  as  representative  of  the  various  supplies  at  the 
slates  of  sampling.  The  following  tabulations  give  the  results 
)btained  by  Station  analyses,  together  with  collated  data  from 
)ther  sources, 
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The  demands  upon  the  time  of  the  Station  Chemists  in  other 
directions,  have  not  admitted  of  full  and  complete  analyses  of 
each  sample  each  month,  nor  has  it  been  considered  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  the  present  investigation. 

A  few  words  explanatory  of  the  meaning  of  the  terms  used, 
and  the  significance  of  the  data  presented  in  the  tabulations, 
may  prove  of  use. 

G-enerally  speaking,  excessive  amounts  of  free  ammonia  and 
(or)  chlorine,  are  indicative  of  contamination  of  an  animal 
origin,  usually  sewage.  Albuminoid  ammonia  is  regarded  as* an 
indication  of  pollution  from  either  or  both  animal  and  vegetable 
sources,  the  discrimination  being  made  in  accordance  with  free 
ammonia  and  chlorine  results.  An  excessive  amount  of  albu- 
minoid ammonia,  accompanied  by  large  quantities  of  free  am- 
monia, owes  its  origin  to  animal  contamination,  but  if  in  excess, 
and  unaccompanied  by  any  marked  -amount  of  free  ammonia, 
the  source  of  pollution  is  regarded  to  be  of  a  vegetable  and, 
usually  less  noxious  nature.  Further  and  more  detailed  explan- 
ation of  these  terms  has  already  been  published  in  the  "Report 
of  the  Water  Committee  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  Vt.,  upon 
the  City  Water  Supply,  &g.,"  (Feb.  1886,)  pages  19,  24,  and 
32,  hence  more  lengthy  and  specific  remarks  on  this  point  are 
not  essential  at  the  present  time. 

The  maximum  limits  of  ingredients,  directly  or  indirectly 
noxious,  permissable  in  drinking  water,  have  been  established  as 
follows,  viz  : 

0.05  parts  free  ammonia  per  million. 
0.15  parts  alb. 

70.  parts  chlorine  " 
These  limits  are  more  or  less  elastic,  and  should  not  be  con- 
sidered as  absolute  expressions  of  fact.  The  interpretation  of 
the  meaning  of  a  greater  or  less  amount  of  these  noxious  ingre- 
dients, is  to  be  materially  modified  by  the  testimony  of  environ- 
mental survey.    Chlorine  in  excessive  amounts  in  inland  surface 
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waters  is  indicative  of  sewage  contamination,  but  the  quantity  of 
this  ingredient  found  in  waters  near  the  ocean  or  from  saline 
deposits,  is  no  guide  whatever  in  estimating  ammonia  pollution. 
These  very  ingredients  occur  abundantly  in  nature  in  innocuous 
forms,,  and  although  their  presence  in  the  average  water  is  in  a 
noxious  form,  or  in  such  form  as  furnishes  food  for  lower  organ- 
ism, such  as  disease  germs,  &c,  they  often  are  present  in  waters 
from  artesian  wells,  peat  swamps,  &c,  in  vast  amounts,  under 
circumstances  precluding  possibility  of  contamination.  On  the 
other  hand,  disease  germs  may  be  present  without  large  accom- 
panying amounts  of  free  and  albuminoid  ammonia,  and  the  water 
afford  no  evidence  of  danger  to  the  chemist.  The  biologist  can 
in  such  cases  materially  aid  the  chemist.  It  is  to  more  effect- 
ually cover  such  cases,  that  the  custom  of  late  years  has  come 
into  vogue  to  lay  little  or  no  stress  on  the  results  of  isolated 
chemical  analyses,  but  to  control  the  quality  of  city  water  sup- 
plies by  the  threefold  guard  of  environmental  survey,  chemical 
analysis  and  misroscopical  research,  conducted  at  regular  and 
stated  (usually  monthly)  intervals.  Correct  deductions  cannot 
always  be  drawn  from  the  testimony  of  the  chemical  analysis  of 
a  water,  without  understanding  the  physical  surroundings  of  the 
supply.  It  has  been  said  with  entire  truth,  by  one  of  the  fore- 
most American  investigators  in  the  chemistry  of  water  supplies  : 
"  In  judging  the  sanitary  character  of  a  water,  not  only  must 
such  (chemical)  processes  be  used  in  connection  with  the  investi- 
gation of  other  evidence  of  a  more  general  sort,  as  to  the  source 
and  history  of  the  water,  but  should  even  be  deemed  of  second- 
ary importance  in  weighing  reasons  for  accepting  or  rejecting  a 
water  not  manifestly  unfit  for  drinking  on  other  grounds." 
Mallet,— National  Board  Health  Report,  1082. 

Notwithstanding  the  acknowledged  limitations  of  chemical 
analysis  as  applied  to  the  investigation  of  water  supplies,  such 
regular  inspection  as  the  Experiment  Station  has  carried  out  on 
the  sources  under  discussion,  has  much  value. 
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Referring  to  table  B,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  average  analy- 
sis of  no  supply  exceeds  limits  in  any  ingredient,  except  that  of 
Hinesbnrg  Pond,  in  free  and  albuminoid  ammonia.  An  excep- 
tionally and  unaccountably  high  free  ammonia  contents  in  the 
May  sample  from  this  source,  makes  an  average  amount  of  free 
ammonia  probably  in  excess  of  truth.  Regarded  from  fyhe  stand- 
point of  purity  alone,  th.e  two  Starksboro  supplies  rank  first,  fol- 
lowed by  a  group  of  the  four  lake  and  two  river  supplies,  which 
are  about  upon  a  par,  while  the  Hinesburg  Pond  supply  proves 
less  pure  than  any  other.  It  will  be  noted  that  exclusive  of  the 
six  Hinesburg  samples,  which  almost  without  exception  exceed 
the  limit  slightly,  but  five  out  of  forty-nine  analyses  exceed  the 
limit,  two  of  which  five  are  but  slightly  in  excess.  The  testi- 
mony of  chemical  analysis  would  appear  to  be,  so  far  as  one  year's 
experience  can  indicate,  that  all  the  source  supplies  are  of  medium 
purity,  except  possibly  that  from  Hinesburg  Pond.  The  waters 
from  the  rivers,  brooks  and  springs  possess  at  least  one  pronoun- 
ced advantage  over  the  lake  supply.  There  is  less  likelihood  of 
contamination,  such  as  may  escape  the  chemist's  attention,  in 
mountain  streams  flowing  from  a  sparsely  settled  district,  than  in 
the  lake  water  into  which  our  city  sewage  pours.  The  Station 
chemists  have  not  been  able  to  detect  evidences  of  sewage  in  sam- 
ples from  Marks'  Bay  or  the  Pumping  station  ( or  indeed  in  a 
series  of  samples  taken  about  one  hundred  yards  away  from  the 
sewer  mouth,  in  the  endeavor  to  trace  the  direction  of  sewage 
currents  ),  but  the  constant  possibility  of  sewage  contamination 
remains,  and  though  these  mountain  supplies  may  at  times  show 
an  amount  of  organic  matter  equal  to  or  exceeding  in  amount 
that  found  in  the  lake  water,  the  character  of  such  organic  mat- 
ter would  be  liable  to  be  less  noxious. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  great  difference  between 
the  waters  from  the  pumping  station  and  from  Marks'  Bay, 
such  as  there  is,  being  in  favor  of  the  former  locality. 
One  very  bad  sample — Marks'  Bay — August,  which  not  im- 
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probably  owed  its  contamination  to  sewage,  raises  the  av- 
erage amount  of  albuminoid  ammonia  from  that  source,  mak- 
ing it,  perhaps  a  little  higher  than  truth.  One  of  the  most  in- 
teresting points  brought  out  by  a  study  of  the  results  in  tables  A 
and  B,  is  that  the  water  from  the  "Broad  Lake  "does  not  appear 
purer  than  that  taken  inshore.  This  result  was  not  anticipated. 
The  character  of  the  bottom  of  the  broad  lake  seems  to  be,  if  any- 
thing, more  muddy  than  that  inside  the  breakwater.  A  series  of 
samples  of  the  lake  bottom,  twenty-three  in  number,  were  taken, 
ranging  along  inside  the  breakwater  from  the  sewer  mouth,  north, 
and  then  at  a  right  angle  beyond  the  north  end  of  fhe  breakwater 
out  into  the  "  Broad  Lake."  It  was  endeavored  to  determine  if 
sewage  deposits  or  other  detritus  was  more  marked  inside  than 
outside  the  breakwater.  Had  a  clean  bottom  of  sand  or  clay  been 
found  outside  and  a  foul  one  within,  the  presumption  would  have 
been  that  the  character  of  the  water  would  be  more  or  less  affec- 
ted by  such  a  difference.  The  results  of  this  line  of  investigation 
were  indeterminate,  but  sufficiently  comparative  to  warrant  the 
assertion  that  no  essential  difference  exists  in  the  nature  of  the 
lake  bottom,  as  regards  mud,  etc.,  apart  from  points  near  the 
sewer,  inside  or  outside  the  breakwater,  Indeed  the  lake  bottom 
around  the  present  inlet  pipe  is  cleaner  than  at  any  of  the  other 
places  examined.  Judging  by  the  results  afforded  by  the  series 
of  samples  taken  this  year  from  the  Broad  Lake  and  from  what 
is  known  regarding  the  currents  of  the  Winooski  River,  and  the 
occasional  excursions  of  our  sewage  current  into  the  Broad  Lake, 
it  does  not  appear  settled  that  the  extension  of  the  suction  pipe 
will 'of  necessity,  give  our  community  a  purer  water  supply. 

The  writer  has  collated  such  analyses  of  the  sources  under  dis- 
cussion as  he  has  found,  for  purposes  of  comparison,  which  study 
indicates  that  the  quality  of  the  lake  water  does  not  appear  to 
have  appreciably  changed  within  the  past  few  years.  In  table  D 
he  has  gathered  a  series  of  analyses  from  the  work  of  the  chem- 
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istg  of  the  JSTational  Board  of  Health,  showing  the  grade  of  sup- 
plies of  .  several  cities  of  the  country.  These  are  all  the  analyses 
of  public  supplies  there  given  without  exception.  A  comparison 
of  free  and  albuminoid  ammonia  and  chlorine  results,  as  there 
given,  with  those  afforded  by  analyses  of  our  present  supply,  will 
indicate  that,  while  the  character  of  Lake  Champlain  water  is  not 
irreproachable,  yet  we  are  as  wTell  supplied  as  are  fully  three-quar- 
ters of  the  cities  there  cited.

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The  sewer  in  Converse  Court  runs  nearly  the  whole  length 
of  the  street,  as  does  also  the  sewer  in  Hickok  Place. 

Front  street  sewer  extends  the  whole  length  of  Front  street 
and  is  a  brick  trunk  sewer,  and  a  continuation  of  the  Battery 
Park  sewer. 

The  Loomis  street  sewers  complete  the  sewer  line  in  that 
street,  and  the  Mansfield  Avenue  sewer  extends  irom  the  Lcomis 
street  sewer  to  Colchester  Avenue. 
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Towards  the  expense  of  this  last  named  sewer  the  University 
of  Vermont  contributed  five  hundred  dollars,  that  it  might  be 
completed  this  season  for  their  connection. 

The  sewers  in  North  Prospect  and  South  Willard  streets  were 
short  extensions  to  enable  a  few  individuals  to  connect  with  the 
sewer  system. 

There  have  been  thirteen  basins  built  during  the  year,  chiefly 
in  connection  with  the  new  sewers.  The  position  of  these  basins 
may  be  found  in  the  former  portion  of  my  report. 

In  the  Public  Buildings  and  Paries  Departments  the  expen- 
ses incurred  by  me  have  been  chiefly  in  a  general  care  of  the 
various  buildings  and  parks.  Some  filling  was  done  east  of  the 
City  Market,  and  its  connection  with  the  sewer  thoroughly  re- 
paired. 

In  the  Street  Department,  repairs  have  been  made  on  proba- 
bly every  street  in  the  city,  but  I  shall  mention  here  only  those 
attended  with  the  largest  expense. 

Colchester  Avenue  was  gravelled  from  East  Avenue  to  Green 
Mt.  Cemetery,  and  a  portion  of  Winooski  hill  was  dressed  with 
gravel. 

On  Winooski  road  a  new  culvert  was  built  at  the  brick  yard, 
and  about  625  feet  of  the  roadway  was  macadamized  with  broken 
stone  to  a  depth  of  from  12  to  15  inches.  Owing  to  the  extremely 
wet  season  the  general  care  of  this  street  has  been  more  expensive 
than  usual. 

Prospect  street  was  turnpiked  and  gravelled  where  needed. 

Loomis  street,  between  Prospect  street  and  Mansfield  Ave- 
nue, has  been  materially  improved  by  blasting  out  the  large  boul- 
ders that  heretofore  occupied  the  road,  and  by  putting  the  street 
into  a  good  and  pussable  condition. 

St.  Paul  street  was  turnpiked  from  Spruce  to  Howard  street. 

Union  street  was  curbed,  and  its  gutter  paved,  from  Main 
street  to  W.  H.  Lane's  south  line,  and  the  flagging  between  those 
points  relaid.    The  street  was  also  re-dressed  with  crushed  stone 
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from  Main  to  Maple  street,  and  from  Howard  street  south,  a  dis- 
tance of  620  feet,  the  roadway  was  given  a  good  coating  of  stone 
chips  from  Oatlin's  ledge. 

Shelburne  road  was  well  repaired  at  the  watering  trough  and 
and  at  the  bridge  south  of  the  Home  for  destitute  children. 

Main  street  was  gravelled  from  Prospect  to  Williams  street ; 
was  curbed,  paved  and  flagged  from  Willard  to  Union  street  on 
the  south  side,  and  between  those  points  was  brought  up  to  the 
established  grade  by  heavy  filling, 

Park  Avenue  was  put  in  good  condition  for  the  State  Fair. 

Cliff  street  was  turnpiked  and  gravelled  where  needed. 

Williston  road  was  dressed  with  gravel  from.  Spear  street  to 
East  Avenue. 

Adams  street  was  curbed  and  paved  from  Church  to  Elm 
street,  on  both  sides,  and  the  road  bed  brought  to  grade  and 
dressed  with  gravel. 

George  street  was  curbed,  paved  and  flagged  from  Pearl  to 
Monroe  street. 

Willard  street  was  curbed,  on  the  east  side,  from  Main  to 
Spruce  street,  and  on  the  west  side  from  Main  street  to  the  south 
line  of  the  property  of  W^m.  Loomis,  Esq.  Flagging  was  laid  on 
both  sides  of  the  street  from  Main  to  Maple  street,  and  the  gut- 
ters were  paved  from  Main  to  Cliff  street  on  the  east  side,  and 
from  Main  to  Spruce  street  on  the  west  side  ;  there  having  been 
completed  on  this  street  4,368  feet  of  paving,  3,150  feet  of  curb- 
ing, and  1,500  feet  of  flagging — all  linear  measure. 

Cherry  street  was  dressed  with  gravel  from  Church  to  St. 
Paul  street. 

On  Maple  street  the  paving  in  the  gutters  was  raised  as  need- 
ed between  Willard  and  Summit  street. 

Pearl  street  gutters  were  paved  on  the  south  side  from  Church 
to  Battery  street,  and  on  the  north  side  from  George  to  Battery 
street.  The  street  was  macadamized  with  crushed  stone  from 
Williams  to  Willard  street.    By  this  season's  work  Pearl  street  is 
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now  paved,  curbed  ana  flagged  its  entire  length,  and  supplied 
with  all  necessary  stone  cross-walks. 

College  street  was  macadamized  with  crushed  stone  from 
Pine  to  Champlain  street,  and  was  flagged  on  the  north  side  from 
Battery  to  Lake  street — the  walk  having  been  unfitted  for  use  by 
the  burning  of  the  Shepard  &  Morse  Lumber  Co.'s  sheds,  by 
which  Company  one  half  of  the  expense  of  re-flagging  Was  borne. 

The  gutters  in  Johnson  street  were  paved  their  entire  length 
on  both  sides  of  the  street,  as  were  also  the  gutters  in  Decatur 
street. 

Clarke  street  was  flagged  and  its  gutters  paved  its  entire 
length  on  both  sides. 

Winooski  Avenue  was  dressed  with  crushed  stone  from  Bank 
to  Pearl  street. 

In  Pine  street  the  roadway  was  widened,  as  necessitated  by 
the  construction  of  the  Horse  Railroad,  from  Maple  to  Kilburn 
street ;  a  free  dressing  of  stone  chips  from  the  yard  of  J.  W. 
Gooclell,  Esq.,  was  used,  and  over  this  was  spread  a  coating  of 
crushed  stone. 

Flagging  has  been  laid  at  various  street  crossings  on  Pearl 
and  St.  Paul  streets,  between  the  flagged  walk  and  the  curbing, 
to  complete  the  crossings.  In  this  way,  about  200  feet  of  flag- 
ging, linear  measure,  has  been  used. 

The  sidewalks  throughout  the  city  have  been  repaired  in  a 
general  way,  but  with  no  large  expense. 

In  the  City  Team  Department  a  saving  of  $141.81  has  been 
made,  as  shown  by  this  report,  in  owning  and  using  its  horses, 
carts  and  tools  ;  but  the  real  saving  is  many  times  this  amount 
in  having  at  hand,  whenever  wanted,  a  team  for  any  work. 

The  charge  to  "  Snow  Work"'  was  for  clearing  the  walks 
and  gutters  of  snov/  daring  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

The  charge  for  cleaning  streets  was  unusually  large,  as  on 
account  of  the  wet  weather  during  the  fall  of  1888  all  street 
cleaning  was  postponed  until  this  year. 
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Twenty-six  street  crossings  have  been  laid  during  the  year, 
as  follows  : 

1  across  College      street  at  City  Hall  Park. 
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On  school  street  the  sidewalk  was  brought  to  a  grade  suffi- 
ciently high  to  carry  the  surface  water  into  a  basin  built  at  the 
terminus  of  the  Schoo]  street  sewer,  durt  from  the  property  ad- 
joining the  Pomeroy  school  grounds  was  used  in  filling  the  ravine 
at  that  point,  thereby  abating  the  former  nuisance  of  stagnant 
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pools  of  water.  The  expense  of  this  work  shows  in  my  report  as 
that  of  "  Connolly  Fill".

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  ENGINEER. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington : 

Gextlemex — The  annual  report  of  the  City  Engineer  for 
the  year  1889,  is  respectfully  submitted  herewith  : 

The  duties  performed  have  consisted  chiefly  in  laying  out  the 
work  of  the  Street  and  Sewer  departments,  the  details  of  which 
are  fully  given  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 
The  land  purchased  for  the  ward  house  in  Ward  one,  was  surveyed, 
the  building  staked  out,  and  grades  given  for  the  drainage  of  the 
building,  and  proper  record  kept  thereof.  Maps  of  record  of  all 
new  work,  have  been  made,  and  surveys  and  maps  for  new  grades 
of  streets  and  sewers,  and  changes  of  those  previously  established, 
have  been  made,  and  the  grades  duly  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen. 

Grades  and  lines  have  been  furnished  where  needed.  Center 
line  marks,  necessarily  displaced,  have  been  restored  and  new 
ones  made  as  opportunity  offered.  All  new  level  benches  made 
while  in  carrying  out  surveys  for  work  have  been  properly  re- 
corded. 

Complete  maps  showing  all  details  of  sewers  constructed  have 
been  recorded  in  the  sewer  map  book.  The  number  of  sewer 
connections  made  during  the  year  was  84.  These  are,  very  pro- 
perly, only  allowed  to  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Super- 
intendent, for  the  purpose  of  ensuring  good  work.  A  proper  rec- 
ord is  kept  of  all  upon  the  sewer  maps.  I  have  often  thought  it 
would  be  a  good  plan  to  have  these  connections  made  where  they 
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would  be  likely  tQ  be  needed,  while  the  sewer  is  being  constructed, 
from  the  sewer  to  the  street  line.  This  would  do  away  with  the 
continual  catting  up  of  the  street,  which  does  more  or  less  serious 
harm  to  the  road  bed.  The  expense  could  be  added  to  the  assess- 
ment of  each  property  and  no  doubt  cost  each  one  less  than  if 
done  singly.  The  road  then,  when  improved  by  macadam,  gutter, 
curb  and  flag,  would  not  be  torn  up  every  little  while.  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  restore  such  an  one  to  its  former  good  condition. 

During  the  year,  the  sewers  have  been  examined  and  cleaned 
as  often  as  was  needed.  The  completion  of  the  trunk  sewer  on 
Front  street  will  make  possible  the  building  of  the  one  on  North 
street.  If  this  is  done,  many  inexpensive  sewers  can  be  built  in 
that  section  of  the  city  which  greatly  needs  sewerage.  The  small- 
er pipe  sewers  have  been  constructed  of  vitrified  tile  of  different 
manufactures,  but  no  kind  has  been  used  which  was  not  as  good 
as  any  in  the  market.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  street  ba- 
sins is  not  only  a  benefit  to  the  sewers  by  the  frequent  flushing  of 
them,  but  is  a  matter  of  economy  in  the  care  of  the  roads,  as  they 
prevent  the  accumulation  of  any  large  volume  of  running  water 
on  the  surface.  As  matters  for  consideration,  I  would  respect- 
fully urge,  as  I  have  in  previous  reports,  that  there  be  provision 
made  for  an  increase  of  the  work  of  the  Engineer's  department. 
The  accomplishment  of  quite  an  amount  of  so  called  extra  work 
should  not  properly  be  any  longer  delayed.  Many  streets  have 
no  center  lines  established  or  marked  by  monuments.  Many 
have  been  encroached  upon  and  require  a  resurvey  f or  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  widths.  Some  have  never  been  surveyed  for  the 
adoption  of  grades  for  surface  or  sewer,  or  for  the  street  numbers. 
The  level  benches  are  not  nearly  so  numerous  as  they  should  be. 
In  making  surveys  requiring  grades  and  lines  it  is  frequently 
necessary  to  commence  at  a  long  distance  from  the  work  in  hand. 
A  duplicate  should  be  made  of  the  book  of  sewer  maps.  This 
contains  a  complete  map  of  each  sewer  now  existing  in  the  city, 
and  some  other  maps  of  changes  in  line,  etc.  It  is  in  almost  con- 
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stant  demand  for  examination  in  the  offices  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  and  City  Engineer,  and  at  the  same  time,  should  be 
properly  kept  in  the  office  of  the  City  clerk,  for  frequent  refer- 
ence there.  A  duplicate  for  our  office  would  obviate  this  trouble, 
and  ensure  the  protection  of  its  valuable  information,  which,  if 
once  lost,  could  never  be  completely  restored. 

I  have  mentioned  only  the  most  important  points  in  connec- 
tion with  my  suggestion.  It  is  all  in  reference  to  work  which 
must  at  some  time  be  done  in  order  to  put  the  affairs  of  the  office 
upon  a  good  foundation,  and  carry  on  the  work  systematically. 
At  present  we  are  some  distance  behind  other  cities  no  larger 
than  our  own. 

The  office  arranged  for  the  City  Engineer  in  connection  with 
that  for  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  in  the  City  Market  build- 
ing, is  commodious  and  well  appointed.  At  some  time  in  the 
near  future,  it  would  be  well  for  the  city  to  own  its  surveying 
instruments.  These  could  be  purchased,  if  thought  best,  at  dif- 
ferent intervals,  making  the  burden  seem  less  heavy.

part  of  our  city. 
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I  think  that  our  city  can  justly  be  proud  of  the  fact  that

mtirely  covered  by  insurance  ;  and  I  hope  if  the  firemen  wish  to 
ivail  themselves  of  the  benefit  cf  the  resolutions  passed  by  your 
lonorable  body  last  spring,  you  will  think  that  it  serves  the  best 
nterests  of  the  city  to  pay  them  the  small  amount  voted  for  each 
ire.

CITY  ATTORNEY. 


To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen — Of  the  matters  pending  at  the  last  report  of 
the  City  Attorney,  two  appeals  from  sewer  assessments  are  as  yet 
unsettled  ;  one  taken  by  The  First  Congregational  Society,  and 
one  by  Mr.  Mathews  and  Mrs.  Cole,  appealing  from  the  assess- 
ment for  the  Cherry  street  sewer.  These  cases  have  been  pend- 
ing for  some  time,  and  have  been  somewhat  delayed  in  the  hopes 
that  a  satisfactory  settlement  could  be  effected.  They  will  be 
disposed  of  at  the  April  term  of  Court  if  possible. 

The  suit  of  E.  R.  Hard  vs.  City  et  als  is  still  on  the  docket, 
awaiting  the  adjustment  of  a  bill  of  costs. 

During  the  year,  two  suits  have  been  brought  against  the 
City,  and  two  suits  have  been  commenced  by  the  City. 

The  suit  of  Louis  Brothers  vs  City  of  Burlington,  is  brought 
to  recover  for  a  war  bounty,  claimed  under  a  vote  by  the  old  town 
of  Burlington  in  1863. 

Charles  C.  Barker  vs.  the  City  is  a  suit  before  a  Justice  to 
recover  for  damages  claimed  from  water  from  a  sluice  on  North 
Avenue. 

The  suits  by  the  City  are  against  the  towns  of  South  Bur- 
lington and  Richmond  ;  and  are  brought  to  recover  money  ex- 
pended by  our  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  paupers  of  those  towns. 

There  have  been  but  few  complaints  for  breach  of  City  Ordi- 
nances during  the  last  year,  and  thoss  have  been  disposed  of 
as  they  have  arisen. 

There  is  no  criminal  cases  now  pending  in  which  the  City  is 
interested.

Gextlemejt  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this,  my  annual 
report  of  the  Police  Department,  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1889,  showing  the  present  strength  and  condition  of  the 
force,  and  reviewing' briefly  the  duties  performed  by  it  during 
the  past  year. 

The  department  consists  of  51  commissioned  policemen. 
Of^hese,  43  are  watchmen  at  the  several  manufactories,  without 
cost  to  the  city.  Two  are  on  duty  on  Church  street  each  night, 
one  in  the  North,  part  of  the  city,  and  one  on  Battery  street  and 
the  South  part  of  the  city. 

There  have  been  in  all,  180  arrests,  which  may  be  classified

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS

The  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the  gift  of  Mary  M.  Fletcher 
to  the  suffering  of  Vermont,  to  medical  science,  and  to  the  pro- 
fession of  nursing,  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Vermont 
November  18th,  1876.  Its  board  of  Directors  was  organized 
December  6th,  1876.  Shortly  afterward,  in  accordance  with  the 
choice  of  Miss  Fletcher,  the  Directors  selected  as  the  site  of  the 
Hospital  and  purchased  the  Catlin  estate,  consisting  of  about  25 
acres  of  high  ground  overlooking  the  City  from  its  eastern  side. 
The  property  thus  acquired  has  been  increased  by  subsequent 
purchases  to  about  50  acres,  including,  beside  land  devoted  to 
meadow  and  pasture,  a  spacious  garden,  an  orchard  of  200  fruit 
trees,  and  a  pine  grove.  During  the  years  1877-8  were  erected 
the  administrative  Building,  containing  also  rooms  for  private 
patients,  the  Men's  Ward,  the  Amphitheatre  for  clinical  lectures, 
and  out-buildings,  costing  about  150,000.  The  Hospital  was 
dedicated  and  opened  January  22d,  1879,  having  a  capacity  for 
27  patients.  On  the  death  of  Miss  Fletcher,  February  24th, 
1885,  the  Hospital  came  into  the  possession  of  the  bulk  of  her 
estate,  which,  together  with  the  original  endowment  and  gifts  for 
free  beds,  constitutes  a  permanent  fund,  for  the  maintainance  of 
the  hospital,  of  about  $335,000.  During  the  year  1887,  there 
were  added  to  the  Hospital  buildings  a  Woman's  Ward,  embody- 
ing all  the  latest  improvements  in  hospital  construction,  an  Iso- 
lated Ward  for  severe  surgical  cases,  and  a  building  containing 
an  operating  room  and  a  room  for  the  preparation  of  surgical 
dressings. — the  whole  cost  being  in  the  neighborhood  of  $20,000. 
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The  total  capacity  of  the  Hospital  is  now  some  fifty  beds, 
through  the  late  enlarging  of  the  Mems  Ward  This  was  built 
originally  for  ten  beds.  In  the  fall  of  1889,  the  Directors  were 
able  to  carry  out  a  long  cherished  plan  oi  extending  it  to  hold 
twenty  beds  ;  this  involved  almost  a  new  building,  the  beginning 
of  1890  sees  it  finished.  The  ward  proper  is  now  twice  the  length 
it  was  before  ;  new  rooms  have  been  added  for  those  it  is  not  well 
to  have  in  the  main  room  ;  a  spacious,  sunny  parlor  has  been  built 
out  on  the  west  ;  various  alterations  have  been  made,  till  now  the 
new  Men's  Ward  is  as  well  arranged  and  equipped  as  the  new 
ward  for  women,  which  has  been  held  to  be  a  model  in  hospital 
construction. 

By  the  intention  of  the  Founder,  and  in  the  method  of  its 
administration  by  the  Directors,  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital  is 
for  the  benefit  of  ail  residents  of  the  State  of  Vermont  whose  cases 
can,  for  any  reason,  be  better  treated  in  a  public  institution  than 
by  means  within  reach  of  tKe  ordinary  practitioner.  Cases  from 
outside  the  State  are  not  refused,  if  there  is  room  for  them,  but 
it  is  understood  that  residents  of  the  State  have  the  prior  claim. 

ENDOWED  BEDS. 

A  Free  Bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity  in  the  hospital 
for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars.  Five  have  already  been 
thus  endowed : 

I.  The  J ulia  M.  Edmunds  Bed  ;  endowed  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
G-eorge  F.  Edmunds  of  Burlington,  in  memory  of  their  daughter, 
and  to  be  occupied  by  female  patients  only. 

II.  The  Kate  W.  Morton  Bed ;  endowed,  in  memory  of  his 
daughter,  by  Mr.  George  Morton  of  Burlington. 

III.  The  Bethesda  Bed  ;  endowed  by  our  founder,  Marv 
Fletcher,  February  11th,  1SS5 — her  gift  to  the  First  Calvinistic 
Congregational  Church  in  this  city. 

IV.  The  Loomis  bed  ;  endowed  by  William,  Luther  and 
Horatio  Loomis,  in  memory  of  their  father  and  mother.

Persons  may  be  designated  by  the  donors  or  their  representa- 
tives, for  the  free  occupancy  of  an  endowed  bed,  under  such  regu- 
lations as  may  be  made  by  the  Directors. 

The  Directors  commend  this  form  of  charity  to  the  atten- 
tion of  those  who  maybe  studying  the  most  economical  and  effec- 
tive forms  of  relief  to  suffering  humanity. 

DONATIONS 

have  been  made  from  time  to  time,  to  the  Hospital,  of  bed  linen, 
old  linen  for  dressings,  fruit  and  flowers,  preserves  and  other 
delicacies  for  the  sick  ;  also  of  books,  magazines,  and  daily  and 
weekly  newspapers  sent  by  the  publishers.  All  of  these  gifts 
have  been  most  acceptable ;  and  the  Directors  desire  to  make 
their  hearty  thanks  to  the  thoughtful  givers. 

They  would  also  acknowledge  thankfully  the  kindness  of  the 
ministers  of  the  various  city  churches  in  holding  Sunday  services  in 
the  Hospital ;  and  the  welcome  courtesy  of  the  choirs  whose  sing- 
ing has  been  of  special  pleasure  and  comfort  to  our  patients. 

A  generous  benefactor,  who  withholds  his  name,  has  given  a 
parlor  organ  for  use  in  the  Sunday  services. 

ADMISSION     AND     EEGU  LATIONS. 

In  order  to  prevent,  and,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  to  cor- 
rect, misapprehension  in  the  public  mind  as  to  the  field  of  be- 
nevolence occupied  by  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the  Directors 
herewith  make  a  brief  statement  of  the  principles  on  which  it  is 
conducted. 

A  hospital  is  essentially  a  charity.  It  is  an  institution  the 
main  object  of  which  is  not  the  making  of  money,  or  the  advance- 
ment of  science,  but  rather  the  cure  of  the  sick,  the  feeble,  the 
injured.  It  aims  to  bring  the  benefits  of  the  most  advanced  medi- 
cal science,  the  most  skillful  nursing,  and  the  most  favoring

material  and  moral  conditions,  to  the  relief  of  the  sufferings  of 
all  classes.  It  gives  a  well  appointed  temporary  home  to  those 
whose  own  homes  lack  appliances  favorable  to  recovery,  and  it 
adds  some  appliances  which  the  most  luxurious  homes  cannot 
furnish.  It  is,  thus,  we  repeat,  a  public  charity,  a  benefit  to  all 
in  every  class  who  may  need  its  help. 

But  it  is  an  expensive  charity, — one  of  the  most  expensive 
known  to  modern  civilization.  The  permanent  investment,  in 
grounds,  buildings,  furniture,  instruments,  and  all  arrangements, 
for  securing  the  most  perfect  sanitary  conditions,  is  necessarily 
large.  The  current  expenses,  even  after  allowing  for  the  large 
amount  of  gratuitous  service  rendered,  are  seen  to  be  very  heavy 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  diet  must  be  always  choice  and 
often  expensive  ;  that  the  medicines  and  instruments  must  be 
the  most  effective  known  to  the  profession,  whatever  the  cost 
may  be ;  that  the  scan2  of  nurses  and  attendants  must  be  such 
that  whenever,  by  day,  or  by  night,  any  kind  of  service  is  requir- 
ed, it  must  be  always  at  hand,  wide  awake,  not  impaired  by 
fatigue  or  confused  by  conflict  of  duty.  Many  times  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Hospital,  the  Directors  have  found  that  the  paid  ser- 
vants outnumbered  the  patients,  without  being  able  to  see  how 
any  of  this  large  staff  could  be  dispensed  with.  There  have  been 
single  patients  who  have  required  the  entire  service  of  a  nurse 
night  and  day.  In  many  cases  the  medicines  and  special  diet  of 
a  patient  have  cost  the  hospital  more  per  week  than  the  largest 
sum  paid  by  those  who  are  regarded  as  paying  patients. 

Now  it  is  obvious  that  with  the  space  and  the  funds  at  the 
command  of  the  Hospital,  it  cannot  offer  its  advantages  gratuit- 
ously to  all  without  discrimination.  Nor  should  this  be  expected. 
A  hospital  does  not  exist  for  the  purpose  of  supplanting  the  reg- 
ular medical  practitioner,  or  of  providing  medical  service  gratui- 
tously for  those  who  are  able  to  pay  for  it.  In  the  minds  of 
many  persons  a  hospital  implies  unlimited  resources  which  the 
Directors  can  dispense  without  stint.    As  a  matter  of  fact  no 
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institutions  are  more  liable  to  financial  straits,  because  of  the 
natural  tendency  of  Hospital  Directors  to  extend  to  suffering 
humanity  a  larger  charity  than  their  means  will  permit.  The 
revenues  of  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  though  administered 
with  the  strictest  economy,  are  sufficiently  taxed  by  the  legiti- 
mate claims  of  charity  ;  for  charity,  more  or  less,  every  patient 
receives.  It  has  never  been  proposed  by  the  Directors,  it  would 
not  be  consistent  with  the  liberal  views  of  the  Founder,  that  any 
should  be  required  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  the  services  rendered. 
Those  who  pay  most  receive  fully  half  they  get  as  a  gratuity. 
But  all  the  sums  paid  by  those  who  are  able  to  pay  anything 
increase  the  power  of  the  Hospital  to  extend  its  benefits  to  those 
who  are  able  to  pay  nothing.  It  is  upon  these  principles  that 
patients  are  received.  Those  who  are  poor,  homeless,  friendless, 
are  understood  to  have  the  first  claim.  Such  applicants,  when 
they  are  fit  subjects  for  hospital  tieatment,  and  when  there  are 
vacant  beds,  are  never  refused.  But  in  order  that  the  largest 
passible  number  of  such  cases  may  be  received,  all  others  are 
expected  to  pay  on  a  scale  accommodated  to  their  means.  We 
have  found  that  most  persons  are  glad  to  pay  all  that  could  be 
expected  of  them.  Friends  often  contribute  to  the  support  of 
those  less  fortunate  than  themselves.  Employers,  recognizing 
the  value  to  themselves  of  such  an  institution  in  their  neighbor- 
hood in  cases  of  accident  or  serious  sickness,  willingly  pay  in 
part  or  in  full  for  the  care  of  their  employees.  We  trust  the 
time  is  coming  when  the  railroad  corporations,  the  manufacturing 
firms,  the  churches,  all  who  have  large  numbers  of  persons  in  their 
care,to  whom  they  owe  charity  in  times  of  distress,  will  endow  beds 
available  for  their  use  in  case  of  need.  And  we  confidently  ex- 
pect that  as  the  needs  of  the  hospital  outgrow  its  means,  other 
liberal  hands  will  enlarge  its  resources,  so  that  its  doors  may  be 
always  wide  enough  to  admit  all  the  suffering  poor  of  our  State, 
"without  money  and  without  price." 
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The  regulations  for  admission  of  patients  are  hereto  ap- 
pended. 

I.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease,  shall  be  admitted,  nor  any  lunatic,  nor  any  maternity 
case. 

II.  The  regular  price  of  treatment  is  ten  dollars  per  week. 
Reductions  from  this  price  will  be  made  when  satisfactory  proof  is 
furnished  of  the  inability  of  the  patient  to  pay  full  rates.  A  lim- 
ited number  of  free  beds  are  available  for  those  whose  circum- 
stances render  them  fit  subjects  for  such  charity. 

III.  Applications  from  outside  of  Burlington  must  be  made 
in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Superintendent,  by  the  attending 
physician  of  the  patient,  accompanied  by  a  full  discription  of  the 
case,  and  when  a  free  bed,  or  reduced  rates  may  be  desired,  by 
a  statement  of  the  pecuniary  circumstances  of  the  patient. 

IV.  Physicians  should  remember  that  incurable  cases,  and 
those  which  admit  of  only  temporary  relief,  are  not  regarded,  in 
general,  as  suitable  subjects  for  admission.

MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


Delivered  before  the  City  Council,  April  7th,  1890. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Honored  by  the  suffrages  of  our  fellow-citizens,  and  charged 
with  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  this  municipality  for  the  com- 
ing year,  we  are  assembled  to  assume  the  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties of  our  official  positions,  and  let  us  not  forget  that  our  official 
acts  must  bear  the  test  of  public  opinion.  If  we  discharge  our 
duties  in  an  intelligent  and  conscientious  manner,  we  may  hope 
to  receive  the  approbation  of  our  constituents.  In  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  City  Charter,  I  submit  for  your 
consideration  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  our  city  government,  together  with  such  comments  as 
seem  appropriate.  As  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance,  I 
will  first  call  your  attention  to  the  financial  condition  of  our 
city. 

FINANCE. 

No  department  of  our  city  demands  more  careful  attention 
than  that  of  finance,  as  the  success  of  the  various  departments 
largely  depend  upon  the  successful  management  of  this.

The  subject  of  road-making  is  attracting  much  attention  all 
over  our  country.  False  ideas  of  economy  have  always  stood  in 
the  way  of  realizing  that  the  best  is  the  cheapest.  It  has  been 
demonstrated  by  unquestionable  authorities,  that  good  roads  are 
cheaper  to  build  and  maintain  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  than 
poor  ones,  and  roads  so  constructed  and  maintained  are  not  only 
more  economical  for  all  kinds  of  traffic,  but  cleaner,  more  whole- 
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some  and  enjoyable.  The  building  and  maintenance  of  roads 
requires  the  skill  of  a  practical  road  builder,  a  fact  often  over- 
looked by  many  intelligent  men  who  serve  the  community. 
Good  roads  increase  the  value  of  property  to  a  marked  extent 
and  actually  cost  the  community  much  less. 

While  much  has  been  done  to  improve  our  streets,  too  little 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  line  of  permanent  improvements. 
The  material  we  are  using  for  top-dressing  our  streets  is  utterly 
unfit  for  that  purpose,  it  being  so  soft  that  it  grinds  to  dirt  in  a 
very  short  time.  There  must  be  far  better  material  to  be  had, 
easy  of  access  by  boat  and  at  not  much  more  cost.  We  have  but 
few  streets  in  our  city  that  are  in  decent  shape  to  drive  over  in 
the  spring  of  the  year,  many  of  them  being  in  a  deplorable  con- 
dition. In  order  to  remedy  these  matters  I  would  recommend1 
that  a  non-partisan  commission  be  created  similar  to  our  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners,  having  in  view  a  systematic  improvement i 
of  our  streets  and  sidewalks,  and  the  extension  of  our  sewerage 
system.  I  am  confident  that  a  liberal  expenditure  the  next  few. 
years  upon  our  streets  and  the  avenues  leading  into  our  city,  will  j 
result  in  a  large  increase  in  the  grand  list.  I  therefore  most; 
earnestly  request  your  careful  consideration  of  this  subject.  A| 
large  number  of  cross-walks  should  be  constructed  the  coming 
year,  and  these  should  be  laid  as  soon  as  possible  in  every  stree 
much  used,  and  where  sewers  and  water  pipes  have  been  laidj 
The  recommendation  by  our  City  Engineer  for  establishing 
street  lines  should  have  your  attention,  as  well  as  other  point  , 
mentioned  in  his  report.

I  would  remark  that  the  unpaid  assessments  in  this  departmei| 
wilJ  leave  a  credit  balance. 
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The  extension  of  our  sewerage  is  a  subject  that  should  have 
our  careful  attention,  and  our  appropriation  should  be  used  this 
year  in  completing  so  far  as  possible, 

First — In  South  Union  Street  from  Shelburne  to  Howard 
Street. 

Second — In  North  Willard  Street  from  Loomis  to  near  Pearl 
Street. 

Third — In  Prospect  Street  from  F.  E.  Perkins"  place  to  near 
Pearl  Street. 

The  above  should  be  finished  first  in  the  interest  of  street 
drainage  as  well  as  for  sewer  purposes. 
Fourth — In  Main  Street  from  Williams  to  Prospect  Street. 
Fifth — In  Battery  Street  from  Man-hole  north  to  Pearl  Street, 
and  thence  in  Pearl  Street  to  Champlain  Street. 

These  should  be  completed  this  year  in  order  to  perfect  the 
sewerage  system. 

Sixth — The  recommendation  of  our  Health  Officer  as  to 
extending  the  Pine  Street  trunk  sewer  should  receive  our  earnest 
attention. 

Seventh — The  trunk  sewer  in  North  Street  should  be  extended

The  use  of  the  new  reservoir  during  the  past  year  clearly 
demonstrates  the  utility  of  a  clean  basin  for  storage,  and  the 
necessity  of  keeping  such  a  basin  always  in  good  condition.  I 
therefore  call  your  careful  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  I 
the  water  commissioners,  relative  to  the  repairs  of  the  old  reser- 
voir and  other  suggestions  contained  in  their  excellent  report. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  very  life  of  our  public  institutions,  the  maintenance  of 
the  vital  principles  of  our  form  of  government,  our  hope  of 
future  national  progress  and  our  social  welfare  all  emenate  from,  I 
and  depend  on,  a  thorough  system  of  public  schools.  Our  city 
stands  in  the  front  rank  of  public  educators,  and  we  must  assume 
the  trust,  that  no  other  forge  ahead  of  us. 

I  called  your  attention  in  my  former  communication  to  the  !i 
urgent  wants  of  the  school  department  and  the  anxiety  of  the 
school  board  on  this  particular  point.  If  our  population  in- 
creases, we  must  make  a  corresponding  increase  in  our  public 
educational  capacity.  Over  half  a  generation  ago  we  erected  the 
Adams  and  Pomeroy  school  buildings.  Since  then  we  have 
simply  purchased  the  Archibald  street  school  property,  and 
added  a  story  to  the  wing  of  the  North  and  Murray  streets  school 
house.  This  is  all  that  has  been  accomplished  in  face  of  the 
fact  that  when  the  Adams  and  Pomeroy  school  property  was  pur-  I 
chased,  the  enrollment  of  scholars  was  894,  while  that  of  the 
year  ending  March,  1889,  was  1817,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  1450,  showing  an  increase  in  the  school  register  of  over  100 
per  cent  since  1874.  M 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  total  sittings  of  our  schools 
is  281  less  than  the  enrollment  of  the  past  year.  This  incon- 
venience has  caused  the  necessity  of  transferring  pupils  from  one 
school  to  another,  and  the  changing  of  district  boundaries  to 
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accord  wich  the  growth  of  the  city,  both  of  which  are  detrimental 
and  "prejudicial  to  the  best  welfare  of  the  schools  and  scholars. 
To  obviate  this  it  is  imperative  that  we  should  have  additional 
room  and  have  it  at  once.  The  expense  of  these  necessary 
improvements  in  our  school  department,  the  same  as  in  other 
city  departments,  should  be  borne  by  those  who  reap  their 
benefits  in  future  years  in  common  with  those  who  enjoy  their 
present  advantages. 

From  these  facts  you  should  draw  your  inference  and  govern 
yourselves  accordingly. 

FLETCHEE  LIBEAEY. 

A  careful  perusal  of  the  excellent  reports  of  the  secretary 
for  the  trustees,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Fletcher  free  library, 
must  convince  our  thoughtful  citizens  of  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding more  suitable  and  convenient  rooms  for  our  public  library.

By  comparing  the  expense  of  this  department  for  the  past 
year  with  that  of  other  cities,  corresponding  in  size,  together  with 
the  condition  of  the  apparatus,  and  the  small  amount  of  property 
destroyed,  we  can  but  conclude  that  this  branch  of  our  service  is 
efficient.  The  alacrity  with  which  its  members  have  responded 
to  the  alarms,  and  the  successful  efforts  made  to  confine  the  fires 
with  in  its  limits,  have  all  contributed  to  secure  for  it  an  honorable 
record,  for  which  any  city  may  well  be  proud.    This  is  an  impor- 
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tant  branch  of  our  public  service,  and  should  receive  our  cordial 
support.  The  recommendations  of  our  efficient  Chief  Engineer 
should  receive  your  careful  attention. 

Furthermore,  I  would  recommend  for  your  consideration 
the  appointment  of  two  Assistant-Engineers  in  place  of  four,  and 
increased  accommodations  for  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Company.

The  protection  of  property  and  maintenance 
of  order  must  necessarily  be  attended  with  expense,  but  this  ex- 
pense has  been  reduced  as  low  as  is  possible  for  the  good  govern- 
ment of  our  city. 

STREET  LIGHTS. 

While  the  appropriation  for  this  department  the  past  year 
was  quite  large,  I  think  there  is  nothing  that  our  tax  payers 
would  more  cheerfully  pay  for,  than  money  expended  in  this  de- 
partment. Our  city  as  a  whole  is  well  lighted,  but  there  are  a 
few  more  lights  needed  in  some  localities.

A  careful  perusal  of  our  efficient  Health  Officer's  report  must 
convince  our  tax  payers  that  he  is  giving  this  department  much 
attention,  and  should  have  the  co-operation  of  all  of  our  citizens 
who  desire  to  have  our  city  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  health  - 
ful cities  in  the  country.  Our  death  rate  last  year  was  excep- 
tionally low,  being  only  15.50  per  thousand  inhabitants. 

The  very  generous  and  charitable  actions  of  the  physicians 
of  this  city  in  establishing  the  "Free  Dispensary"  is  fully  appre- 
ciated by  the  public. 

PARKS. 

There  is  nothing  that  adds  more  to  the  attractiveness  of  our 
city  than  well  cared-for  parks.  You  should  be  liberal  in  your 
appropriations  for  this  department.  I  would  suggest  that  your 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  and  Parks  see  that  the  walks  are 
properly  repaired  and  graveled. 

CONCLUSION. 

Having  brought  to  your  notice  the  condition  of  the  several 
departments,  and  presented  for  your  consideration  such  sugges- 
tions as  have  occurred  to  me,  I  wish  to  reiterate  what  I  said  in 
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my  former  message,  that  as  we  have  been  chosen  by  the  people  to 
transact  the  business  of  the  city,  we  should  see 

First — That  our  appropriations  are  ample  to  cover  the 
necessary  expenditures: 

Second — That  we  should  keep  rigidly  within  the  same, 
that  the  business  affairs  of  the  city  may  be  conducted  with  such 
discrimination  as  characterizes  conserv.ative  business  enterprises. 

Let  us  then  enter  upon  our  duties  with  an  earnest  desire  to 
impartially  perform  them,  giving  all  the  necessary  time  to  inves- 
tigate matters  of  business  that  shall  come  before  us,  so  that  every 

interest  of  the  city  shall  be  cared  for,  every  right  of  the  citizen 
protected.

SCHOOL  CENSUS. 

The  school  census  for  the  year  was  taken  with  great  care,  by 
Mr.  Charles  E.  Allen,  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  School  Commission- 
ers, and  its  results  are  embodied  in  the  following  valuable  re- 
port : 

Burlington,  Vt.,  July,  1890. 

To  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen  :  The  report  of  the  school  census  taken  last 
June,  which  I  herewith  submit,  has  been  tabulated  in  the  fol- 
lowing form  to  furnish  the  statistics  suggested  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  education,  in  his  circular  of  May  20,  1890  :

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A  careful  comparison  of  the  above  table  with  the  statistics 
presented  by  the  school  census  one  year  ago,  furnishes  several 
points  which  are  both  interesting  and  encouraging.  Among  these 
it  will  be  noticed  that  during  the  year  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  160  in  the  number  of  families  with  children;  and  that  while 
327  more  school  children  are  reported  in  1890,  the  increased  at- 
tendance upon  the  several  schools  during  the  spring  and  summer 
terms  was  204,  thus  showing  a  corresponding  increased  interest 
of  parents  and  children  in  school  work.  Of  the  3,671  children  of 
school  age  reported  in  1890,  1,740  attended  the  public  schools, 
148  the  private,  and  1,322  the  several  parochial  schools  in  the 
city.  The  remainder — 461 — or  12^  per  cent  of  the  whole  num- 
ber are  not  found  in  any  school,  which  shows,  for  the  present 
year,  a  very  gratifying  gain  of  over  7  per  cent  in  school  attend- 
ance. 

Comparing  by  Wards,  the  number  of  families  with  children, 
and  the  number  of  children  in  the  census  of  1889  and  1890,  we 
find  a  decrease  of  four  families  and  27  children  in  Ward  1.  An 
increase  of  35  families  and  124  children  in  Ward  2,  and  of  96 
families  and  221  children  in  Ward  3;  an  increase  of  28  families, 
and  a  decrease  of  2  children  in  Ward  4;  and  an  increase  of  5 
families  and  11  children  in  Ward  5;  an  increase  of  131  families 
and  345  children  in  the  adjoining  Wards  2  and  3,  and  an  increase 
of  29  families  and  a  loss  of  18  children  in  the  remaining  Wards 
1,  4  and  5,  a  fact  which  clearly  demonstrates  the  importance  of 
the  Archibald  Street  School  purchase,  and  the  special  need  of 
increased  school  accommodations  in  the  northern  portion  of  our 
city.  Of  the  327  additional  children  of  school  age  this  year,  208 
are  found  in  the  younger  class,  or  ihose  between  5  and  12  years 
of  age,  and  119  of  those  between  12  and  18  years,  a  fact  which 
furnishes  a  strong  probability  of  a  continued  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  to  be  provided  with  school  instruction  in  the 
near  future. 
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Keferring,  in  conclusion,  to  the  number  of  children  not 
ound  in  school  (461)  which,  although  216  less  than  was  reported 
n  1889,  may  appear  much  too  large  to  those  who  appreciate  our 
chool  advantages,  it  should  be  said  that  the  number  of  children 
bove  the  compulsory  attendance  age  (8-14)  is  839,  or  nearly 
wice  as  large,  and  the  percentage  of  non-attendance  is  small  for 
city  of  our  size.

The  Daily  Free  Press  and  Times  of  July  28,  1890,  contained 
the  following  editorial  comments  on  Mr.  Allen's  report,  which  I 
take  pleasure  in  presenting  here  : 

"Burlington's  school  census. 

"  We  print  this  n  orning  in  tabulated  form  the  report  of  our 
city  school  census  taken  in  June,  together  with  some  interesting 
comparative  statements  by  Mr.  0.  E.  Allen  of  the  board  of  school 
commissioners.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  first  census  under 
the  new  school  law  of  1888  was  taken  last  year.  The  census  of 
1890  was  taken  with  equal  care  and  under  the  same  general  super- 
vision, thus  affording  opportunity  for  comparisons  that  were 
impossible  a  year  ago,  and  making  it  possible  to  accurately  deter- 
mine the  tendency  in  regard  to  school  attendance  in  this  city. 
The  report  as  presented  either  in  itself  considered,  or  when  com- 
pared with  the  report  of  a  year  ago,  is  in  every  particular 
encouraging.  It  merits  and  should  receive  careful  study  by  all 
our  citizens. 

"  One  very  interesting  and  encouraging  feature  of  the  report 
is  the  showing  in  respect  to  school  attendance.  In  1889  there 
were  677  children  of  school  age  in  the  city  not  found  in  any 
school ;  in  June,  1890,  there  were  461.  The  report  shows  an 
increase,  daring  the  year,  of  327  in  the  total  number  of  children 
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of  school  age  in  the  city,  and  a  decrease  of  over  seven  per  cent  ii 
the  number  not  found  in  any  school.  ***** 

"  The  decrease  in  the  number  attending  private  schools^- 
from  187  in  1889  to  148  in  1890— while  it  does  not  necessarily 
indicate  that  schools  of  this  class  in  our  city  are  deteriorating, 
does  show  that  our  public  schools  are  of  so  high  an  order  that 
they  fulfil  all  the  requirements  of  the  people,  and  this  we  believe 
to  be  true. 

"  The  remarks  of  Mr.  Allen  on  the  need  of  more  and  better 
school  accommodations  in  some  parts  of  the  city  are  especially 
commended  to  the  attention  of  our  citizens.  Not  long  ago  we 
gave  a  brief  resume  of  some  impressions  received  while  visiting  ] 
the  public  schools  of  the  city.  So  far  as  the  schools  and  the 
general  school  work  were  concerned  those  impressions  were  very 
favorable,  but  the  need  of  increased  and  improved  accommoda- 
tions, in  some  instances,  was  painfully  apparent  and  was  com- 
mented on  at  the  time.  This  matter  should  receive  prompt 
attention. 

"  Encouraging  as  is  the  school  census  report  of  1890,  we 
should  not  be  satisfied  with  anything  short  of  constant  progress. 
The  number  of  children  of  school  age  who  do  not  attend  school 
— 461 — though  not  large  when  compared  with  some  other  cities 
of  the  same  size  as  Burlington,  is  still  too  large,  and  should  be, 
and  we  believe  will  be,  steadily  reduced." 

SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

Only  a  few  changes  worthy  of  note  were  made  in  the  school 
property  during  the  past  year.  Two  or  three  items,  however, 
deserve  special  mention. 

NORTH  AND  MURRAY  STREETS  BUILDING. 

The  construction  of  a  sewer  in  North  street,  by  the  North 
and  Murray  streets  building,  gave  an  opportunity  for  connecting 
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property  with  the  sewer,  which  was  at  once  improved  by  the 
looI  Board. 

During  the  summer  vacation  water  closets  were  built  in  brick 
litions  to  the  rear  of  the  building,  access  to  which  was 
|ned  by  doors  opening  from  the  lower  halls. 

These  closets  are  furnished  with  improved  plumbing  appara- 
j,  so  arranged  that  though  they  are  not  warmed,  they  are,  it 
claimed,  non-freezing. 
In  their  construction,  special  attention  was  given  to  the  mat- 
of  making  them  wholesome,  and  good  in  respect  to  sanitary 
laiities. 

In  their  general  plan  they  are  similar  to  those  annexed  to  the 
tin  street  building  a  few  years  ago,  which  have  proved  to  be 
m  satisfactory. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  grounds  is  much  improved  by 
removal  of  the  old  fen  3es  and  offensive  outbuildings  which 
to  stand  in  rear  of  the  school  house. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that  these  changes  were  greatly 
|ieded  and  were  important  in  many  respects. 

AEOHIBALD  STKEET  PRIMARY. 


At  the  Archibald  Street  Primary  school,  a  triangular  piece 
land,  adjoining  the  school  lot  on  the  westerly  side,  was  pur- 
|iased  of  Hon.  Wm.  G.  Shaw. 

The  north-westerly  line  of  the  school  lot  now  runs  from  its 
brth-west  corner  perpendicularly  to  Spring  street,  and  the  land 
prchased  is  included  between  this  line,  the  westerly  line  of  the 
:hool  lot  before  this  purchase,  and  Spring  street. 

This  purchase  increases  the  lot  in  the  direction  in  which  an 
[Idition  was  needed,  and  will  prevent  the  possible  erection  of 
bjectionable  buildings  very  near  the  school  house.  It  will  also 
pord  a  good  opportunity  for  a  division  of  the  play  grounds, 
hich  will  give  the  girls  one  portion  and  the  boys  another. 
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This  property  was  also  improved  by  grading  the  grounds  wef 
and  north  of  the  building. 

Early  in  the  year  a  new  stairway  to  the  basement  was  m 
and  the  size  of  the  east  recitation  room  was  nearly  doubled 
throwing  all  the  space  formerly  occupied  by  the  pulpit  and  plai 
form  (except  that  taken  by  the  new  stairway)  into  this  recitatio 
room. 

ADAMS  SCHOOL. 

It  became  necessary  again  to  take  up  the  north  part  of  the  drai: 
east  of  the  building  and  relay  it.    This  was  done  with  great  care 
and  under  circumstances  much  more  favorable  than  those  of  ttyi 
preceding  year,  when  the  almost  constant  rains  rendered  it  ver  L 
difficult  to  do  the  work  ;  and,  as  an  additional  safeguard  against, 
the  filling  and  clogging  of  the  drain  and  caving  in  of  the  sitMg 
and  top,  a  well  was  sunk  at  the  northern  extremity. 

This  can  be  cleared  when  necessary,  and  we  now  hope  that  tfrl 
difficulties  attending  the  successful  drainage  of  this  lot  are  satis  | 
factorily  remedied. 

In  addition  to  these  items  particularly  mentioned,  incidents 
repairs,  required  to  keep  the  property  in  good  condition,  wer 
made  as  usual. 


TEACHERS. 

In  the  roll  of  teachers  only  a  few  new  names  appear.  W 
have  been  particularly  fortunate  in  Burlington  in  retaining  mos 
of  our  good  teachers  many  years.  To  their  general  training  o 
experience,  or  both,  on  coming  here,  they  have  thus  adde< 
special  training  and  experience  in  our  own  schools.  They  hav 
become  acquainted  with  the  needs  and  demands  of  our  schools 
with  the  peculiarities  of  the  scholars,  with  their  home  trainini 
and  the  formative  influences  about  them,  and  so  are  especiall 
qualified  for  the  instruction  and  management  of  their  respectiv 
schools  and  classes.    This  knowledge  of  the  environment  o 
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pils  is  of  great  value  to  teachers,  next  in  importance,  indeed,,  to 
lining  their  ancestors,  and  can  only  be  acquired  by  long  service 
the  same  place. 

In  the  new  appointments,  so  far  as  we  are  now  able  to  judge, 
mistakes  were  made. 

For  our  teachers  old  and  new,  I  have  only  words  of  hearty 
preciation  and  commendation.  They  are  intelligent  and  sensi- 
1  competent  and  conscientious,  and  faithfully  devoted  to  their 
gh  calling.  That  they  are  qualified  in  respect  to  educational 
aining  will  appear  from  the  statement  of  the  institution  which 
ey  represent. 

The  name  of  Miss  Mary  E.  Collins,  who  for  21  years  has  been 
teacher  here,  will  be  greatly  missed.  Capable,  reliable  and 
nscientious,  Miss  Collins  has  had  the  respect  and  confidence 
school  officers,  co-laborers,  pupils  and  patrons  of  the  school, 
iss  Collins  was  re-appointe  1  to  the  position  which  she  had  so 
ceptably  filled  for  many  years,  but  duty  to  others  and  consid- 
ations  relating  to  her  own  health  led  her  to  decline  her  ap- 
ointment  and  relinquish  her  position.

The  five  years  period  for  which  text  books  were  adopted  in  J 
1884,  would  have  expired  November  1,  1889,  had  not  our  legis- 
lature in  1888  extended  the  term  until  1890. 

Accordingly,  during  the  past  year  a  general  change  of  text 
books  used  below  the  High  school  was  made  to  take  effect  at  the  j 
opening  of  the  last  Fall  Term.

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  adoption  of  text-books  in 
1884,  the  only  changes  were  the  dropping  of  Webb's  Word  Method 
from  the  Readers,  the  addition  of  Colburn's  Intellectual  Arith- 
metic, and  Hutchinson's  Physiology,  and  the  substitution  of 
Reed  &  Kellogg's  Grammars  for  Green's. 

The  change  in  Drawing  Books  was  a  change  in  name  rather 
than  in  books.  Nearly  all  these  books,  at  the  time  of  the  latest 
adoption,  had  been  in  use  in  our  schools  over  ten  years. 

Certainly  it  cannot  be  claimed  that  the  people  of  Burlington 
have  been  burdened  by  the  expense  of  frequent  and  unnecessary 
-  changes  in  text-books. 

But  the  time  had  come  when  a  nearly  complete  change 
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fieemed  advisable  to  the  School  Board,  and  accordingly  the  list 
fcresented  was  adopted. 

Nearly  all  these  books  are  new  and  fresh,  and  contain  the 
■atest  improvements  in  school  text-books. 

Speaking  for  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  I  may  say 
■that  we  consider  our  list  of  books  a  particularly  good  one.  Many 
■of  them  possess  merits  and  excellences  which  are  not  found  in 
■ordinary  school  books,  and  they  mark  a  distinct  advance  in  school 
■book  literature. 

Well  made  mechanically,  attractive  in  appearance,  beautiful 
Jin  illustrations,  interesting  in  matter  and  manner  of  presentation 
■and  suggestive  and  stimulating  in  method,  they  have  quickened 
■teachers  and  scholars,  and  their  introduction  will  produce  not- 
■ably  beneficial  effects  upon  our  school  work. 

The  change  in  books  was  accomplished  with  very  little  dis- 
turbance and  irritation.  The  children  welcomed  the  new  books, 
■and  the  parents  either  recognized  the  wisdom,  or  cheerfully 

■  acquiesced  in  the  fact  of  change. 

In  this  connection,  I  should  say,  that  last  term,  "  Black 

■  Beauty,"  with  its  lessons  of  gentleness  and  kindness,  so  effectively 

■  given,  was  introduced  as  supplementary  reading. 

Its  use  is  already  bearing  fruit  in  increased  thoughtfulness 
and  care,  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  for  our  friends,  the  domestic 
dumb  animals. 

CLASS  OF  1890  PRIZES. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  in  previous  reports  to  chronicle  the 
action  of  the  graduating  classes  of  the  High  School  in  leaving,  as 
they  have  passed  out,  tokens  of  their  affection  for  the  school.  And 
again  I  have  this  privilege. 

The  class  of  1890  left  a  memorial,  different  in  character  from 
any  that  had  preceded  it,  which  will  not  only  be  a  perpetual  re- 
minder of  their  strong  and  continued  love  for  the  school,  but  will 
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also,  as  the  years  go  by,  contribute  directly  to  the  interest  in  a 
particular  line  of  study  and  effort: 

The  subjects — composition  and  declamation — in  which  the 
class  sought  by  their  gift  to  stimulate  their  successors  in  the 
High  School  to  excellence,  were  wisely  chosen. 

In  behalf  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  I  express  to 
the  class  of  1890  grateful  acknowledgements.    The  purpose  of 
the  prizes  and  the  manner  and  conditions  of  their  award  are  j 
fully  set  forth  in  the  following  deed  of  gift  : 

"  The  class  of  1890,  in  the  Burlington  High  School,  hereby  j 
donates  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  j 
the  uses  and  purposes  herein  named : 

Said  fund  'shall  be  invested  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  Board  | 
of  School  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Burlington ;  and  the  { 
interest  and  income  thereof  shall  annually  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  principal  of  said  High  School,  who  shall,  at  some  time  I 
during  the  fall  or  winter  term  of  said  school,  give  one-half  there-  j 
of  as  a  prize  to  that  gh*l  in  the  A  class  who  shall  be  awarded  such 
prize  for  superior  excellence  for  an  original  essay  upon  some  sub-  «<j 
ject  to  be  selected  -by  the  principal. 

The  other  half  shall  be  given  as  a  prize  to  that  boy  in  the  A 
class,  who  shall  be  awarded  such  prize  for  an  original  declama-  I 
tion  upon  some  subject  to  be  selected  by  the  principal.  Both 
the  manner  of  delivery  and  the  literary  and  rhetorical  quality  of  ?J| 
the  piece  shall  be  considered  in  making  the  award. 

No  more  than  six  members  of  the  class  shall  compete  for  either 
of  said  prizes,  and  that  number  (if  so  many  there  be)  shall  be 
selected  by  the  principal. 

The  prizes  shall  be  awarded  by  a  committee  of  three,  one  to 
be  chosen  by  the  Principal,  one  by  the  competing  pupils,  which 
two  committee  shall  choose  the  third  member. 

Said  prizes  shall  be  known  and  called 
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"The  Class  of  1890  prizes  for  excellence  in  original 

declamation  and  composition."

PRIZES. 

Shortly  before  the  close  of  last  school  year,  a  friend  of  the 
schools  who  wishes  to  have  his  name  withheld  provided  a  sum 
of  money  for  prizes,  to  be  divided  between  the  two,  one  to 
be  a  young  lady  and  another  a  young  man,  who  should  be  ad- 
judged the  best  speakers  at  the  graduating  exercises. 

The  announcement  of  the  prizes  came  so  late  that  there  was 
little,  if  any  opportunity  for  special  preparation. 

But  it  is  due  the  class  .o  say  that  its  members  made  a  very 
creditable  appearance. 

The  committee,  chosen  for  the  purpose,  consisting  of  Mr. 
J.  S.  Cilley,  Miss  Addie  E.  Edwards  and  Mr.  Oscar  Atwood, 
kindly  discharged  the  somewhat  delicate  and  difficult  duty  en- 
trusted to  them,  and  awarded  the  prizes  to  Miss  Lena  Evelyn 
Lane  and  Mr.  Arthur  Choate  Crombie. 

TRUANT  OFFICER. 

By  an  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  State  Legislature, 
the  Mayor  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  Truant  Officer  for  the  city. 

The  general  law  on  compulsory  attendance  was  cumbersome 
in  its  details  and  difficult  of  execution,  and  no  serious  attempt, 
so  far  as  I  am  aware,  has  ever  been  made  in  the  State  to  enforce  it. 

The  special  law  recently  passed  is  adapted  to  the  condition 
of  the  city  and  can  be  executed. 
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His  Honor,  Mayor  Crombie,  has  appointed  Oliver  Lamora, 
truant  officer,  under  the  new  law. 

Mr.  Lamora  is  a  reliable,  capable  man,  who  has  had  long 
experience  upon  the  police  force,  and  is  intimately  acquainted 
with  the  city,  and  who  adds  to-  these  qualifications  a  lively  in- 
terest in  our  schools.  Mr.  Lamora's  selection  for  this  office 
seems  an  eminently  good  one. 

The  school  authorities  propose  to  apply  the  new  law  at  once 
to  the  reduction  of  truency  in  the  city,  and  to  this  end  they  ask 
the  aid  of  all  good  citizens  who  can  render  assistance. 

SCHOOL  BONDS. 

Another  law  of  interest  to  Burlington  was  also  passed  by  the 
last  Legislature,  viz. :  an  act  authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds  for 
certain  school  purposes. 

The  chief  advantage  to  the  city  of  the  new  law  is,  that  while 
under  former  laws  the  city  government  might  raise  the  funds  for 
construction  of  new  buildings,  by  immediate  taxation,  it  had 
no  authority  to  pledge  the  credit  of  the  city  for  future  payment. 
Under  the  new  law  it  has  the  right  to  provide  the  funds  by  loans 
and  extend  the  time  of  payment  over  a  series  of  years,  and  thus 
justly  distribute  the  burden  of  taxation.  The  law  carefully 
guards  against  reckless  expenditures  and  inconsiderate  issue  of 
bonds,  and  is  a  wise  measure  of  relief  in  case  of  the  construction 
of  new  school  buildings,  or  the  purchase  of  additional  school 
property. 

The  Truant  Act  and  the  Act  authorizing  the  issue  of  School 
Bonds  will  be  found  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  pleasant  one.  The  machinery  of 
the  schools  has  moved  smoothly.  The  discipline  has  been  even, 
and  the  instruction  good. 
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The  people  of  Burlington  have  stood  loyally  by  the  public 
schools. 

With  all  these  favorable  conditions — it  could  not  be  other- 
wise than  that — the  results  have  been  gratifying  and  creditable. 

With  a  renewed  sense  of  obligation,  and  a  sincere  expression 
of  gratitude  to  all  who  have  crontributed  to  these  results,  this

REPORT    OF   THE  TRUSTEES. 


Burlington,  Vt.,  January  1st,  1891. 
To  the  City  Council  of  Burlington  : — 

Gentlemen  : — The  Trustees. Of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library 
ask  leave  to  present  to  you  their  Seventeenth  Annual  Report. 

We  have  expected  nothing  else,  through  the  past  year,  than 
to  report  to  you  at  the  opening  of  a  New  Year,  the  increasing 
usefulness  of  the  Public  Library,  and  to  have  good  occasion  to 
repeat  our  thanks  for  your  continued  interest  in  it  and  true  con- 
sideration of  its  needs.  And  we  congratulate  you,  and  our  city, 
on  the  better  and  still  better  account  given  of  its  benefit  to  the 
community,  thanking  you,  as  we  have  done  now  for  many 
years,  for  the  care  you  have  given  it.  We  wish  we  were  able  to 
congratulate  you,  and  our  fellow-citizens,  on  some  likely  prospect 
of  having  the  Library's  chief  est  want  filled.  This,  as  you  are  well 
aware,  is  a  library-building  suitable  to  its  growing  and  now 
pressing  needs,  suitable  also  to  the  rank  which  it  has  now  taken 
among  the  free-libraries  of  the  country,  and  to  the  credit  of  the 
city  of  which,  with  the  public  schools,  it  is  a  principal  bene- 
factor. 

It  is  not  needed,  gentlemen,  to  rehearse  the  important  use 
which  the  Public  Library  fills  now  all  over  the  country  wherever 
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education  has  its  rightful  place  in  the  regard  of  the  people,  and 
in  the  obligation  with  which  they  feel  bound  in  respect  of  it. 
In  large  cities,  small  towns,  little  villages,  people  equally  testify 
to  the  sense  they  have  of  a  certain  charge  laid  upon  them  in  this 
matter,  and  of  a  certain  trust  accepted  by  them.  In  hardly  any- 
thing that  concerns  their  hope  of  a  civilization  worthy  of  the 
name,  "  American,"  have  they  better  proved  the  maxim  that 
"Noblesse  oblige"  than  in  the  noble  provision  they  have  let 
their  good  sense  make,  and  their  right  judgment  make  every- 
where, for  the  founding  of  free  libraries  and  the  liberal  mainten- 
ance of  them. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  rehearse  what  has  thus  been  well  done 
and  promises  still  better.  But  the  Trustees  cannot  refrain  from 
quoting  here  some  statistics  which  have  lately  fallen  under  their 
eye  : 

" Among  the  many  important  events  of  the  past  twenty-five 
years,  which  the  future  historian  will  chronicle,  the  extraordinary 
growth  of  the  public  libraries  will  be  not  the  least  interesting. 
There  are  now  in  the  United  States  164,  815  public  libraries,  con- 
taining 45,528,938  volumes.  Yet  marvellous  as  has  been  the  in- 
crease both  in  the  number  of  libraries  and  in  the  extent  and  value 
of  their  contents,  an  increase  well  illustrated  in  the  growth  of  the 
British  Museum  collection  since  1838  from  235,000  to  1,000,000 
volumes,  their  future  history  must  be  more  astonishing  than  their 
past  .  .  But  the  past  furnishes  no  sure  criterion  on  which  a 
judgment  for  the  future  may  be  based.  Of  this  only  can  we  be 
reasonably  certain — that  the  annual  production  of  books  interest- 
ing to  the  general  reader  will  increase,  in  far  greater  ratio,  in  the 
coming  half-century,  than  it  has  done  in  that  now  drawing  to  a 
close.  In  view  of  this,  the  imagination  fails  in  the  attempt  to 
conceive  the  number  of  volumes  which  will  line  the  interminable 
shelves  and  crowd  the  numberless  alcoves  of  the  great  public 
libraries  in  925," 
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This  is  from  an  article  on  "The  Future  of  Libraries"  in  general, 
all  over  the  country.  But  it  has  its  particular  instance  right 
here  on  our  own  ground.  It  has  its  special  application  to  the 
future  of  this  Library  of  ours,  and  this  city's  need  of  a  house  for 
I  it  which  shall  give  it  proper  room,  according  to  its  present  over- 
crowded condition,  but  as  well  according  to  the  better  use  of  it 
which  will  follow  its  better  accommodation. 

The  Trustees  desire  once  more  to  commend  this  necessity  to 
your  careful  regard,  and  to  the  good-will  of  our  community. 
They  are  satisfied  that  no  one  thing  can  be  more  to  the  advantage 
of  the  public  and  their  library,  than  to  have  public  spirit  or  pri- 
j  vate  generosity  provide  its  increasing  collections,  and  its  increas- 
ing use,  with  a  fit  commodious  house,  so  placed  and  built  that 
it  shall  have  a  chance  still  to  make  more  room  as  the  future  may 
demand. 

For  the  increase  of  our  collections  of  popular  reading  and  of 
more  special  study,  and  for  the  increased  circulation  of  them, 
which  grows  from  year  to  year,  we  would  call  your  attention  to 
the  Report  here  appended  of  the  Librarian.  The  Treasurer's  Re- 
port also  will  be  found  in  an  appendix. 

The  Library's  best  recommendation  to  the  continued  inter- 
est of  the  City  Council,  and  to  that  of  the  Trustees  and  of  all 
our  citizens,  is  in  its  benefit  rendered  to  our  readers  among  all 
sorts  and  conditions  of  men  and  businesses,  as  to  our  schools  and 
students,  old  and  young.  Of  this  benefit  you  need  no  persuasion. 
The  city  needs  no  argument  for  what  is  of  quite  inestimable 
value  to  it.  We  esteem  it  special  privilege  and  honor  that,  for 
now  seventeen  years,  we,  members  of  the  Board  from  the  begin- 
ning, have  had,  with  your  City  Council,  our  part  in  this  trust 
for  the  public  good.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 


Burlington,  Vt.,  January  1st,  1891. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  librarian's  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1890,  is  respectfully  submitted, — the  sixth 
which  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  lay  before  your  board. 

During  the  year  1000  books  have  been  entered  on  the  cata- 
logue of  accessions,  making  the  whole  number  so  entered  20,306. 
The  growth  of  the  library  in  the  number  of  books  added,  while 
not  large  compared  with  other  libraries  in  towns  of  this  size,  is 
larger  than  usual  here,  only  twice — in  1876  and  1885 — has  it 
been  equalled. 

The  number  of  volumes  given  to  the  library  during  the  past 
year  is  larger  than  usual.  A  complete  list  of  the  donors  is 
printed  in  the  appendix.  A  grateful  mention  should  be  made  of 
Mrs.  W.  L.  Strong's  gift  of  212  valuable  volumes,  222  numbers 
of  magazines  and  thirty-five  phamplets,  and  Mrs.  Albert  S. 
Kenny's  gift  of  111  volumes.  Mrs.  Harriet  R.  Oolburn  gave 
eighty-eight  volumes.  Senator  Edmunds  and  the  different 
United  States  departments  have  added  many  useful  government 
publications.  Mrs.  C.  E.  Miner  continues  to  supply  the  Popular 
Science  Monthly,  Mr.  E.  B.  Taft  sends  us  the  Nation.  The 
University  Cynic  is  given  by  its  editors,  the  Burlington  Free 
Press  and  the  Independent  give  their  weekly  issues,  the  Free 
Press  generally  publishes  without  charge  our  list  of  new  books 
and  other  items  relating  to  the  library,  proving  a  valuable  aid  to 
the  library  and  a  great  convenience  to  the  public. 
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In  compliance  with  a  request  from  the  Department  of  the 
iterior,  I  have  selected  and  forwarded  441  volumes  of  dupli- 
te  government  publications  used  by  the  Department  for  the 
nefit  of  other  libraries.    In  no  year  of  the  history  of  the 
rary  has  the  circulation  been  so  large  as  during  the  past  year, 
ere  having  been  a  slight  increase  every  year  from  1885.  In 
89  the  circulation  was  43,464,  this  year  it  has  been  45,828,  a 
lin  of  2,364.    Of  these,  30,303  were  classed  as  fiction  and  books 
>r  the  young  ;  in  1889  there  were  29,032,  an  increase  of  1,271,  • 
out  the  same  as  in  more  serious  reading  for  older  persons, 
bout  sixty-six  per  cent  of  the  volumes  loaned  were  fiction  and 
ivenile  reading,  but  if  the  time  spent  in  reading  and  under- 
anding  a  book  could  be  registered,  the  preponderance  would  be 
ith  the  more  serious  reading.    In  two  months — August  and 
ovember — fewer  books  were  given  ox^t  than  in  the  same  months 
ist  year.    In  other  months  there  was  a  decided  gain,  especially 
May,  when  606  more  books  were  circulated  than  in  May  of 
889. 

There  have  been  840  cards  issued  to  new  applicants,  only 
more  than  last  year  ;  the  cancelled  registrations  were  about 
he  same  as  the  new  cards  applied  for. 

As  the  library  grows  and  is  better  supplied  with  reference 
ooks,  there  is  more  reading  and  study  in  the  library,  but  no 
omplete  record  of  this  has  ever  been  kept  here. 

The  statistics  of  increasing  use  of  the  library  are  encourag- 
ag  proofs  of  its  value,  and  testify  to  the  appreciation  of  its 
lenefits  by  our  citizens,  especially  as  the  attractive  reading  room 
the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  is  very  near  the  lib- 
ary,  and  the  larger,  well-endowed  University  Library,  in  a  beau- 
iful  commodious  building,  is  open  not  only  to  the  officers,  stu- 
lent  and  graduates,  but  to  any  of  our  citizens  who  desire  to 
bvail  themselves  of  its  collection  of  books.  More  than  a  thousand 
volumes  have  been  given  out  during  the  year  to  the  teachers  in 
;he  public  schools  for  use  during  one  term  ;  of  these  sixty  were 
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in  the  primary  schools,  nearly  200  in  the. grammar  school,  abou  l 
700  in  the  intermediate  schools,  the  remainder  in  the  high  school 
The  scholars  in  the  high  school  and  grammar  school  come  t 
the  library  to  look  up  subjects  connected  with  their  studies;  a  | 
some  hours  nearly  every  seat  at  the  reading  room  desks  is  occupie'  I 
by  boys,  some  reading  magazines  and  newspapers  for  amusement 
others  taking  notes  on  some  subject  on  which  they  desire  infor 
mation. 

We  are  so  accustomed  to  this  use  of  the  library  that  it  excite  J 
no  surprise;  but  to  show  the  effect  on  strangers,  I  venture  1 1 
quote  from  the  account  of  Matthew  Arnold's  astonishment  at  thl 
management  of  our  libraries  which  allows  boys  of  all  classe 
this  privilege. 

He  saw  a  barefooted  boy  reading  Irving's  Life  of  Washingtoi 
in  the  Boston  Public  Library.  The  great  essayist  said,  "  Yoi 
would  never  see  such  a  sight  in  Europe.  Instead  of  sending  { 
boy  to  wander  in  the  streets,  you  permit  him  to  come  in  here  ano 
read  such  a  book  as  the  '  Life  of  Washington/  The  reading  o 
that  book  may  change  the  whole  course  of  that  boy's  life,  and 
may  be  the  means  of  making  him  a  useful,  honorable,  worth; 
citizen  of  this  great  country."

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable  The  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  affairs 
of  this  office  for  the  year  1890,  including  the  vital  statistics  for 
the  year,  and  the  City  Physician's  report. 

HEALTH  OF  THE  CITY. 

The  death  rate  was  20.  which  is  4.50  higher  than  1889,  3.37 
lower  than  1888,  and  1.18  lower  than  1887. 

Although  the  death  rate  was  somewhat  higher  in  1890  than 
in  1889,  there  was  but  little  more  sickness.  The  prevalence  of 
la  grippe  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  caused  the  death  of  many 
elderly  people,  and  a  larger  number  of  children  than  usual  died 
of  cholera  infantum.  On  the  whole  we  have  every  reason  to  con- 
gratulate ourselves  that  we  live  in  so  healthy  a  city. 

As  I  suggested  last  year,  I  think  it  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  an  ordinance  be  passed  compelling  the  placarding  of  any 
house  in  which  there  is  a  contagious  disease.  During  the  past 
summer  quite  an  epidemic  of  measels  was  caused  by  the  careless- 
ness of  people  who  ran  in  and  out  of  houses  where  there  were 
children  suffering  with  measles.  Had  placards  been  posted, 
warning  them  that  a  contagious  disease  existed  in  the  house, 
they  would  have  been  less  likely  to  have  gone  in,  and  much  sick- 
ness  would  have  been  avoided. 
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There  is  another  matter  to  which  I  wish  to  call  your  atten- 
tion. Many  times  during  the  past  three  years,  children  have 
died  from  neglect.  These  deaths  occurred  in  the  poorest  families, 
who  excused  themselves  on  the  plea  of  poverty ;  and  when  asked 
why  they  did  not  call  upon  the  city  physician,  gave  some  evasive 
answer.  In  two  or  three  cases  adults  who  were  chronic  invalids 
have  died,  and,  when  a  burial  permit  was  called  for,  I  ascertained 
that  no  one  knew  the  cause  of  death,  and  the  patients  had  been 
allowed  to  die  without  any  effort  being  made  to  alleviate  their 
sufferings.  In  all  these  cases  an  autopsy  was  made — in  some 
cases  much  against  the  wishes  of  the  family.  I  would  suggest 
that  an  ordinance  be  passed  making  it  a  criminal  otfense  to  allow 
people  to  die  for  want  of  proper  treatment. 

THE  PLUMBING  ORDINANCE. 

Nearly  all  the  new  plumbing  put  in  during  the  year  was 
inspected,  the  plumbers  being  obliged  by  city  ordinance  to  report 
any  work  they  may  do.  Many  householders  have  connected  their 
premises  with  the  common  sewer,  some  cheerfully,  others  reluc- 
tantly. In  most  cases  I  have  had  no  difficulty  in  convincing 
them  that  sewering  their  premises  would  be  beneficial.  This 
work  has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  kind  advice  and  prompt 
action  of  the  city  attorney,  J.  W.  Eussell.  I  would  again  sug- 
gest that  the  plumbing  ordinance  be  so  amended  as  to  compel 
only  those  who  are  erecting  new  buildings,  or  repairing  or 
rebuilding  old  ones,  and  those  who  habitually  keep  their  out- 
houses in  a  filthy  condition,  to  connect  their  premises  with  the 
common  sewer.  This  would  relieve  many  poor  people,  and  in 
a  short  time  every  house  would  be  sewered. 

THE  WA1  ER  SUPPLY. 

With  the  two  new  reservoirs  built  during  the  past  two  years 
we  have  an  abundant  supply  of  water — water  as  clean,  probably, 
as  that  of  any  city  in  the  coi  ntry.    During  the  present  winter 
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there  has  been  in  the  city  a  mild  epidemic  of  diarrhoea,  which 
some  people  supposed  was  caused  by  impure  water.  A  meeting 
of  the  State  board  of  health  was  called  in  this  city,  at  which 
several  of  the  prominent  physicians  of  the  city  gave  their  testi- 
mony, and  the  majority  of  them  were  of  opinion  that  the  sick- 
ness was  caused  more  by  the  variable  weather  than  by  the  water. 
Any  one  who  doubts  the  purity  of  our  water  would  be  convinced 
that  it  is  pure  if  he  will  take  the  trouble  to  visit  the  pumping 
station  and  the  reservoirs. 

SEWERS. 

There  were  5,701-J  feet  of  sewers  built  during  the  year,  an 
account  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Streets. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  outlet  of  the  trunk  sewer  be 
carried  75  yards  further  out  into  the  lake. 

BURIAL  PERMITS.

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ANALYSIS  OF  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


During  the  year  1890  there  were  112  marriages,,  400  births, 
300  deaths,  including  12  still-births.  The  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  shows  an  increase  in  the  population  of  100  by  these 
natural  events.  As  compared  with  the  year  1889,  there  were  36 
less  marriages,  20  more  births  and  52  more  deaths  in  1890. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married  in  1890  to  the  whole  population 
was  1  to  130. 

Season. — There  were  15  marriages  in  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year,  37  in  the  second,  28  in  the  third,  3%  in  the  fourth. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  300  deaths,  including  12  still-births,  during  the 
year  1890, — 52  more  than  in  1889. 

Estimating  the  population  at  15,000,  the  ratio  of  deaths, 
exclusive  of  still-births,  was  12.53  to  1,000  inhabitants,  or  1  death 
in  52  of  the  population. 

Season. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths  (94)  was  in  the  third 
quarter  of  the  year,  and  the  smallest  (52)  in  the  fourth.  The 
greatest  monthly  mortality  was  34  in  May,  and  the  least,  13,  in 
April. 

Sex. — There  were  deaths  of  148  males  and  152  females. 

Social  Relations. — One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  the  deaths 
— including  12  still-births — were  of  single  persons;  59  of 
married,  and  43  of  widows  or  widowers. 

Age. — There  were  110  deaths,  including  12  still-births,  of 
children  under  1  year  of  age,  or  36.66  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  ; 
37  of  children  between  1  and  5  years  old,  or  12.33  per  cent,  of 
all  deaths ;  15  between  the  age  of  5  and  20,  or  5  per  cent,  of  all ; 
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40  were  between  20  and  50,  or  16.33  per  cent,  of  all ;  38  were  be- 
tween 50  and  70,  or  12.66  per  cent,  of  all ;  and  51  of  persons  70 
and  over,  or  17  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Of  this  last  number  one 
was  97  years  old. 

Nativity. — Two  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  deceased,  in- 
cluding 12  still-births — were  born  in  the  United  States ;  24  in 
Canada ;  30  in  Ireland,  and  3  in  other  countries. 

CAUSES    OE  DEATH. 

Under  the  Zymotic  class,  or  diseases  which  are  either  epi- 
demic, endemic  or  contagious,  and  which  are  in  a  measure  pre- 
ventable by  sanitary  regulations,  39  deaths  are  recorded,  or  13 
per  cent,  of  all  deaths.  Twenty-six,  the  largest  number,  were  of 
cholera  infantum  ;  1  of  membranous  croup ;  1  of  typhoid 
fever ;  3  of  measles  ;  1  of  continued  fever  ;  2  of  scarlatina  ;  2  of 
typhoid  malarial  fever ;  2  of  dysentery ;  and  1  of  whooping 
cough. 

Season. — There  was  one  death  of  whooping  cough  in  August, 

1  of  cholera  infantum  in  March,  4  in  June,  8  in  July,  10  in  August^ 

2  in  September  and  1  in  December  ;  1  of  membranous  croup  in 
February;  1  of  typhoid  fever  in  January;  1  of  scarlatina  in 
June  ;  2  of  dysentery  in  August ;  1  of  continued  fever  in  July ; 
1  of  measles  in  May,  2  in  July  and  1  of  typho-malarial  fever  in 
March. 

Sex. — The  deaths  under  this  class  were  19  males  and  20 
females. 

Age. — Twenty-nine  of  the  deaths  were  of  children  under 
1  year  of  age  ;  5  of  children  between  1  and  5  years  of  age ;  2  of 
persons  between  5  and  20 ;  2  of  persons  between  20  and  50  ;  1 
between  50  and  70  years  of  age. 

Social  Relations. — Thirty-seven  of  the  deaths  in  this  class 
were  single  persons,  and  one  was  married. 
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Nativity. — Thirty-six  of  these  were  born  in  the  United 
States  and  3  in  Canada. 

Under  the  Constitutional  class,  or  diseases  consequent  upon 
a  bad  habit  of  bodj7,  sometimes  nereditary,  or  in  which  there  is  a 
deposit  of  new  morbid  products  in  various  parts  of  the  body,  54 
deaths  are  recorded,  or  14.56  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  ;  33  were  of 
consumption — 2  more  than  in  1889 —  ;  7  of  cancer ;  3  of  tuber- 
cular meningitis,  and  11  of  tuberculosis. 

Season. — Deaths  from  consumption  occurred  in  every  month 
in  the  year  except  August. 

Sex. — The  deaths  from  consumption  were  13  males  and  20 
females. 

Age. — Twenty-one  of  the  deaths  from  consumption  were  be- 
tween 20  and  50  years  of  age  ;  two  were  under  1,  five  under  5, 
eight  under  20,  twenty-seven  under  50,/  cen  under  70,  and  two 
were  over  70  years  of  age. 

Nativity. — The  nativity  of  persons  who  died  from  consump- 
tion was  :  United  States,  40 ;  Canada,  8 ;  Ireland,  5 ;  other 
countries,  1. 

Under  the  Local  class,  or  diseases  in  which  the  functions  of 
particular  organs  or  systems  are  disturbed,  or  obliterated,  and 
sometimes  hereditary,  151  deaths  are  recorded,  or  50  per  cent, 
of  all  deaths  ;  35  were  under  the  order  nervous  ;  23  circulatory ; 
47  respiratory ;  32  digestive  ;  14  urinary. 

Season. — Deaths  in  this  class  occured  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year.  There  were  22  deaths  from  pneumonia,  8  more  than  in 
1889. 

-Sex. — Seventy-seven  were  males,  and  74  females. 

Social  Relations. — The  deaths  were  86  single.  38  married 
and  27  widowed  persons. 

Age.—  Under  1,  50 ;  1  to  5,  24;  5  to  20.  3  ;  20  to  50,  15  ; 
50  to  70,  24 ;  over  70,  36. 
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Nativity. — One  hundred  and  twenty-one  were  born  in  the 
United  States  ;  6  in  Canada ;  22  in  Ireland,  and  2  in  some  other 
country. 

Locality. — There  were  8  in  this  class  in  Ward  1 ;  21  in  Ward 

2  ;  53  in  Ward  3 ;  38  in  Ward  4,  and  31  in  Ward  5. 

Develomental  diseases,  which  occur  incidentally  to  the  for- 
mative, reproductive  and  nutritive  processes,  are  represented  by 
51  deaths  during  the  year,  or  17  per  cent  of  all  deaths.  Under 
the  order  of  children  are  12  still-births,  7  cases  of  congenital  de- 
bility, 1  of  cyanosis,  and  6  of  premature  birth. 

Under  the  order  of  old  age  there  were  12  deaths. 

Under  the  order  of  women  there  was  one  death  of  puerperal 
fever. 

Under  the  order  nutrition  there  were  6  deaths  of  inanition, 

3  of  marasmus,  1  of  gangrene,  and  2  of  anasmia. 

Season. — There  was  nothing  noteworthy  in  the  distribution 
of  these  deaths  through  the  year. 

Sex. — Twenty -four  were  males  and  27  females. 

Social  Relations. — Of  the  deaths  in  this  class  34  were  single, 
5  married  and  12  widowed  persons. 

^e._Under  1,  28  ;  1  to  5,  4 ;  5  to  20,  1  ;  20  to  50,  3 ;  50 
to  70,  2  ;  over  70,  13. 

Nativity. — Forty- three  of  the  deceased  in  this  class  were 
born  in  the  United  States,  6  in  Canada,  and  2  in  Ireland. 

The  largest  number  occurred  in  June,  and  the  smallest  num- 
ber in  February. 

Nativity  of  Parties. — 80  of  the  grooms  and  84  of  the  brides 
were  born  in  the  United  States;  22  grooms  and  18  brides  in 
Canada;  3  grooms  and  4  brides  in  Ireland;  7  grooms  and  6  bride8 
in  other  countries. 
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BIRTHS. 

There  were  400  births  during  the  year  1890,  or  20  more  than 
in  1889.  In  this  number  are  included  11  illegitimate  births,  3 
twin  births,  and  12  still-births. 

The  proportion  of  live  births  to  population  (14,590)  was  1 
in  37.60. 

Sex. — Males,  211;  females,  189, — or  22  more  males  than 
females. 

Parentage. — Two  hundred  and  forty-eight  fathers  and  270 
mothers  were  born  in  the  United  States;  109  fathers  and  91 
mothers  were  born  in  Canada;  10  fathers  and  9  mothers  were 
born  in  Ireland,  and  31  fathers  and  30  mothers  were  born  in 
other  countries.    The  nativity  of  two  fathers/ vas  unknown. 

Season. — 110  births  occurred  in  the  first,  101  in  the  second, 
92  in  the  third  and  97  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

Locality . — One  hundred  and  forty-nine  births,  30.73  per 
cent  of  the  whole  number,  occurred  in  the  third  Ward;  97  in  the 
second;  76  in  the  fifth;  52  in  the  fourth,  and  26  in  the  first 
Ward. 

Twin  Births — There  were  three  of  these  cases,  or  .75  per 
cent  of  the  whole  number. 

Age  of  Mothers. — The  age  at  which  women  bore  the  greatest 
number  of  children  in  1890  was  29,-29  children  having  been 
borne  by  mothers  of  that  age.  The  youngest  mother  was  16 
years  old,  and  the  oldest  was  45.  Twelve  children  were  borne 
by  mothers  18  years  old  and  under,  and  20  by  women  40  years 
old  and  over. 

There  5  deaths  by  violence  in  1890,  or  1.66  per  cent  of  all 
deaths  during  the  year  ;  1  of  these  was  killed  by  the  cars  ;  3  by 
asphyxia,  and  1  by  gunshot  wound. 

Season. — The  season  of  the  year  had  no  effect  as  a  cause  of 
any  of  the  deaths  in  this  class. 

Sex. — Four  were  males  aud  one  was  a  female. 
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Social  Relations. — The  deaths  in  this  class  were  4  single  and 
1  married. 

Age.—  Under  1,  1  ;  5  to  20,  L;  20  to  50,  2  ;  50  to  70,  1. 

Nativity. — Three  were  born  in  the  United  States,  one  im 
Canada,  and  one  in  Ireland.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  PHYSICIAN. 


J.  C.  Rutherford,  M.  I).,  HialtJi  Officer : 

Dear  Sir  : — The  report  of  the  city  physician  for  the  year 
1890  will  compare  favorably  with  former  years.  During  the 
winter  months  of  1890  the  work  of  the  city  physician  was  greatly 
increased,  owing  to  an  epidemic  of  la  grippe.  The  city  physician 
has  frequent  calls  to  aid  the  ladies  of  the  Howard  Eelief  and  St. 
Vincent  de  Paul  societies  in  ministering  to  the  wants  of  patients 
who  came  under  their  observation.  I  have  visited  the  poor  house 
quite  regularly  and  have  kept  myself  informed  concerning  the 
condition  and  treatment  of  its  inmates.  The  inmates  are  unani- 
mous in  their  praise  of  the  \  resent  management,  and  from  per- 
sonal inspection  of  their  faie  and  accommodations,  I  cheerfully 
add  my  approval.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

Water  Commissioners 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen :  \ 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  would 
respectfully  make  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1890  : 

The  receipts  of  the  department  for  the  year  have  been,  from  city 
taxes,  $18,500  ;  fromsale  of  pipe,  meters,  etc,  $1,253.61  ;  a  total  of 
of  $19,753.61,  and  the  expenditures,  $19,649.80,  leaving  an  un- 
expended balance  of  $103.81.  There  was  also  received  an  appro- 
priation of  10$  on  the  grand  list,  amounting  to  $10,41 7  for  the  repair 
of  the  old  reservoir  and  increasing  the  height  of  the  high  service 
tank  and  building.  Of  this  amount  there  has  been  disbursed 
$8,370.75  ;  the  balance,  $3,078.52,  includes  the  20$  of  contract 
price,  which  is  withheld  until  the  completion  of  the  work,  and  is 
ample  for  the  purpose.  The  reservoirs  together  have  a  capacity 
of  7,000,000  gallons,  are  now  in  daily  use,  can  be  used  or  cleaned 
independently  of  each  other,  and  are  a  credit  to  the  city.  The 
Superintendent  reports  the  daily  average  pumping  for  the  first 
seventeen  days  of  August  as  1,100,000  gallons,  while  the  capac- 
ity of  the  pumps  is  but  1,500,000  gallons  per  day.  This 
experience  would  seem  to  settle  the  fact  that  our  reservoir 
capacity  is  not  too  great. 

The  Treasurer  reports  the  water  collections  for  the  year 
$33,289  79,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $660  57. 

The  question  is  quite  frequently  asked,  do  our  Water  Works 
pay  running  expenses  ?    We  would  answer  that  from  tables  re. 
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cently  made  up  in  this  office,  we  find  the  works  first  paid  run- 
ning expenses  and  interest  on  the  bonds  in  1879,  and  with  the 
exception  of  three  years,  have  continued  to  pay  ever  since.  The 
excess  of  surplus  over  deficiency  for  the  twelve  years  amounts  to 
a  little  over  $26,000.00. 

In  the  above  computation  no  account  is  taken  of  coal  or 
material  on  hand  each  year,  as  it  is  assumed  that  the  average 
amount  on  hand  is  practically  the  same,  when  extended  over  a 
series  of  years.  Nor  is  the  construction  account  included,  as  the 
amount  expended  in  increasing  the  plant  is  not  part  of  the  yearly 
expense  of  running  the  works,  but  the  amount  expended  annually 
in  replacing  cement  pipe  is  charged  to  current  expense,  and  is 
therefore  included. 

All  investigations  in  regard  to  obtaining  a  gravity  supply 
have  been  discontinued,  as  it  was  ascertained  that  in  dry  summers 
like  the  last,  the  amount  of  water  available  from  any  one  of  the 
supplies,  while  ample  for  the  present  was  not  deemed  equal  to 
our  prospective  needs,  without  the  builcling  of  a  large  storage 
reservoir  at  the  source  of  supply.  This  would  not  only  increase 
the  expense  largely  but  would  provide  much  less  desirable  water. 

Lake  Champlain  seems  destined  to  be  our  future  supply, 
but  from  what  point  and  in  what  manner  we  shall  obtain  it  de- 
mands very  careful  consideration. 

•  We  would  express  our  appreciation  of  the  more  commodious 
and  convenient  quarters  now  being  provided  for  this  department 
and  request  your  favorable  consideration  of  the  other  recommen- 
dations made  in  our  last  report. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  will  furnish  detailed  in- 
formation in  regard  to  the  season's  work.

METERS. 

There  are  now  in  use  584  meters,  an  increase  of  59  over  lasl 
year.  Besides  the  59  meters  set  in  new  locations,  there  have 
been  34  new  meters  set  to  replace  old  ones. 

Of  the  584  meters,  now  in  use,  317  are  owned  by  the  con^i 
sumers,  and  267  are  the  property  of  the  city.  Experience  liaei 
demonstrated  that  it  is  more  satisfactory,  both  to  the  consumer  and 
the  water  department,  to  have  the  -meters  owned  by  the  latter, 
and  under  the  present  management  this  result  is  gradually  being 
accomplished.  The  amount  paid  to  the  manufacturers  this  year 
for  meter  repairs  has  been  quite  small,  not  that  no  repairs  have  been 
made,  for  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  meters  and  in- 
creasing age  of  those  in  the  service  creates  each  year  a  greater 
demand  for  time  and  attention,  but  that  the  effort  to  keep  worn  i 
out  meters  of  the  old  pattern  in  repair  has  been  abandoned,  and 
the  other  repairs  have,  for  the  most  part,  been  effected  here,  and 
the  expense  in  consequence  appear  on  the  current  pay  rolls. 

The  pumpage  for  the  year,  it  will  be  seen,  is  considerably  in 
excess  of  former  years.  The  daily  average  for  the  first  seventeen 
days  in  August  was  slightly  in  excess  of  1,100,000  gallons, 
within  400,000  gallons  of  the  full  capacity  of  our  pumps.  Of  the 
water  pumped  17$  has  been  used  through  meters,  yielding  4G$ 
of  the  collection.

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THE  SEASON'S  WOEK. 

-  At  the  opening  of  the  season,  advantage  was  taken  of  the 
opportunity  afforded,  while  the  western  division  of  the  horse  rail- 
road was  blockaded,  during  the  construction  of  the  North  street 
sewer,  to  replace  the  cement  pipe  remaining  in  North  street 
between  the  10-inch  iron  pipe,  laid  last  season,  and  North  avenue. 
This  piece  of  work,  owing  in  part  to  the  nature  of  the  soil,  but 
more  to  the  fact  that  the  earth  had  been  loosened  by  the  sewer 
ditch  the  year  previous,  occupied  considerable  time.  Bracing, 
however  carefully  used,  cannot  be  made  to"  entirely  prevent 
caving,  and  is  productive  of  annoying  delay  in  the  handling  of 
cast  iron  pipe. 

With  the  exception  of  the  case  of  East  avenue,  where  the  de- 
mands were  too  great  for  the  supply,  all  the  applications  for 
extension  of  mains  have  been  granted. 

A  short  piece  of  cement  pipe,  north  of  W.  &  D.  G-.  Crane's  mill, 
has  been  replaced  with  iron  pipe,  with  a  gate,  by  pass,  and  pres- 
sure regulating  valve,  by  means  of  which  the  needs  of  the  Standard 
Oil  Co.,  the  only  consumers  on  the  long  line  of  light  cement 
pipe  in  the  north  yard,  are  supplied,  and  the  weak  pipe  relieved 
of  the  heavy  pressure  which  for  years  it  has  been  declaring  its 
inability  to  stand.  Since  the  above  repairs  were  effected  there 
have  been  no  breaks  reported  from  the  north  yard,  which,  con- 
sidering the  fact  that  heretofore  about  one-half  of  all  the  breaks 
occurring  on  cement  pipe  happened  on  that  line,  is  a  very  notice- 
able as  well  as  gratifying  alteration  of  circumstances. 

The  dead  end  on  Pearl  street,  at  Williams  street,  has  been 
abolished,  and  a  much  needed  feeder  thus  afforded  the  north  part 
of  the  town. 

New  gates  have  been  set  and  old  ones  repaired  in  several 
localities,  which  will  enable  repairs  to  be  made  with  much  less 
annoyance  to  consumers  on  account  of  shutting  off  than  here- 
tofore.   For  obvious  reasons,  other  than  those  of  convenience,  it 
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should  not  be  necessary  to  shut  off  large  sections  for  repairs. 
Considerable  work  of  this  kind  might  still  be  done  to  advan- 
tage. 

Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  work,  in  the  line  of  general  re- 
pairs, demanding  attention,  the  department  was  unable  to  lay  all  | 
of  the  cast  iron  pipe  procured  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  cement,  -J 
and  has  now  on  hand  1,200  feet  of  10-inch,  a  portion  of  which  | 
was  taken  out  of  the  old  reservoir,  and  2,000  feet  of  6-inch,  with  J 
the  necessary  lead,  yarn  and  specials.  i 

KESERVOIK  REPAIRS.  ; 

As  soon  as  there  were  funds  available  for  the  repairs  of  the  J 
old  reservoir,  work  was  begun  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  labor  it  J 
would  be  necessary  to  bestow  upon  the  banks.    When  the  slopes  | 
and  bottom  were  cleared  of  the  cobble  paving  and  sand  which? 
covered  them,  it  was  found  that  they  could  not  be  improved  with  I 
the  material  at  hand.    This  decision  considerably  reduced  the' 
probable  expense  of  the  work,  and  when,  with  the  better  prices 
of  this  year,  Messrs.  Lang,  Goodhue  &  Co.,  in  the  light  of  the 
information  gained  during  the  preparatory  work,  revised  theiri 
former  proposition,  it  was  found  that  all ,  of  the  contemplated' 
work  could  probably  be  done  with  the  funds  at  hand,  and  early! 
in  August  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  Lang,  Goodhue  &l 
Co.,  for  the  full  completion,  in  every  particular,  of  such  repair  oi 
the  old  reservoir  as  would  place  it  in  as  good  and  satisfactory  con*i 
dition  as  i?he  new  one  adjoining  it,  the  consideration  being 
19,093  19,  of  which  amount  eighty  per  cent,  has,  according  tcl 
agreement,  been  paid  the  contracting  firm. 

The  work  was  sufficiently  advanced  to  admit  of  cleaning  th( 
new  reservoir  in  October  last,  and  though  as  yet  not  finished  it  if 
in  a  condition  to  be  used  this  winter,  and  will  require  but  a  fe^ 
weeks'  work  in  the  spring  to  entirely  complete  it.  The  othe: 
part  of  the  work  contemplated  in  the  appropriation  of  last  June 
the  raising  of  the  higher  service  tank,  has  been  repeatedly  de 
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layed,  at  first  by  the  failure  to  receive  the  iron,  and  more  re- 
cently by  the  conditions  of  temperature  at  this,  the  coldest  point 
in  the  city.  The  roof  and  brick  walls  of  the  building  were  raised 
the  required  height  early  in  the  season. 

That  this  difficult  and  dangerous  undertaking  was  accom- 
plished, without  injury  or  accident,  was  largely  owing  to  the  good 
management  and  care  of  that  veteran  handler  of  the  jacks,  Mr. 
Jack  Hathaway. 

The  capacity  of  the  tank  will  be  increased  63,617  gallons, 
or  sixty  per  cent. ,  by  the  contemplated  increase  of  twelve  feet 
in  its  height.  The  cost  of  the  improvement  will  be  $1,400.00, 
Of  which  $1,000.00  has  already  been  paid  for  work  done,  and  the 
balance  will  soon  become  due  on  the  completion  of  the  tank. 

OTHER  SOURCES  OF  SUPPLY. 

Since  our  last  report  all  the  sources,  which  had  otherwise 
been  considered  available  for  a  gravity  supply,  have  been  care- 
fully tested  by  Weir  measurement  for  quantity,  and  in  no  case 
has  there  been  found  a  sufficient  supply  to  meet  our  needs  with- 
out the  use  of  a  storage  reservoir.  The  effect  of  such  a  reservoir, 
however  suitably  constructed  and  arranged  for  the  purpose  of 
impounding  and  carrying  in  its  original  purity  such  supply 
through  the  continuous  natural  changes  of  its  life,  among  un- 
natural surroundings,  is  liable  to  be  very  unsatisfactory.  The 
examinations  thus  far  made  show  that  no  improvement  in  qual- 
ity or  lessening  of  expense,  but  rather  the  reverse  is  to  be  ex- 
pected as  the  result  of  a  change  from  our  present  system,  and 
investigation  in  this  line  has  in  consequence  been  abandoned.

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The  Pearl  street  sewer  is  a  trunk  sewer,  and  was  built  thL 
year  from  Battery  to  Ohamplain  streets,  and  completes  that 
portion  of  the  city's  sewer  plan.  This  sewer  will  especially 
relieve  the  sewers  south  of  Pearl  street.. 

The  short  sewer  built  in  Battery  street  was  simply  a  link  to 
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connect  the  sewer  previously  built  in  that  street  with  the  above 
described  Pearl  street  sewer. 

Lafountain  street  sewer  extends  from  North  to  Cedar  streets. 

The  Main  street  sewer  extends  from  Summit  to  Prospect 
streets,  and  was  built  especially  to  relieve  the  old  sewer  in  Col- 
lege street.  It  is  the  main  outlet  for  the  reservoirs,  and  completes 
the  street's  sewer  as  far  as  the  ravine. 

North  street  sewer  extends  from  Front  to  Pitkin  streets,  the 
first  142  feet  being  of  brick,  egg-shaped,  thirty  inches  in 
diameter,  and  the  remainder  being  of  Akron  tile,  grading  from 
twenty-four  to  eighteen  inches  in  diameter.  This  is  a  trunk 
sewer,  and  will  drain  a  large  portion  of  the  north  part  of  the 
city. 

The  Prospect  street  sewer  is  a  continuation,  southerly,  of 
the  North  Prospect  street  sewer  constructed  last  year,  and  now 
accommodates  all  the  property  from  Loomis  to  Pearl  streets. 

The  sewer  in  Union  street  extends  from  the  junction  of 
Union  and  Willard  streets  northerly  to  Howard  street,  thus  com- 
pleting the  southern  portion  of  Union  street  sewer. 

Willard  street  sewer  'extends  from  Loomis  street  southerly 
far  enough  to  accommodate  all  property  to  Pearl  street.  It  will 
be  especially  useful  in  taking  surface  water  that  has  heretofore 
been  exceedingly  disagreeable  to  the  neighborhood. 

A  private  sewer  was  constructed  by  the  department  this 
year,  at  the  entire  expense  of  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  and 
extends  from  that  institution,  about  1,300,  feet  to  the  Mansfield 
Avenue  sewer. 

A  general  care  of  the  sewers  previously  constructed  has  been 
exercised,  and  its  expense  charged  to  the  account.  General 
repairs  of  sewers,  to  which  has  also  been  charged  the  expense  of 
constructing  several  drains  of  surface  water  from  necessary  points 
of  the  city. 

There  have  been  built  during  the  year  eight  corner  and  ten 
side  basins,  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  above  mentioned 
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sewers.  Their  position  is  shown  in  the  previous  portion  of  my 
report. 

In  the  Public  Buildings  and  Parks  Department,  and  in  the 
Fire  Department,  the  expenses  incurred  have  been  for  small  re- 
pairs ordered  by  their  respective  committees. 

In  the  Street  Department  I  will  mention  only  those  expenses 
that  have  been  of  comp..  -atively  large  amount,  as  a  general  super- 
vision has  been  extended  to  all  the  streets  of  the  city. 

Colchester  avenue  was  gravelled  from  Prospect  street  to  a 
point  opposite  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  and  from  Green 
Mount  Cemetery  to  Barrett  street.  From  Barrett  street  to  the 
Winooski  Bridge  the  street  was  covered  with  a  good  coating  of 
broken  stone  from  the  Winooski  Lime  Kilns. 

Willard  street  was  macadamized  with  crushed  stone  from 
Spruce  to  Cliff  streets. 

On  Prospect  street  the  greater  portion  of  the  expense  in- 
curred was  for  changing  the  curb  line  of  the  College  Park,  build- 
ing a  plank  and  crushed  stone  walk  from  the  property  of  Col. 
H.  J.  Brookes  to  the  entrance  to  the  grounds  of  A.  A.  Buell, 
Esq.,  and  filling  and  grading  the  south  ejid  of  the  street  opposite 
the  property  of  Henry  Holt,  Esq. 

North  avenue  was  gravelled  from  North  street  to  Lake  View 
Cemetery,  and  graded  at  this  latter  point. 

Institute  road  was  widened  and  graded,  and  sidewalks  con- 
structed from  North  avenue  to  Bishop  Hopkins'  Hall. 

St.  Paul  street  received  a  dressing  of  crushed  stone  from 
Bank  to  Cherry  streets. 

Pine  street  was  curbed  from  Cherry  to  Pearl  streets  on  both 
sides,  and  for  the  same  distance  the  sidewalks  were  flagged  and 
the  gutters  paved. 

Elmwood  avenue  was  gravelled  from  Pearl  to  Allen  streets, 
flagged  on  the  west  side  from  Pearl  to  Grant  streets,  and  on  the 
east  side  from  Grant  street  to  the  Unitarian  church  property

and  a  concrete  sidewalk  constructed  from  this  point  to  Pearl 
street. 

North  street,  from  Ohamplain  street  to  Elmwood  avenue, 
was  covered  with  a  heavy  soil  necessitated  by  the  construc- 
tion of  the  North  street  sewer.  In  the  same  way  other  portions 
of  the  street  were  repaired. 

On  Maple  street  were  made  the  most  conspicuous  and  most 
expensive  improvements  of  the  season,  in  grading,  curbing  and 
constructing  sidewalks  of  flag  and  concrete,  the  greater  portion 
being  of  concrete.  The  street  was  curbed,  paved,  and  its  side- 
walks constructed  on  both  sides  from  Church  to  Willard  streets. 

Union  street  was  dressed  with  crushed  stone  from  Maple  to 
Spruce  streets,  and  a  portion  of  the  street  between  Pearl  and 
Loomis  streets  treated  in  the  same  manner. 

College  street  was  dressed  with  crushed  stone  from  Winooski 
Avenue  to  St.  Paul  street. 

On  Main  street  the  work  begun  in  1889  was  completed,  the 
street  being  curbed,  paved  and  flagged  on  the  north  side  from 
Union  to  Willard  streets.  The  street  was  also  graded,  curbed 
and  paved  on  the  south  side,  from  Prospect  street  to  the  Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Station,  and  the  curbing  about  the  south  end 
of  the  College  Park  re-set  and  continued  to  University  Place. 

Park  avenue  was,  as  is  customary,  put  in  good  condition  for 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Champlain  Valley  Association. 

Winooski  road,  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  brick  kilns,  was 
macadamized  for  a  distance  of  about  seven  hundred  feet  with 
stone  from  the  quarries  in  the  vicinity. 

Winooski  avenue  was  given  a  light  dressing  of  gravel  from 
North  to  First  streets,  and  was  macadamized  with  crushed  stone, 
curbed  and  paved  on  the  west  side  from  Main  to  College  streets. 

Front  street  was  gravelled  from  North  street  to  Battery  Place. 

Church  street  was  dressed  with  crushed  stone  from  Bank  to 
Pearl  streets,  and  a  crushed  stone  walk  constructed  from  King  to 
Maple  streets, 
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Bank  street  was  graded  and  gravelled  from  Church  street  to 
Winooski  avenue. 

In  Queen  City  Park  road  the  expense  incurred  was  for  re- 
pairing the  Potash  Brook  bridge. 

Archibald  street,  from  Willard  to  Prospect  streets,  was 
dressed  with  gravel,  and  its  side  valks  improved. 

Cherry  street  was  macadamized  from  Church  street  to 
Winooski  avenue. 

Kilburn  street  was  turnpiked  and  coated  with  cinders  its 
whole  length. 

The  roadway  of  Winooski  bridge  was  newly  covered  with 
three-inch  hardwood  plank. 

One  triple  and  sixteen  double  crossings  were  laid  this  year  in 
the  following  locations  :

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  ENGINEER. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington : 

Gentlemen — The  annual  report  of  the  City  Engineer  for 
the  year  1890,  is  respectfully  submitted  herewith  : 

A  detailed  account  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  city 
on  streets  and  sewers  is  very  fully  given  in  trl^e  report  of  the  Sup- 
erintendent of  Streets,  and  there  is  left  little  that  is  necessary  for 
the  City  Engineer  to  speak  of,  further  than  the  usual  tables  and 
other  statistics 

In  addition  to  the  regular  duties  of  laying  out  the  work  of 
the  Street  and  Sewer  departments,  and  the  proper  recording  of 
the  same,  on  maps  and  in  books,  prepared  for  that  purpose,  there 
has  been  something  clone  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions 
made  in  my  last  and  previous  reports.  The  book  of  sewer  maps, 
showing  a  complete  record  of  all  existing  sewers  in  the  city,  was, 
by  order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  copied  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year.  A  neat,  clean,  copy  is  now  furnished  for  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk,  while  the  original  remains  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Engineer  and  Superintendent  of  Streets.  Maps  of  the 
sewers  constructed  during  the  year,  are  put  into  each  book,  as 
are  also  maps  of  other  work  requiring  record  in  such  form. 
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Numerous  maps  of  new  grades,  and  changes  deemed  needed, 
have  been  made,  all  having  been  properly  recorded. 

Numerous  grades  and  lines  have  been  furnished  where  re- 
quired. A  map  showing  the  approaches  of  East  and  West  streets 
to  the  lake,  is  in  process  of  construction. 

Over  one  mile  of  sewer  has  been  built  the  past  year.  This 
length  has  been  distributed  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  as  shown 
in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  has  been  of 
sizes  varying  from  ten  inches,  to  thirty  inches.  The  sizes  ten 
inches,  to  twenty-four  inches,  inclusive,  have  been  of  the  best 
quality  of  vitrified  tile,  the  contract  for  the  past  year  having 
been  awarded  to  the  Portland  Vitrified  Tile  Company.  The 
thirty  inch  sewer  was  of  brick. 

All  sewers  have  been  inspected  and  cleansed  when  needed. 
The  construction  of  the  trunk  sewer  in  North  street,  from  Front 
street  to  Elmwood  avenue,  will  render  possible  the  building  of 
many  branches  in  that  section,  where  they  are  so  much  needed. 

Since  the  change  in  the  sewer  plan  in  1888,  turning  a  large 
amount  of  sewage  southerly,  into  sewers  which  were  built  when  a 
large  amount  was  contemplated  by  the  plan  to  go  northwardly,  it 
seems  necessary  that  some  extra  provision  must  be  made  for  the 
increased  amount.  This  can  be  provided  for  best  by  a  proper 
sized  overflow  sewer  in  Maple  street,  from  Battery  street  to  the 
lake.  At  present  the  Battery  street  sewer,  (a  trunk  sewer),  after 
leaving  Maple  street,  runs  across  the  railroad  land  to  the  Ravine 
sewer,  near  the  point  where  the  latter  empties  into  the  lake. 
For  a  large  portion  of  the  distance  the  fall  is  not  much  more 
than  is  really  needed  for  a  proper  sewer,  built,  as  it  was  at  the 
time,  to  carry  a  certain  amount,  with  the  proper  percentage 
added  for  extra  occasions.  Since  then  the  house  drainage  of  a 
large  area  and  the  surface  drainage  of  a  somewhat  less  area  have 
been  added  to  it,  and  it  is  taxed  beyond  its  intended  or  actual 
capacity.  As  before  stated,  the  immediate  remedy  is  the  overflow 
down  Maple  street,  and  as  the  city  grows,  other  overflows  to  the 
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lake  may  be  needed,  but  the  one  of  Maple  street  requires  imme- 
diate attention. 

It  would,  on  many  accounts,  seem  2  wise  plan  to  make  all 
sewer  connections  required  on  a  street  from  the  sewer  to  the 
fence  line  at  the  time  when  the  sewer  is  being  constructed.  It 
would  do  away  with  the  frequent  cutting  up  of  road-beds  and 
sidewalks,  and  could  doubtless  be  done  more  cheaply,  and  per- 
haps thoroughly,  while  men,  materials  and  tools  were  ready  on 
the  ground. 

As  in  my  previous  reports,  I  would  again  strongly  urge  the 
provision  for  much  work  that  still  remains  undone.  Among 
other  items,  being  the  surveys  necessary  for  the  adoption  of 
street  center  lines,  for  the  proper  recording  of  the  adoption  of 
such  streets,  the  proper  marking  of  the  same,  the  adoption  of 
grades  on  the  same,  surveys  needed  for  street  numbering  pur- 
poses, on  streets  already  in  use  by  the  public,  a  large  addition  to 
the  number  of  level  benches,  and  many  ^her  smaller  items. 
Among  larger  items  of  work,  I  would  recomn\end  the  making  of 
an  accurate  map  of  the  city  streets  in  a  whole.  The  only  ac- 
curate map  of  the  kind  now_  in  existence  is  one  made  in  1848, 
and  includes  only  some  of  the  central  part  of  the  city  as  it  then 
existed.  An  accurate,  complete  map,  as  spoken  of,  could  very 
easily  be  kept  up  by  changing  it  as  each  year's  work  made  it 
necessary,  and  would  be  extremely  valuable  not  only  to  the  officials 
who  would  mainly  use  it,  but  in  many  ways  to  the  general  public. 
It  would  also  settle  very  many  questions  that  frequently  arise  as 
to  encroachments  on  streets  by  adjoining  property. 

As  in  my  previous  report,  I  would  recommend  that  the  City 
purchase  the  surveying  instruments  needed  for  use  in  the  City 
Civil  Engineer's  department.

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TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  ENGINEER 

OF  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the 
twenty-fifth  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1890. 

Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  the  statistics  and 
inventories  of  the  several  companies. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  organization  of  the  department  has  been  changed  for 
the  better,  during  the  past  year,  by  the  formation  of  the  A.  C. 
Speaf  Fire  Company,  which  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  new 
building  in  Ward  One,  in  place  of  Clipper  Hose  Company  Number 
6,  which  has  disbanded,  and  turned  their  apparatus  over  to  the 
Board  of  Engineers.  This  and  the  resolution  passed  by  your 
honorable  body,  compensating  the  firemen  in  part  for  their  ser- 
vices, will  work  for  the  good  of  the  department. 
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APPARATUS  AND  HOUSES. 

The  apparatus  is  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  but  we  need  a 
steamer  and  a  chemical  engine. 

The  hose  of  the  department  is  mostly  new,  and  we  can  rely 
on  about  6,000  feet  for  high  pressure  service. 

FIRES. 

The  department  has  responded  to  but  thirteen  alarms  during 
the  past  year,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  pride  to  the  department  that 
the  loss  by  fires  has  mostly  been  covered  by  insurance,  the  loss 
over  the  amount  of  insurance  being  only  $425. 

FIRE  ALARM. 

The  fire  alarm  has  been  very  generally  condemed  by  those 
having  nothing  to  do  with  its  working,  and  knowing  nothing 
about  it,  and  it  is  but  just  to  Superintendent  Sherwin  to  say  that 
the  fire  alarm  system  has  never  been  in  as  good  working  order  as 
during  the  past  year.  In  this  connection  I  will,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  fault  finders,  add  t  lat  if  in  giving  an  alarm  of  fire  they 
would  use  a  little  common  sense,  and  pull  the  box  nearest  the 
fire,  and  only  one  box  at  a  time,  perhaps  they  will  be  better  suited 
with  the  result  hereafter. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  building  of  a  new  house 
for  Howard  Hose  Company  Number  5,  at  or  near  the  corner  of 
South  Union  and  Howard  streets.  This  locality  offers  a  more 
convenient  and  successful  protection  to  the  lumber  yards  and 
mills  and  the  southern  portion  of  the  city. 

I  would  also  respectfully  urge  the  purchase  of  a  steam  fire 
engine,  as  some  day  we  may  look  in  vain  for  more  power  and 
water,  especially  at  those  points  in  our  city  where  the  pressure  of 
water  is  not  sufficient  for  fire  protection. 
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I  would  also  advise  the  purchase  of  two  light  chemical  en- 
gines, and  that  the  old  hand  engines  be  sold,  as  the  days  of  hand 
engines  has  gone  by  for  all  fire  departments  the  size  of  ours. 

Another  important  addition  can  be  had  at  a  little  cost  by 
baying  each  hose  company  a  sleigh  with  a  long  box  for  use  in  ] 
winter. 

Two  new  alarm  boxes  should  be  added,  one  near  the  street 
car  stables,  the  other  near  the  foot  of  Spruce  street.

This  overdraft  is  wholly  due  to  the  recent  purchase  of  one 
thousand  feet  of  hose,  which  was  greatly  needed  by  the  depart- 
ment.

In  the  death  of  the  Second- Assistant  Engineer,  R.  C.  Strong 

and  ex- Assistant  Engineer  W.  Gr.  Hudson,  our  department  has  ; 

lost  two  valuable  and  brave  members  that  were  always  ready  for 
any  duty. 

In  concluding  this,  my  fourth  report  as  chief  of  the  depart-' 
ment,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  your  honorable  body,  the] 
City  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  Superintendent  of  Streets  Stevens, 
Superintendent  of  Water  Works  Crandall  ;  to  the  Assistant, 
Engineers,  the  department  in  general,  and  to  all  others  who* 
have  contributed  to  the  interest  of  the  Fire  Department  and  so 
materially  assisted  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

Remarks: — In  submitting  this,  my  fourth  annual  report, 
I  would  most  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  marked  im- 
provements on  the  Farm.    The  buildings  are  all  in  good  repair, 
and  the  live  stock  in  excellent  condition. 
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The  inmates  of  the  house,  as  a  rule,  have  enjoyed  good 
health  during  the  year;  there  was  only  one  death,  and  the  de- 
ceased was  in  a  dying  condition  when  admitted  to  the  institution. 

On  account  of  the  increase  of  stock  and  produce  on  the  Farm 
the  present  out-buildings  are  too  small  to  house  the  cattle  and 
crops;  therefore,  I  think  it  advisable  to  suggest  the  necessity  that 
a  small  appropriation  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  building  an 
addition  to  the  barn. 

You  will  perceive,  gentlemen,  in  comparing  the  reports  of 
this  Department  for  1889  and  1890,  that  there  has  been  quite  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  persons  requiring  assistance.  In  con- 
clusion, allow  me  thank  your  honorable  board,  and  all  others  who 
have  kindly  assisted  me  in  my  official  duties  during  the  past 
year.

Gentlemen: — The  total  number  of  prosecutions  in  City  cases, 
brought  before  the  City  Court  during  the  year  1890,  was  52, 
against  60  respondents,  and  they  are  classified  as  follows,  viz:

Petit  larceny   2 

Violation  of  Sunday  law   3 

Violation  of  City  ordinances   4

In  said  prosecutions,  35  respondents  were  convicted,  4  were 
acquitted,  and  20  were  discharged  on  nolle  proseque, — one  ab- 
sconded. One  of  the  above  cases  stands  appealed  to  the  April 
term  of  the  County  Court,  in  which  the  fine  and  costs  amount  to 
$10.37. 

Total  fines  and  costs  collected  and  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury,  $356.75. 

Total  amount  paid  by  City  Treasurer,  as  fees  to  the  several 
persons  entitled  to  the  same,  $390.78. 

Total  amount  of  fines  and  costs  uncollected  in  cases  not  ap- 
pealed, $40.76,  which  will  soon  be  paid.  If  this  amount  and  the 
fine  and  costs  in  the  appealed  case  be  paid,  the  balance  in  favor 
of  the  City  Court  will  be  $17.12.

OF  THE 

City  Attorney. 


To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  :    Of  the  suits  pending  at  the  last  report  of  the 
\     City  Attorney,  all  are  disposed  of  except  an  appeal  from  a  sewer 
1     assessment  taken  by  Mr.  Mathews  and  Mrs.  Cole.    This  was  de- 
layed during  the  summer  by  the  absence  of  Judge  Shaw,  the 
attorney  for  the  petitioners,  and  since  that  time  by  the  sickness 

0  and  death  of  Mr.  Mathews. 

During  the  year  three  suits  have  been  instituted  in  which 

1  the  city  is  a  party,  viz: 

Henry  R.  Conger  and  others  vs.  the^  city  of  Burlington,  a 
petition  for  the  extension  of  Pine  street  south  to  the  Englesby 
j     farm,  and  thence  west  to  the  lake. 

There  have  been  several  hearings  before  the  Court  Commis- 
I     sion,  and  the  matter  is  now  pending  before  them. 

City  of  Burlington  vs.  Peter  E.  Pease  and  others,  a  suit  on 
Mr.  Pease's  bond,  to  recover  for  an  alleged  shortage  while  liquor 
j      agent  for  the  city. 

The  matter  has  been  referred,  under  rule  of  court,  to  Hon. 
Wm.  P.  Dillingham,  and  is  now  pending. 

B.  B.  Smalley  vs.  the  City  of  Burlington,  a  suit  to  recover 
back  certain  taxes,  which  are  claimed  to  have  been  illegally 
assessed,  and  calling  for  a  construction  of  Sec.  12  of  the  tax  law, 
as  furnished  on  inventory  blanks.  This  case  has  been  argued 
before  the  Supreme  Court,  and  is  now  held  for  decision. 
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There  have  been  but  few  complaints  for  breach  of  city 
ordinances,  and  there  are  no  criminal  cases  pending  in  which 
the  city  is  interested. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  several  amend- 
ments were  made  to  our  city  charter  by  special  acts,  certified 
copies  of  which  are  on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's  office.  These 
acts  will  be  printed  in  full  in  the  city  report.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

Chief  of  Police. 


To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this,  my  annual 
report  of  the  Police  Department,  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1890,  showing  the  present  strength  and  condition  of  the 
force,  and  reviewing  briefly  the  duties  performed  by  it  during 
the  past  year. 

The  department  consists  of  56  commissioned  policemen.  Of 
these,  38  are  watchmen  at  the  several  manufactories,  without 
cost  to  the  city.  Two  are  on  duty  on  Church  street  each  night 
alternately,  one  in  the  north  part  of  the  city  and  one  on  Battery 
street  and  one  in  the  south  part  of  the  city,  which  makes  seven 
watchmen  besides  myself  on  duty  during  the  summer  season  and 
six  besides  myself  in  the  winter  season. 

There  have  been  in  all,  278  arrests,  which  may  be  classified

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS 

OF 

The    Mary    Fletcher  Hospital. 


The  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the  gift  of  Mary  M.  Fletcher 
to  the  suffering  -of  Vermont,  to  medical  science,  and  to  the  pro- 
fession of  nursing,  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Vermont 
November  18th,  1876.  Its  board  of  directors  was  organized 
December  6th,  1876.  Shortly  afterward,  in  accordance  with  the 
choice  of  Miss  Fletcher,  the  Directors  selected  as  the  site  of  the 
Hospital  and  purchased  the  Catlin  estate,  consisting  of  about  25 
acres  of  high  ground  overlooking  the  City  from  its  eastern  side. 
The  property  thus  acquired  has  been  increased  by  subsequent 
purchases  to  about  75  acres,  including,  beside  land  devoted  to 
meadow  and  pasture,  a  spacious  garden,  an  orchard  of  200  fruit 
trees  and  a  pine  grove.  During  the  years  1877-8  were  erected 
the  administrative  building,  containing  also  rooms  for  private 
patients,  the  Men's  Ward,  the  Amphitheatre  for  clinical  lectures, 
and  out-buildings,  costing  about  $50,000.  The  Hospital  was 
dedicated  and  opened  January  22d,  1879,  having  a  capacity  for 
27  patients.  On  the  death  of  Miss  Fletcher,  February  24th, 
1885,  the  Hospital  came  into  the  possession  of  the  bulk  of  her 
estate,  which,  together  with  the  original  endowment  and  gifts 
for  free  beds,  constitutes  a  permanent  fund,  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  hospital,  of  about  $335,000.  During  the  year  1887  there 
were  added  to  the  Hospital  buildings  a  Woman's  Ward,  em- 
bodying all  the  latest  improvements  in  hospital  construction, 
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an  Isolated  Ward  for  severe  surgical  cases,  and  a  building  con- 
taining an  operating  room  and  a  room  for  the  preparation  of 
surgical  dressings, — the  whole  cost  being  in  the  neighborhood  of 

$20,000. 

The  total  capacity  of  the  Hospital  is  now  some  fifty  beds, 
through  the  late  enlarging  of  the  Men's  Ward.  This  was  built 
originally  for  ten  beds.  In  the  fall  of  1889  the  Directors  were 
able  to  carry  out  a  long  cherished  plan  of  extending  it  to  hole1 
twenty  beds  ;  this  involved  almost  a  new  building,  which  was 
finished  early  in  1890.  The  ward  proper  is  now  twice  the 
length  it  was  before  ;  new  rooms  have  been  added  for  those  it  is 
not  well  to  have  in  the  main  room  ;  a  spacious,  sunny  parlor  has 
been  built  out  on  the  west ;  various  alterations  have  been  made, 
till  now  the  new  Men's  Ward  is  as  well  arranged  and  equipped 
as  the  new  ward  for  women,  which  has  been  held  to  be  a  model 
in  hospital  construction. 

By  the  intention  of  the  Founder,  and  in  the  method  of  its 
administration  by  the  Directors,  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospal  is  for 
the  benefit  of  all  residents  of  the  State  of  Vermont  whose  cases 
can,  for  any  reason,  be  better  treated  in  a  public  institution  than 
by  means  within  the  reach  of  the  ordinary  practitioner.  Cases 
from  outside  the  State  are  not  refused,  if  there  is  room  for  them, 
but  it  is  understood  that  residents  of  the  State  have  the  prior 
claim. 

ENDOWED  BEOS. 

A  Free  Bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity  in  the  hospital 
for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars.  Five  have  already  been 
thus  endowed  : 

I.  The  Julia  M.  Edmunds  Bed  ;  endowed  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  F.  Edmunds  of  Burlington,  in  memory  of  their  daughter? 
to  be  occupied  by  female  patients  only. 

II.  The  Kate  W.  Morton  Bed  ;  endowed,  in  memory  of  his 
daughter,  by  George  Morton  of  Burlington. 
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III.  The  Bethesda  Bed  ;  endowed  by  our  founder,  Mary- 
Fletcher,  February  11th,  1885 — her  gift  to  the  First  Calvanistic 
Congregational  Church  in  this  city. 

IV.  The  Loomis  Bed  ;  endowed  by  William,  Luther  and 
Horatio  Loomis,  in  memory  of  their  father  and  mother,  Henry 
and  Julia  Loomis. 

V.  The  L.  G.  Ware  Bed ;  endowed  in  January,  1889,  by 
the  First  Congregational  Society,  Unitarian,  and  bearing  the 
name  of  its  minister. 

Persons  may  be  designated  by  the  donors  or  their  representa- 
tives, for  the  free  occupancy  of  an  endowed  bed,  under  such  regu- 
lations as  may  be  made  by  the  Directors. 

The  Directors  commend  this  form  of  charity  to  the  atten- 
tion of  those  who  may  be  studying  the  most  economical  and  effec- 
tive forms  of  relief  to  suffering  humanity. 

DONATIONS 

have  been  made  from  time  to  time,  to  the  Hospital,  of  bed  linen, 
old  linen  for  dressings,  fruit  and  flowers,  preserves  and  other 
delicacies  for  the  sick ;  also  of  books,  magazines,  and  daily  and 
weekly  newspapers  sent  by  the  publishers.  All  these  gifts  have 
been  most  acceptable ;  and  the  Ditectors  desire  to  make  their 
hearty  thanks  to  the  thoughtful  givers.  • 

They  would  also  acknowledge  thankfully  the  kindness  of  the 
ministers  of  the  various  city  churches  in  holding  Sunday  services 
in  the  Hospital ;  and  the  welcome  courtesy  of  the  choirs  whose 
singing  has  been  of  special  pleasure  and  comfort  to  our  patients. 

A  generous  benefactor,  who  withholds  his  name,  has  given  a 
parlor  organ  for  use  in  the  Sunday  services. 

ADMISSION    AND  REGULATIONS. 

In  order  to  prevent,  and,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  to  cor- 
rect, misapprehension  in  the  public  mind  as  to  the  field  of  be- 
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nevolence  occupied  by  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the  Directors 
herewith  make  a  brief  statement  of  the  principles  on  which  it  is 
conducted. 

A  hospital  is  essentially  a  charity.  It  is  an  institution  the 
main  object  of  which  is  not  the  making  of  money,  or  the  advance- 
ment of  science,  but  rather  the  cure  of  the  sick,  the  feeble,  the 
injured.  It  aims  to  brings  the  benefits  of  the  most  advance  i 
medical  science,  the  most  skillful  nursing,  and  the  most  favor- 
ing material  and  moral  conditions,  to  the  relief  of  the  sufferings 
of  all  classes.  It  gives  a  well  appointed  temporary  home  to  those 
whose  own  homes  lack  appliances  favorable  to  recovery,  and  it 
adds  some  appliances  which  the  most  luxurious  homes  cannot 
furnish.  It  is,  thus,  we  repeat,  a  public  charity,  a  benefit  to  all 
in  every  class  who  may  need  its  help. 

But  it  is  an  expensive  charity, — one  of  the  most  expensive 
known  to  modern  civilization.  The  permanent  investment,  in 
grounds,  buildings,  furniture,  instruments,  and  all  arrangements, 
for  securing  the  most  perfect  sanitary  conditions,  is  necessarily 
large.  The  current  expenses,  even  after  allowing  for  the  large 
amount  of  gratuitous  service  rendered,  are  seen  to  be  very  heavy 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  diet  must  be  always  choice  and 
often  expensive  ;  that  the  medecine  and  instruments  must  be 
the  most  effective  known  to  the  profession,  whatever  the  cost 
may  be  ;  that  the  staff  of  nurses  and  attendants  must  be  such 
that  whenever,  by  day,  or  by  night,  any  kind  of  service  is  required, 
it  must  be  always  at  hand,  wide  awake,  not  impaired  by  fatigue 
or  confused  by  conflict  of  duty.  Many  times  in  the  history  of 
the  Hospital,  the  directors  have  found  that  the  paid  servants 
outnumbered  the  patients,  without  being  able  to  see  how  any  of 
this  large  staff  could  be  dispensed  with.  There  have  been  single 
patients  who  have  required  the  entire  service  of  a  nurse  night 
and  day.    In  many  cases  the  medicines  and  special  diet  of  a 
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patient  have  cost  the  Hospital  more  per  week  than  the  largest 
sum  paid  by  those  who  are  regarded  as  paying  patients. 

Now  it  is  obvious  that  with  the  space  and  funds  at  the  com- 
mand of  the  Hospital,  it  cannot  offer  its  advantages  gratuit- 
ously to  all  without  discrimination.  Nor  should  this  be  expected. 
A  hospital  does  not  exist  for  the  purpose  of  supplanting  the  reg- 
ular medical  practitioner,  or  of  providing  medical  service  gratui- 
tously for  those  who  are  able  to  pay  for  it.  In  the  minds  of 
many  persons  a  hospital  implies  unlimited  resources  which  the 
Directors  can  dispense  without  stint.  As  a  matter  of  fact  no 
institutions  are  more  liable  to  financial  straits,  because  of  the 
natural  tendency  of  hospital  directors  to  extend  to  suffering 
humanity  a  larger  charity  than  their  means  will  permit.  The 
revenues  of  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  though  administered 
with  the  strictest  economy,  are  sufficiently  taxed  by  the  legiti- 
mate claims  of  charity  ;  for  charity,  more  or  less,  every  patient 
receives.  It  has  never  been  proposed  by  the  Directors,  it  would 
not  be  consistent  with  the  liberal  views  of  the  founder,  that  any 
should  be  required  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  the  services  rendered. 
Those  who  pay  most  receive  fully  half  they  get  as  a  gratuity. 
But  all  the  sums  paid  by  those  who  are  able  to  pay  anything 
increase  the  power  of  the  Hospital  to  extend  its  benefits  to  those 
who  are  able  to  pay  nothing.  It  is  upon  these  principles  that 
patients  are  received.  Those  who  are  poor,  homeless,  friendless, 
are  understood  to  have  the  first  claim.  Such  applicants,  when 
they  are  fit  subjects  for  hospital  treatment,  and  when  there  are 
vacant  beds,  are  never  refused.  But  in  order  that  the  largest 
possible  number  of  such  cases  may  be  received,  all  others  are 
expected  to  pay  on  a  scale  accommodated  to  their  means.  We 
have  found  that  most  persons  are  glad  to  pay  all  that  could  be 
expected  of  them.  Friends  often  contribute  to  the  support  of 
those  less  fortunate  than  themselves.  Employers,  recognizing 
the  value  to  themselves  of  such  an  institution  in  their  neighbor- 
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hood  in  cases  of  accident  or  serious  sickness,  willingly  pay  in 
part  or  in  full  for  the  care  of  their  employees,  We  trust  the 
time  is  coming  when  the  railroad  corporations,  the  manufacturing 
firms,  the  churches,  all  who  have  numbers  of  persons  in  their 
care,  to  whom  they  owe  charity  in  time  of  distress,  will  endow 
beds  available  for  their  use  in  case  of  need.  And  we  confidently 
expect  that  as  the  needs  of  the  hospital  outgrow  its  means,  other 
liberal  hands  will  enlarge  its  resources,  so  that  its  doors  may  be 
always  wide  enongh  to  admit  all  the  suifering  poor  of  our  State, 
"without  money  and  without  price." 

The  regulations  for  admission  of  patients  are  hereto  ap- 
pended. 

I.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease,  shall  be  admitted,  nor  any  lunatic,  nor  any  maternity 
case. 

II.  The  regular  price  of  treatment  is  ten  dollars  per  week. 
Eeductions  from  this  price  will  be  made  when  satisfactory  proof 
is  furnished  of  the  inability  of  the  patient  to  pay  full  rates.  A 
limited  number  of  free  beds  are  available  for  those  whose  cir- 
cumstances render  them  fit  subjects  for  such  charity. 

III.  Applications  from  outside  of  Burlington  must  be  made 
in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Superintendent,  by  the  attending 
physician  of  the  patient,  accompanied  by  a  full  description  of 
the  case,  and  when  a  free  bed,  or  reduced  rates  may  be  desired, 
by  a  statement  of  the  pecuniary  circumstances  of  the  patient. 

IV.  Physicians  should  remember  that  incurable  cases,  and 
those  which  admit  of  only  temporary  relief,*  are  not  regarded,  in 
general,  as  suitable  subjects  for  admission.

No.  160. — AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH  A  BOARD  OF  STREET 
COMMISSIONERS  FOR  THE  CITY  OF  BURLINGTON.

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont: 

Section  1.  After  the  first  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1891,  the  Street 
Commissioners  of  the  city  of  Burlington  shall  consist  of  a  board 
of  three  persons,  (not  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen)  who 
shall  be  elected  as  follows,  viz  : 

In  the  month  of  April,  in  the  year  1891,  the  city  council  shall 
elect  three  persons  to  be  a  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  to  hold 
office  respectively  one,  two  and  three  years  from  the  first  day  of 
May,  1891,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  ;  and  thereafter, 
in  the  month  of  April  in  each  year,  the  city  council  shall  elect 
one  member  of  said  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  to  serve  for 
the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  in 
which  he  shall  be  elected,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  ;  but 
the  Mayor  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  may  at 
any  time  remove  any  of  said  Board  of  Street  Commissioners. 

Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners by  death,  resignation,  removal  or  otherwise,  said  vacancy 
shall  he  filled  by  election,  in  manner  aforesaid,  of  another  person 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term. 
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Sec.  2.  Said  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  shall  have  the 
exclusive  general  management  and  co  ltrol  of  the  work  on  the  city 
streets,  sidewalks  and  sewers,  subject  to  any  limitations  and  re- 
strictions contained  in  th  ordinances,  regulations  and  orders  of 
the  city  council,  but  shall  have  no  power  to  spend  any  money,  or 
to  incur  any  debt  beyond  the  amount  of  the  appropriations  made 
by  the  city  council. 

Said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  annually  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May  appoint  a  superintendent  of  streets  to  serve  until  the 
first  Monday  of  May  in  the  year  following,  or  until  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed  and  qualified.  Said  superintendent  of  streets 
shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction  of  said  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners,  and  they  may  at  any  time  remove  him  from 
office,  and  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  office  by  new  appointment. 
The  salary  of  the  superintendent  of  streets,  and  the  compensation 
of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  shall  be  fixed  by  the  city 
council. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  shall  take  the 
place  of,  and  have  all  the  powers  and  authority  now  vested  in  the 
existing  street  commissioners  of  this  city,  and  all  existing  laws, 
provisions  of  the  city  charter,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations 
pertaining  to  the  duties  of  the  existing  Street  Commissioners  are 
hereby  continued,  and  shall  govern  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners created  by  this  act  ;  and  from  all  the  acts,  omissions  and 
refusals  to  act  on  the  part  of  said  board,  appeals  may  be  taken  to 
the  county  court  in  the  same  manner  and  conducted  with  the 
same  proceedings  as  are  now  provided  by  law  for  appeals  from 
the  decisions  of  the  Street  Commissioners. 

Sec.  4.  Sections  5  and  9  of  an  act  approved  November  26th, 
1872,  entitled  an  "  Act  in  amendment  of  an  act  to  incorporate 
the  city  of  Burlington,  approved  November  22nd,  1804,  and  of 
the  several  amendments  thereof  heretofore  enacted "  and  the 
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amendments  to  said  sections  heretofore  enacted,  in  so  far  as  they 
are  in  conflict  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved  November  11,  1890. 


No.  161.—  AN  ACT  TO  PBOVIDE  FOR  A  TRUANT  OFFI- 
CER FOR  THE  CITY  OF  BURLINGTON. 


It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont: 

Sectiok.  1.  The  mayor  of  the  City  of  Burlington  may 
appoint,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
one  person  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  policeman,  to  be  a 
truant  officer  in  said  city  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  his  term  of 
office,  and  may  at  any  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  remove  such  officer. 

Sec.  2.  Such  truant  officer  shall  arrest  any  child  between 
eight  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  who  during  the  portion  of  the 
year  in  which  the  public  schools  of  the  city  are  in  session,  is 
habitually  found  in  the  streets,  or  other  public  places,  having  no 
lawful  occupation,  or  who  is  an  habitual  truant,  or  who  being

and  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  a  copy 
of  the  notice. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  orde^  of  the  Superintendent  of  schools  shall 
be  wilfully  disregarded,  and  the  child  shall  continue  to  absent 
himself  from  school,  the  truant  officer  shall  notify  the  city  attor- 
ney thereof,  and  the  city  attorney  may  enter  in  the  City  Court  a 
complaint  against  the  parent,  master  or  guardian,  who  has  dis- 
regarded such  order  from  the  superintendent,  and  upon  proof 
that  the  child  was  liable  to  arrest,  as  provided  in  the  preceding* 
sections,  and  that  the  parent,  master  or  guardian  has  received 
and  not  complied  with  the  notice  and  requirement  before  speci- 
fied, the  Court  shall  fine  such  parent,  master  or  guardian  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  which  shall  be  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  city. 

Sec.  5.  The  truant  officer  shall  receive  for  each  arrest,  no- 
tice and  attendance  before  the  Superintendent  of  schools  the  sum 
of  one  dollar. 

The  fees  before  the  City  Court  shall  be  the  same  as  in  other 
criminal  cases.

No.  163. — AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  THE  CHARTER 

OF  THE  CITY  OF  BURLINGTON,  AND  PROVID- 
ING FOR  THE  ISSUE  OF  SCHOOL  BONDS. 

Section,  SecTioN. 

t.   Duty  to  provide  school  houses  ;  2'   City  council  may  issue  bonds  or 

school  commissioners  to  obtain  notes  to  retire  outstanding  ones; 

approval  of  city  council  before  how  executed  ;  city  treasurer  to 

purchasing  land ;  powers  of  city  keep  record  of  notes  or  bonds, 

conncil  in  raising  funds.  3.   Act  amended. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont : 

Section  1.  The  last  paragraph — including  the  last  seven 
lines — of  section  twenty-seven  of  "  an  act  in  amendment  of  an  act 
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to  incorporate  the  city  of  Burlington,  approved  November  22, 
1864,  and  the  several  amendments  thereof  heretofore  enacted," 
approved  November  26,  1872,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  to  provide  and  maintain  suit- 
able schoolhouses  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  Public 
Schools  of  the  city,  and  the  location  and  construction  of  the 
school  houses,  and  the  management,  sale  and  purchase  of  school 
property  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  school  commissioners, 
subject  to  the  limitations  herein  provided,  and  the  limitation 
upon  their  power  of  incurring  liabilities  in  behalf  of  the  city. 

But  before  the  school  commissioners  shall  purchase  any  real 
estate  for  school  purposes,  or  enter  into  any  contract  for  the 
construction  of  any  school  building,  other  than  repairs  of  and 
additions  to  existing  school  buildings,  deemed  necessary  by  said 
school  commissioners,  they  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  city 
council  a  statement  showing  the  necessity  of  such  purchase  of 
real  estate,  or  of  the  construction  of  such  building,  together  with 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  real  estate,  or  of  the  construction 
of  such  building,  and  the  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  to  pay 
for  the  same.  And  they  shall  not  purchase  any  real  estate,  or 
enter  into  any  contract  for  the  construction  of  any  school  build- 
ing, until  such  action  has  been  approved  by  the  City  Council, 
and  the  funds  for  the  same  provided  by  the  City  Council. 

Upon  the  approval  of  such  statement  asking  for  the  purchase 
of  real  estate  for  school  purposes,  or  the  construction  of  a  school 
building,  the  City  Council  shall  provide  the  funds  required  for 
the  purchase  of  such  property,  or  for  the  construction  of  such 
school  building,  provided  that  the  sum  appropriated  for  school 
purposes,  in  any  one  year,  shall  not  exceed  the  limit  now  fixed  by 
the  city  charter. 

And  in  raising  such  funds  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  for 
jchoo]  purposes,  or  the  construction  of  a  school  building,  the 
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City  Council  may  in  its  discretion  lay  a  tax  sufficient  for  the 
purpose,  or  may  pledge  lihe  credit  of  the  city  for  the  whole  or 
any  portion  thereof,  by  the  issuance  of  notes  or  bonds,  to  be 
known  as  school  bonds.  Such  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  issued  in 
denominations  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  payable  in  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  their  issue,  and  shall 
contain  a  statement  that  they  were  issued  for  the  purpose  men- 
tioned and  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  And  they 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  city.  And  if  interest  coupons  are  attached  they  shall  be 
signed  by  the  treasurer. 

And  the  City  Council  shall  annually  provide '  by  tax  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  on  said  notes  or  bonds,  and  for  a  sinking 
fund  for  the  payment  of  said  notes  or  bonds  at  maturity. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  at  a 
meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  may  authorize  the  issuance 
of  negotiable  notes  or  bonds  by  the  city  to  pay  or  retire  outstand- 
ing and  unpaid  negotiable  notes  or  bonds  of  said  city,  which  by 
their  terms  may  be  paid,  under  the  restrictions  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

The  City  Council  shall  determine  what  amount  of  new  notes 
or  bonds  shall  be  issued ;  at  what  time  and  place  they  shall  be 
payable,  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  and  when  payable ;  and 
whether  said  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  registered,  or  have  interest 
coupons  annexed.  But  the  new  notes  or  bonds  shall  not  be  more 
in  amount,  nor  bear  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  the  outstand- 
ing notes  or  bonds,  nor  shall  they  be  used  or  sold  except  to  pro- 
vide for  paying  or  retiring  such  outstanding  notes  or  bonds. 

Such  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  and  if  interest  coupons  are 
attached  they  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer ;  and  the  bonds  or 
notes  shall  contain  a  statement  that  they  were  issued  for'  the 
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purposes  mentioned,  and  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act ;  and  such  statement  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  same,, 
and  of  the  liability  of  the  city  to  pay  such  note  or  bond,  in  an 
action  by  a  person  who  in  good  faith  holds  such  note  or  bond. 

The  city  treasurer  shall  keep  a  record  of  every  note  or  bond 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  therein  stating  the  number 
and  denomination  of  each  note  or  bond,  when  and  where  paya- 
ble, to  whom  issued,  and  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  ;  and  also 
shall  keep  a  record  of  payments  of  interest  and  principal,  and  if 
coupons  are  taken  up  shall  deface  the  same. 

When  old  notes  or  bonds  are  taken  up,  by  exchange  or  by 
sale  of  the  new  notes  or  bonds,  the  treasurer  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  same,  and  such  old  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  cancelled. 

Sec.  3.  Section  7  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  in  amend- 
ment of  and  in  addition -to  an  act  approved  November  26,  1872, 
entitled  an  act  in  amendment  of  an  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of 
Burlington,  approved  November  22,  1864,  and  the  several  amend- 
ments thereof  heretofore  enacted/'  approved  November  24,  1874, 
— being  section  twenty-four  of  the  city  charter  as  it  is  now 
printed — is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereunto  the  following  : 
"Except  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  school  bonds,  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  refunding  outstanding  and  unpaid  negotiable  notes  or 
bonds  as  provided  for  in  this  act."
